MApIsON, July 26.—Rev Dr. Talmage 
preached = this Chautauqua 
assembly on the banks of Monona 
near this city, It is a great gathering of 
people from all parts of the northwest, His 
text was Esther iv, 14, ‘Who knoweth whe- 
ther thou art come to the kingdom for such a 
time as this?” 

Esther the Beautiful was the wife of 
Ahasuerus the Abominable. The time bad 
come for her to present a petition to ber in- 
famous husband in behalf of the Israelitish 
nation, to which sho had once belonged. 
She was afraid to undertake the work 
lest sho should lose her own life; but her 
uncle, Mordecai, who had brought her up, 
encouraged her with the suggestion that 
probably she had beon raised up of God for 
that peculiar mission. ‘Who knoweth 
Whother thou art conie to the kingdom for 
such a time as this?’ Esther had ber God- 
appointed work; you and I have ours. It 
is my business to tell you what style of 
people we ought to be in order that wo 
may meet tho demand of the age in which 
God has cast our lot. If you have come 
éxpecting to hear abstractions discussed 
or dry technicalities of religion glorified, you 
have come tothe wrong place; but if you 
really would like to know what this age has 
a right to expect of your Christian men and 
women, then I am ready in the Lord's name 
to look you in the face, 

When two armies have rushed into battle 
the officers of either army do not want philo- 
sophie] discussion about tho chemical pro- 
perties of human blood or the nature of gun. 
powder. They want some one to man the 
batteries and swab out the guns. And now, 
when all the forces of light and darkness, of 
heaven and hell, have plunged into the fight, 
it is no time to give ourselves to the defini- 
tions and formulas and technicalities and 
conyentionalities of religion. What we want 
is practical, earnest, concentrated, enthus- 
gastic and triumphant help. What we need 
in the east you in Wisconsin need. 

In the first place, in order to meet the 
special demand of this age, you need to be 
an unmistakably aggressive Christian. Of 
half and halfChristians wedo not want any 
more. The church of Jesus Christ will 
be better without ten thousand of them. 
They are the chief obstacle to the 
chureh’s advancement, I am spoaking of 
another kind of Christian. All the appli- 
ances for your becoming an earnest Chris- 
tian aro at your band, and there is a straight 

path for you into the broad daylight of 
God's forgiveness. You may baye come 
here today the bondsmen of the world, and 
yet before you go out of these doors you 
may become the princes of the Lord God 
Almighty. You know what excitement 
there is in this country when a foreign 
prince comes to our shores. Why? Because 
it is expected that some day he will sit 
upon a throne. But what is all that honor 
compared with the honor to which God 
calls you—to be sons and daughters of the 
Lord Almighty; yea, to be queens and 
kings unto God! ‘They shall “Yeign with 
him forever and forever.”

But, my friends, you need not be aggres- 
sive Christians, and not like those persons 
who spend their lives in hugging their 
Christian graces and wondering why they 
do not make any progress. How much ro- 
bustness of health would a man have if he 
hid himself in a dark closet? A grént deal 
of piety of the day is too exclusive, It 
hides itself. It} needs more fresh air, more 
outdoor exercise. There are many ‘Chris. 
tians who are giving their entire life to 
self examination. They are feoling thoir 
pulses to see what is the condition of their 
spiritual health. How long would a man 
have robust physical health if he kept all 
the days and weeks and months and years 
of his life feeling his pulse instead of going 
out into active, earnest, everyday work? 

Iwas once amid the wonderful, bewitch- 
ing cactus growths of North Carolina. I 
hever was more bewildered with the beauty 
of flowers, and yet when I would take up 
one of these cactuses and pull the leaves 
apart, the beauty was all gone, You could 
hardly tell that it had ever been a flower. 
And there area great many Christian peo- 
ploin this day just pulling apart their Chris- 
tian experiences to see what there is in them, 
and there is nothing attractive left. This 
style of self examination isa damage instead of 
on advantage to their Christian character. 
I remember when I was a boy I used tohaye 
asmall piece inthe garden that I called my 
own, and I planted corn there, and every fow 
dayg I would pull it up to see how fast it was 
growing. Now, there are a great many 
Christian people in this day whose self ex- 
amination merely amounts to the pulling up 
of that which they only yesterday or the day 
before planted. 

Oh, my friends! if you want to have a stal- 
wart Christian character, plant it right out 
of doors in the great fleld of Christian use- 
fulness, and though storms may come 
upon it, and though the hot sun of trial 
may try to consume it, it will thrive until it 
becomes «# great tree, in which the fowls 
of heaven may have their habitation. I 
have no patience with these flowerpot 
Christians. They keep themselves under 
shelter, and all their Christian oxperience 
in a small, exclusive circle, when they 
ought to plant it in the great garden of tho 
Lord, so that the whole atmosphere could 
be aromatic with their Christian useful-

Ob, my Christian friends, this is no time 
for inertia, when all the forces of darkners 
room to be jmafull bet; when steam print 
ing presses are pebiisbing infidel tracts 
when express railrond trains are currying 
passengers of Alun; when fast Clippers are 
laden with opium ond rum; when the night 
alr Of our cities is polluted with the laughter 
thiat breaks up froin the ten thousand satoons 
of dissipation and abandonment; when the 
fires of the second death already are’ kindled 
in the cheeks of some who only n little while 
ago were incorrupt, Nover since the curse 
fell upon the éarth has there been a time 
when it was such an unwise, such a cruel, 
such an awful thing for the church to sleep! 
Tho great audlonces are not gathered in the 
Christian churches; the great audiences are 
gathered in temples of sin—tears of unutter- 
able woe their baptism, the blood of crushed 
bearts the awful wine of theit sacrament, 
blasphomies their litany, and the gronus of 
tho lost world the orgun dirge of tholr wor- 
ship. 

Again, if you want to be qualified to 
meet the duties which this age demands of 
you, youmust on the one band avoid reck- 
less iconoclasm, and on the other hand not 
stick too much to things because they are 
old, The air is full bf new plans, new pro- 
jects, new theories of govérnment, new theol- 
ogies, and Tam amazed tosee how so many 
Christians want only novelty in order to re- 
commend a thing to their confidence; and so 
they vacillate and swing to and fro, and they 
are useless and they are unhappy. Newplans 
secular, ethical, philosophical, religious, cisat- 
lantic, transatlantic. Ab, my brother, donol 
adopt a thing merely bécause itis new. Try it 
by the realities of a judgment day. 

But, on the other hand, do not adhere to 
anything merely beeause it ja old. There is 
not a single enterprise of the church or the 
world but has sometimes been scoffed at 
There wasa time when men derided even 
Bible societies; and when a few young men 
met nenr a haystack in Massachusetts and 
organized the first missionary society ever 
organized in this country, there went laugh- 
ter and ridicule all around the Christian 
church. They said the undertaking was pre- 
posterous, 

And so also the work of Jesus Christ was 
assailed. People cried out, ‘Whoever heard 
of such theories of ethics and government? 
Whoever noticed such a style of preaching as 
Jesus has?” Ezekiel bad talked of mysterious 
wings and wheels. Here came a man from 
Capernaum and Gennesaret, and he drew bis 
IWustrations from the Inkes, from the sand, 
from the ravine, from the lilies, from the 
cornstalks How the Pharisees scoffed! How 
Herod derided! How Caiphas hissed! And 
this Jesus they plucked by the beard, and 
they spat in his foce, and they called him 
“this fellow!” All the great enterprises in 
and outof the church have at¢times been 
scoffed at, and there have been a great 
multitude who have thought that the chariot 
of God’s truth would fall to pieces if it once 
got out of the old rut. 

MILLIONS NEVER HEAR THE GOSPEL. 

And so there are thoso who have no pa- 
tience with anything like improvement in 
church architecture or with anything like 
good, hearty, earnest church singing, and 
they deride any form of religious discussion 
which goes down walking among everyday 
men rather than that which makes an ex- 
cursion on rhetorical stilts. Oh, that the 
Church of God would wake up to an adapt- 
ability of work! We must admit the sim- 
ple fact that the churches of Jesus Christ 
in this day do not reach the great masses. 
There are fifty thousand people in Edin- 
burgh who never hear the Gospel, There 
are one million people in London who 
never hear the Gospel. There are at least 
three hundred thousand souls in the city of 
Brooklyn who come not under the immediate 
ministrations of Christ’s truth, and the 
Church of God in this day, instead of being 
a place full of living epistles, read and known 
of all mem is more like a ‘‘dead letter” post- 
office. 

“But,” say the people, ‘the world is going 
to be converted, You must be patient. The 
kingdoms of this world are to become the 
kingdoms of Christ.” Never, unless the 
church of Jesus Christ puts on more speed 
and energy. Instead of the church converting 
the world, the world is conyerting the church. 
Here is a great fortress. How shail it bo 
takon? An army comes and sits around about 
it, cuts off the supplies and says, *‘Now wo 
will just wait until from exhaustion and star- 
vation they willhave to give up.” Weeks 
and months, and perhaps a year, pass along, 
and finally tho fortress surrenders through 
that starvation and exhaustion. But, my 
frionds, the fortresses of sin are never to be 
taken in that way. If they are taken for God 
it willbe by storm, You will have to bring 
up the great siege guns of the Gospel to the 
very wall, and wheel tho flying artillery 
Into line, and when the armed infantry of 
heaven shall confront the battloments you 
will bave to give the quick command: ‘For- 
ward! Charge!” 

Ah, my friends, there is work for you to 
do and for me to do in order to achieve this 
grand accomplishment! Here is a pulpit, 
and a clergyman preaches in it. Your pulpit 
Is the bank, Your pulpit is the store, Your 

ulpit is the editorial’ chair, Your pulpit 
is tho anvil Your pulpit is the house 
teaffolding, Your pulpit is the mechanic's 
shop I may stand in this place and 
through cowardice or through self socking, 
may keep back the word I ought to utter;

Besides 
owning the unrivalled Maud 8., whose re 
record {s a wholo second and a quarter fast- 
er than tho time of her nearest competitor, 
and belng the proprietor of Sunol, whose 
wonderful 3 year-old and 4-yoar-old records 
of 2 104 bid fair to bo eclipsed ab her com- 
ing trial against the watch at San Jose in 
August, Mr. Bonnor has himself driven the 
fastest miles to road wafigon known, Ho 
once seb Maud S. a mile over his own 
track at his farm, near Tarrytown, In 
2.13}, making the first half, the 
mare held in, 1.084. In the second half 
he let her out to full speed, coming home In 
1.04), Thon Mr. Bonner gave Maud 8. a 
mile to a top road wagon ab Fleetwood In 
2.19, which is the fastest a trotter was ever 
driven to a top wagon, as the Tarrytowa 
mile in 2.13} is the best on record for a 
single horse to skeleton wagon. Another 
faet mile which he has driven was the one 
behind Alfred S., which was made to top 
road wagon (300 pounds) in 2 21, and ho 
drove the 2,18 horse, Edwin Forrest, 
mile to a wagon in 2,164.

From the United States and from Britain 
contributions will come to a lasting mem- 
morlal of a manwho was distinguished 
above his contemporaries, who was the 
representative of Canada in tho eyes of the 
world, and who, for good or ill, did moro 
than avy other man to build the provinces 
Into one Dominion. There {s an appro- 
priatencas about the Kingston project 
which will commend it to the many 
admirers of the statesman who has 
passed away from our midst, while the 
zeal with which It is being prosecuted can-

The Fire Insurance in Canada. 

Tho Jnsurance and Finance Chronicle has 
been ab considerable pains to prepare a 
table of the fire insurance atatistice belong- 
ing to the last twonty two years, During 
that period tho total premiums received by 
all the companies were $112,554,528, and 
the total losses paid $77,630,416, or 68.9 
per cont. of the premiums. The total in- 
come was found to be $115,084,285, and the 
total expenditure $109,431,612, the differ. 
ence being $5,252,673. Of this amount, 
$661,530 belong to the Canadian, $863,266 
to tho American, and $3,727,917 to the 
British companies, This record of twenty- 
two yoars demonstratos pretty clearly that 
fire underwriting !snotabonanzs, Taking 
the Oanadian companies, the excess of in- 
come over expenditures was only about 
$661,000 in o total incomo of over $58,- 
000,000, while, making no deductions from 
the excess of American and British com. 
panies for home office expenses, there Is 
a total credit of only about $5,200,000, in 
a total income of over $115,000,00. The 
excess of income over expenditure of the 
Glasgow and London, for the seven 
years of its business, was oyer $88,- 
000. This, however, does not express pro- 
fit to that amount, for ou withdrawal from 
business at the close of 1890, the relnsur- 
ance or unearned premium Ifability existing 
was a charge to beset against the above 
apparent profit. So, if all the companies 
had ceased business at the end of 1890, 
their apparent profit for the poriods given 
ir have been more than their real 
profit,

M. Gorman romindoed him, however, that 
ina letter to Sir Heotor he said that Gal- 
Iagher’s tender was lower than tho work 
could possilby be done for. 

Witnees roplied that his opinion ay to Gal 
lagher’s tender was based on his knowledge 
of the work in 1883, and notany estimate 
Mr, Perley then produced the date on which 
he based this letter to tho Minister He 
denied that be ever saw tho tenders before 
the opening of them. 

Mr. Edgar—Ho snid he must have con- 
cluded that Gallagher's tender was too low 
from a conversation he had with Boyd, the 
enginoor. 

Mr, Edgar: Did you haye no other infor- 
mation besides this talk with Boyd? You 
could not have decided ona question involv- 
ing a loss of $100,000 to the country merely 
on 4 dogultory conversation with Boyd. 

The witness who had been sitting on ac- 
count of his weakness, rose to answer, but 
immodiately fell back In his chair exclaim- 
ing, “I know nothing about it, I know 
nothing about it.’ He did not absolutely 
faint but his head fell forward on his breast, 
and then slightly recovering he threw both 
hands upwards as far as he could reach 
and again cried out, “I know nothing about 
it.” Tears rolled down his furrowed 
face and his whole appearance was 
one of uncontrollableagony. He sank again 
in his chair, and the committee, moved to 
compassion, adjourned the examination.

The next witness was Charles McGreevy, 
son of Robert, who corrobrated in full the 
testimony given by his father and Murphy. 

Simon Peters, contractor of Quebec, pro- 
duced this lotter, which he had received from 
the Minister of Public works: 

QUEBEC, Juno 17, 1882— 

My Dear Mr. Petegs,—You promised to 
lend something for the elections, will you 
kindly do it to-day. Yours very truly, 

(Signed), H. L. LANGEVIN. 

Asked if he had complied with tho request 
contained in the letter, witness said: ‘Yes, I 
gave Sir Hector $1000, $400 of'my own money 
and $600 of my colleagues, Moore and 
Wright. When be was asked to subscribe to the 
Langevin testimonial he was known as a 
contractor and had at that time accounts 
against the Harbor Commissioners for con- 
tract work. His claim against the Govern- 
ment amounted tg $170,000, The list of con- 
tributions to +the Langevin testimonial 
fund of $20,000 was produced. Col- 
lection began April 8, 1880, and ended 
in Novomber, 1883. It took nearly four years 
to collect the amount and the bulk came 
from contractors, The $1000 contributed by 
Larkin, Connolly and Co., Mr. Noel ex- 
plained, is included in the amount returned 
as collected by Mr. McGreevy in Quebec.

Connolly was asked again: “Is it not 
blo you were asked to sign those checks for

Witnoss said he had no personal knowledge 
of payments made to dredging inspectors. 
In February, 1588, the day before he left the 
firm Mr, Murphy told him that those pay- 
monts had been made, He went to Nicholas 
Connolly and told him of Murphy's statement. 
Nicholas simply said: ‘“Murpby is tho last 
man to say anything of that kind,” Nicholas 
neither denied nor admitted the statement, 
Ho was bound to get out of the firm.

This question raised the row. ‘lhe Govern- 
ment objected to the investigation of the 
testimonial on the ground that it was hot a 
public account. 

Sir Richard Cartwright claimed that while 
the amendment was iu order it was very in- 
judicious for any member to oppose the ques- 
tion whether or not they should enquire into 
the contractor’s reasons why the persons 
mentioned shouldjmot appear before the com- 
mittes and kay why they gave the plate to 
Sir Hector Langevin. 

‘The two sides argued with raised voices 
and exchanges of hot words. 

Mr. Mulock contended that the testimonial 
was a feature of the Langevin block, into 
which the committee was enquiring. The 
Government denies this. 

Mr. Mulock moved that the House be asked 
to widen the scope of the committes to allow 
thom in this matter to investigate the testi- 
monial aud the accounts, so paid to Sir Hec- 
tor by tenderers for work on the block. This 
was voted down by 18 to 18, by the Conser- 
vatives. 

At lo’clock the committee rose, having 
done nothing but spend the morning in a 
fiery and contentious debate. Mr. Barron 
was prapared to go on with the postoffice 
scandal but did not have an opportunity to 
do 50. 


A Missing Boy. 

Kinoston, Aug. 1.—Yesterday morning 
the hat worn by Eddie Merrison, son of 
Frank Merrison, who left home on Tuesday 
and has notsince been seen, was found by 
Officer Varbeck, floating near the G. T, R. 
wharf. It is supposed the boy was trying to 
walk a plank which leads from the foot of 
Johnston-street to the wharf and fell off. His 
dead body was found in the harbor by tho 
men who grappled for it. 


Crops in Prince Edward Island, 

CHARLOTTETOWN, P.E.1., Aug. 1.—We 
never saw a fincr appearance of grain and 
root crops on this Island. Hay in some 
places will be light, but in most fields the 
yicld will be quite an average. The grain 
harvest will be late, but the deep green of 
oats and wheat all over the country, be- 
token plenty of straw and full grain. In the 
turnip field not a miss is to bo seen, and 
potatoes look exceedingly well.

This hypothesis, though weak in philolog- 
ical support, has all the countenance of his- 
tory. Scandinavia was carly kuown as ‘tho 
manufactory of nations,” The voyages and 
settlements of the Norse vikings offer a 
historical illustration of what the prehis- 
toric migrations of the speakers of the Indo- 
European languages must have been.

Perhaps, having reached Scandinavit as 
the first home of the hunian race, etymolo- 
gists will soon go further north and place the 
bibical Garden of Eden at or near the north 
pole. There are many excellent arguments 
in favor of this view set forth by Hilton 
Scribner of New York in a monogram doedi- 
rated to Chauncey M. Depew. The obstaclo 
to this view has hitherto been the almost 
general consent to placing the first home of 
the race on the highlands of Asia and the 
biblical idea of the claims of the stretch of land 
lying between the Euphrates and the Tigris. 
Sayce, who is high authority, removes one 
obstaple, and, after oll, the account in the 
bible, is vague and uncertain as to specific 
locality, Mr. Scribner's argument, 
fore, becomes strong. Brietly stated it is 
that the earth, at first a molten inass, slowly 
Yadiated heat in cooling, until finally it be 
came habitable, What part of the earth's 
surface then naturally become the original 
seat of life? To find this we must subtract 
from the heat lost in cooling, the heat re- 
ceived from the sun for a given period, and 
the remainder will be the earth’s actuui or 
net loss of heat.

all the climatic conditions from intense heat 
to intense cold, and could at one time have 
supported all the forms of life, animal or 
vegetable, which are now or ever baye been

They are not objecting to the law, 
since the government pays them as much 
as the crop Is worth and allows them to 
keep It.” 

If tho average citizen of the United 
States gets sugar under present abnormal 
conditions a quarter of a cent a pound be- 
low the Canadian price, and pays 2 cents 
bounty In the shape of additional taxes, 
perhaps the average Grit editor can explain 
how much bho consumor is benefited. But 
wo are unable todo so, We shall bo told 
that this year the bounty will not bo paid 
on the whole supply, and that is true 
enough, since the planters are as yob un- 
able to meet the demand, Butthe bounty 
paid will probably equal one-third of a cent 
on each pound of sugar consumed In the 
country.—Spectator. 


Cheese Getting Interesting. 

As usual at this season of the year when 
upon tho threshold of the fall make, the 
cheese trade Is beginning to assume a more 
Interesting phase. The first three months 
of the year have passed without any event- 
ful disturbances such as thosa which charac- 
terized former soasons; Pricos have kept 
at a steady level from the word go, fineat 
goods ranging on*this market from 8}o. to 
90., which {s not a very wide difference for 
nearly three months’ business, At time of 
writing ( Wednesday) sales were made In this 
elty of 1.500 boxes finest white at 840. to 
8§c, and finest Western colored wore offered 
at 9c. with 8Zo. bid, with an easier feeling 
both here and In New York. At the same 
time the business in the coptry forms quito 
a contrast to the quiet position of affairs 
here, as supplies are being bought up lively 
in the Hastern Townships and the west, at 
equal to 8§3 to 8¥c for finest white and 8/3 
to 9c for flaest colored laid down in this 
market, which indicates that some move- 
ment is on foot that for some reason or 
other is not reflected here, although the 
opinion is protty freely expressed that the 
figures paid in the interlor are too high to 
admit of a falr margin of profit. Some in 
the trade are of opinion that the market is 
kept qulet here in order to assist a precon- 
certed movement in the country, based 
on the assnmption that prices have touched 
bottom. Up to the close of last week 
about 27.500,000 lbs. had beon exported 
against 33,000,000 Ibs, for the correspond 
{og period last year, showing a decaease of 
5,600,000 Ibs. ; bub since the late coptous 
rains, there are few who take any stock in 
a short make ab the end of the season. The 
quality of the July make 1s sald to be ex- 
cellent, some affirming that {b never showed 
to such advantage in any former season, 
and a considerable quantity is being put 
into store here ; but why there {ts such 
active buying in the country while the 
market has a dull and unsettled appearance 
here, no one seems capable of giving a 
satisfactory explanatlon.—T'rade Bulletin,

RUSSIA AND FRANCE, 


| AN ALLIANCE BETWEEN THESE POW 


t ERS BEING NEGOTIATED. 





A Rumor With Some Foundation That 


There Will be Joint Interference in 


EKgypt-—The Meauing of Lord Salis 


bury's Mansion House Spoooh, 


Lonpon, Aug, 1,—Tho visit of the French 
fleet to Cronstadt has filled Kuropo with 
rumors, Tho aky is black with them; mostly 
canarda, one may be permitted to think; but

in Paris and the French 
ister. The French fleet is the bearer of a 
rough draft of this agreement which the 
Oxar and his Ministers have been considering 
all the week, amid the blaze of festivities, 
with Admiral Gervais tohelpthem, Itis to 
be the basia of an alliance in future, not at 
present, says this authority, ‘The account 
is full of obvious improbabilities, not least 
of which is the improbability that Baron 
Mohrenheim should be the chosen negotiator 
of such high matters. 

Next comes a story of joint interference 
in Egypt, This is more serious, if true, 
because immediate, France, of course, longs 
for the expulsion of the hated English from 
the country they have regencrated. Her 
uninterrupted intrigues at Cairo have failed. 
They are now to be carried on at Constan- 
tinople, The Khedive, devoted first of all 
to his own country, is loyal to the English 
as benefactors of his country, He has 
shown himself superior to French diplomacy 
and indifferent to French menace. The 
Sultan is, therefore, to be asked to get rid 
of him and to replace him by some- 
body who will be more pliable to French 
mancouvers, Such an — attempt by 
France alone might have little chance of 
success, Supported by Russia, it may have 
more. If the Sultan be weak cnough to 
yield, England will find herself in a dilem- 
ma, She will have to elect between resist- 
ing the mandate of the Sultan, whose right 
of suzerainty she recognizes, and trying to 
govern through an Egyptian Executive, 
avowedly hostile to her. It isa clever move 
on the part of the French whose moves on 
the Egyptian board have never been hamper- 
ed by any sentimental concern for the wel- 
fore of Egypt or the Egyptians. ‘This report 
was mentioned last night in the House 
of Commons. Sir James Ferguson took tho 
usual official view of it. Neither he nor any 
diplomatist would admit the truth of it, un- 
less official, and then would not admit it be- 
cause official, What he said has really no 
bearing on the question whether the story 
be true or not. 

Great quantities of ink have been shed 
over the yisit of the French fleet to Cron- 
stadt, Th descriptions of the French- 
Russian festivities are intoresting, the poli- 
tical speculations based on them are interest- 
ing, and the telegrams exchanged between 
the Czar Alexander and President Carnot 
are most interesting of all. Paris is 
beside itself with joy. You may almost 
hear the echo of that fatal cry of the 
boulevards in 1870, ‘*To Berlin!” The poli- 
ticians of France, including, I think, some 
of her Ministers, do belieye in a coming ali- 
ance between France and Russia, The pros- 
pools of such an alliance are more freely 
discussed than the objects of it. What would 
be the objects? It would be an alliance of 
war, Ofan alliance for defence there is no 
thought and no need. There is not in all 
Europe a single Power which dreams of at- 
tacking cither France or Russia. There is no 
Frenchman or Russian who believes there is. 
Germany is threatened on the Rhine, Austria 
is threatened in the Principalities and Italy is 
threatened in Africa and in Italy, ‘They 
therefore alley themselves for defence, 
Where, orby whom, is either RussiaorFranbe 
menaced? Not one of the French papers, the 
most imaginative in the world, can tell you. 

The Prime Minister’s Mansion House 
speech at the end of the Parliamentary scs- 
sion is always expected to contain matter of 
interest. Sometimes it is a retrospect, 
sometimes a disclosure and occasionally a 
prophecy. Lord Salisbury’s on Wednesday 
is perhaps most remarkable for its omission 
of any direct reference to the French fleet at 
Cronstadt, or to those ominous rumors of a 
warlike alliance between France and Ruasia 
which will fill the press of Europe. He 
prefers to dwell on the German Emperor's 
visit to England, and, most of all, on the 
Emperor's Guildhall speech. ‘*His pacific 
sentiments,” said Lord Salisbury, ‘‘were 
expressed in language of great simplicity 
and power, which must have  carriec 
conyiction to all who heard them.’

THE U, BE. TRADE LEAGUE, 


” Tho visit of Col. Vincent, M. P. for 


Shefticld, to Canada, and his advocacy, in 


* public addrosses delivered ab the principal 


contres of trade of tho United Empire 
Trade League, has called popular attention 
to the project which he so ably advocates. 
Tho objects of the United Empire Trade 
League and its roasons for oxistence are 
thus stated : 

“The importance of developing by all possible 


; * means the commercial relations between the 


Mother Country and the colonies, and between 
the colonies themselves, has now become para- 
mocnt, It has, therefore, been determined to 
form a strong Association, having thia great aim 
in view, and uniting ona broad, popular and 
patriotic foundation, all societies and persons 
in the United Kingdom and thronghout the 
Empire, interested in the extension of Bntish 
trade, the security of British capital, and the 
prosperity of British labor—whether ia the fao- 
tory or on the land, whether on shore or at sep, 
whether as employers or as employed, and 
‘whether as capitalists or wage earners, 

The objects for which ‘Ths United Empire 
Trade League” will strive independently ot 
party considerations, are:—(a.) The further- 
ance of mutually advantageous trading relations 
amongst all who share allegiance to Her 
Majesty the Queen. ().) The adyancement of 
the interests of British industry and commerce 
throughout the world,”

DESCRIPTION OF THLE BODY, 

Whon Dr. R. W. Bateman of Sr aietes 2 
who had been summoned, examined the body 
ho discovered a bullet hole in the right 
temple, and blood was also oozing from the 
mouth, The corpse was that of a man of 
5 feet 5 inches in height, weight 140 lbs.

He had 
ona white shirt, evidently worn for the 
first time, and the presence of the small 
bone buttons at the neck and wrist bands 
usually sold with shirts indicated that the 
article had been recently purchased. His 
collar, a 164 ‘*Pilot,” with turned down cor- 
ners, was of fine quality and he wore o 
black necktie with red stripes, His foot 
wero encased in a pair of fine black sto k 
ings and coarse rough boots, verything 
about the man’s appearance went to show 
that ho was in middling circumstances, On 
the inside of tho vest, coat and pants was 
this stamp:

A soarch of the pockets revealed little 
clue to his identity. A leather pocket book, 
empty with the exception of a tin tobacco 
stamp, was found in one of his pockets, A 
small black pipe and a white handkerchief 
wero found in the inside coat pocket to- 
gether with an appliance for removing car- 
tridges from a revolver. In another pocket 
were six cartridges of 30 calibre. In his 
left pants pocket were three slips of paper 
containing these addresses.

The body had evidently been in the water 
about a week, The head and face, which 
had been exposed to the sun, was consider- 
ably Monte and blackened, but the rest of 
the body had been well preserved by the 
water.

TRACING THE DEAD MAN’S MOVEMENTS. 


On Saturday, July 25, three men, of whom 
deceased was one, were observed by several 
persons in the vicinity, All three were re- 
spectably dressed and those who saw them 
came to the conclusion that they were out 
on a holiday—on a fishing excursion. De- 
ceased was under the influence of liquor and 
looked as if he had been lying down some- 
where, His companions wore black clothes 
and dark Christy hats and one had a black 
moustache. They were first seen by James 
Found who lives near Dunbarton scheol: 

James Black saw the three men and had 
a conversation with deceased, who came in- 
to the field where Black was working and 
enquired if a horse could be secured to 
drive to the nearest hotel, promising to pay 
what was required. Deccased’s companions 
remained outside the fence. Black told de- 
ceased it would be no use trying, it would be 
impossible to obtain ahorse. The three then 
left. They subsequently entered M. Cowan's 
stable and made the same request for a horse 
from James Marks, o faronnane Chance 
Long of Dunbarton also saw deceased and 
his companions on the Saturday and was 
questioned concerning the probability of se- 
curing a horse. Long noticed the three men 
enter Cowan's lane and go down the track 
towards the railroad bridge, 

All the witnesses were positive in their 
identification of the corpse as that of the 
man who questioned them about the horse, 
When the three stranger’s entered Cowan's 
Jane it must have been close on to 6 o'clock, 
The railway bridge, towards which Chance 
Long swears they were headed, is within o 
rod or two from where the body was found. 


HIS DEATH A MYSTERY.

When the committee met on Saturday 
morning Larkin, witness for the defence, 
was cross-examined by Geoffrion, He said 
he had several interviews with Sir Hector 
Langevin respecting contracts. 

Mr. Geoffrion then showed Larkin a letter 
written in 1881 by him to Mike Connolly. It 
mentioned his having seen one Simard, and 
he tells Mike: ‘Simard isa cousin of Sir 
Hector Langevin and has said to me that 
whenever I want anything done with him to 
let him know. ‘This is not a bad card,” 

Sir John Thompson warmly objected to 
the reception of this letter. He contended 
that it was put in merely because it con- 
tained an insulting reference to a minister. 

Mr, Lister replied that the letter showed 
Larkin to be one of those seeking to obtain 
by underground influence undue advantage. 

If the letter was pressed the Minister of 
Justice threatened to sce in future that the 
case was conducted strictly according to the 
rules of evidence and law. 

Considerable discussion followed. Finally 
the letter was used simply to cross-examine 
the witness upon. 

Witness admitted having Thomas Mc- 
Greeyy in mind in taking Robert into the 
company.

hasten to unload their debts on the dominion 
with a view to casting them ull on the enlarged 
union, In fact, their support of the annexation 
Project will undoubtedly be conditioned upon 
their relief from their local debts.

The 
bone ofthe akull was fractured beneath the ex 
ternal wound an inch and a quarter long 
and half an inch wide, shelving slightly 
from without inwards. There was a hole in 
the brain substance which went through the 
whole thickness of the brain and ended in the 
left lateral ventricle, communicating oxter- 
nally with the wound in the skull.

There was a fraeture pro- 
ceeding backwards and upwards from the 
hole in the skull, ending in the vertical 
suture at the top of the head. ‘Two inches 
in front of this there was another fracture 
passing upwards to the crown of the head. 

Detective Greer believes that the missing 
Iather’s hammer will be in his possession 
within 24 hours.

ITE WAS SIMON’S CUSTOMER, 


Once the attention of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department has been called to the 
cage Mr. Cartwright lost no timein putting 
an officer at work,and GovernmentDetective 
Joe Rogers visited ‘‘Rosebank”’ yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. A. Simons, the York-street 
second+iand dealer, who sld the clothes 
worn by the dead man, and E. Lawson of 
16 Washington avenue, and Harry Reid of 
9 Washington avenue, went along to see if 
they could identify the body. The remains 
were still lying exposed in Cowan’s boat 
house, where they had lain since they were 
fished gut of tho water last Thursday. No 
attempt had been made to preserve the body 
until Sunday night, when it was placed in a 
box and packed in {ce. Meantime it lad 
decomposed greatly, and to-day the fea nves 
were Pragtichlly beyond recognition, Photo- 
grapher W. E. O'Brien of Whitby, Sunday 
afternoon took a negative of the remains. 
Simon positively identified the clothes as the 
same as had been sold by him to a man re- 
sembling the deceased. The body was too 
far gone for recognition, but the general 
color of the remains led Simon to conclude 
that his customer and the victim were 
identical. 

WHO THE FLOATER 1s. 


Acting on the clue furnished by Mr. 
Simon, that the man evidently lodged in 
York-street, the floater’s identity was fully 
established. He was a German named 
Augiist Werner, and he came to this coun- 
try from Jaskon, or Jackson, Germany, 
about eight years ago and lived for 
nearly two years with a farmer in Water- 
loo. Since then he has been knocking 
around the country, In January last 
Werner came to the cheap lodging house of 
Edward Nuttrall, corner of York and Pearl 
streets and remained one night. He 
registered in a fair hand and was given 
room 16. He was registered under the name 
of Evans, through a misunderstanding of 
the pronunciation of his name, Next 
morning Werner told Nuttral that he was 
going to work on the Belt Line, and pre- 
sumpbly did so. On July 6 he again put 
up at Nuttral’s. He only slept there one 
night, but the landlord saw him in the 
waiting room seyernl days in succession. 
On the morning of July 7, he told Nuttral 
he was going up to buy a suit of clothes at 
Simons and did so. Nuttral, who was shown 
a sample of the coat found on the body, joins 
with Simons in positively identifying the 
clothing. Werner remained about York- 
street for a fortnight, and on the 
night of Monday, July 20, again slept at 
Nuttral’s. Next morning he told the latter 
he was going away “that way”—pointing 
east Ten ays later, on Thursday, July 30, 
bis body was found floating in the Rouge 
river. 

Both Simon und Nuttral say that W erner 
was Ola very taciturn dij position and had 
little to say. During tho time he was in the 
lodging house he kept to himself and talked 
with noone, He spoke with a pronounced 
German accent, in Kot his dialect was 80

A Jarge Western shipper of eggs filled an 
order for an English firm not long since, at 
a certain price cost and freight, but when 
tho shipment arrived at its deetination tho 
recoiver refused to pay the amount cf the 
involce, alleging that ho wanted a coneid- 
erable reduction for breakage, as the evgs 
showed a large percentage of loss from that 
cause.

ing three cases opened, offering to unpack 
them himself, so that the recelyer might 
not be Inconvenlenced by taking his men 
from other work. As no reasonable ex- 
cuso could bo made to this proposition, the 
receiver hadnoalternative but to acquiesce, 
and to his pretended surprise only six out 
of 4,320 eggs were found to be chipped 
and broken. It is needless to add that 
the receiver cf the eggs paid the full 
amount of tho bill without further demur. 
Here is a clear case in which an English 
firm atvempted to resort to a dishonest trick 
in order to take advantage, as it thought, 
of the absence of the shipper, who it pre- 
sumed was about 3,000 miles off in Canada. 
Had the shipper of the eggs not been in 
England at the time, a loss for breakage 
would no doubt have been claimed and al- 
lowed, smountivg probably to more than 
the margin of profit. Wedo not mention 
this caso in any other light than that of an 
exceptional ono, as the majority of firms 
on the otlier side would scorn to descend to 
such downright dishonesty for the sake of 
stealing the shekels.—J'rude Bulletin,

Mr, Davis 
does not deal in guesses, The conclustons 
ho has arrivod at are from tho atatistics of 
each country. Ho has propared tables 
showing the acreage of whovb lands, tho 
increase of population, the requiremonts 
per capita of wheat roquisite, the 
now lands belong placed under cultivation, 
the lands nob now cultivated, but which are 
capable ot productog wheat. Ho has taken 
tho produce of the, wheat lands of each 
country for cortaln decades ; he has shown 
that wieat lands are belng rapidly turned 
inbo cotton fields, that the growth of cities 
has neceasitated vast acreages which form- 
erly produced wheat, belong used for the 
growth of vegetables and fruits ; that pop- 
ulation ts increasing enormously, and thab 
in a very short timo the United States, in- 
stead of belpg an exporter, will have to be 
alargoimporter. The papor ls very long 
and analytical and cannot on account of Ite 
length be reproduced tn your pages, but 
one or two conclusions arrived at may be 
givon. The causo of the great depression 
he gives os follows: 

**Moreover, tho foregoing table enables 
us to trace to its principal cause the world- 
wide agricultural dopression in the fact that 
with a maximam per capita requirement of 
3.16 acres, the cultivated area in 1885 was 
equal to 3.62 acres per ‘capita, the result 
belng an enormous surplus of cultivated 
acres the product of which has been and is 
belong forced upon the world at starvation 
prices. Fortunately this surplus acreage 
has been reduced over two-fifths and will, 
from the Increase in population and the 
constantly lessening rate of Increase in cul- 
tivated acres, wholly disappear before 1896, 

‘*To the many who entertain the idea 
that the new states and territories are cap- 
able of a yast agricultaral development, it 
will be a revelation to learn that in all the 
wide expanso of the public domain (in U.S.) 
there is but a small bib of land, here and 
there, that can bo profitably brought under 
cultivation, 

** A liberal estimate would read thus :— 
Land now employed In growing staple crops, 
211,000,000 acres; addition to area in 
staple crops prior to 1895, 9,000,000 acres ; 
total area which can be deyoted to staple 
crops in 1895, 220,000,000 acres. 

There will bo in 18965 1,200,000 acres less 
of cultivated land than will ba required to 
furnish 3 16 acres por capita; and it follows 
that the area in wheat must be reduced in 
order to grow such proportions of the other 
etaples as the augmented population will re- 
quire ; hence we must lower the standard 
of living ; cease to export cotton or import 
a pard of our bread atulfs after 1895. 

1p la clear that the éxportation of wheat 
cannot continue after 1804. 

** Probable deficit in 1595 of 165,000,000 
bushels of wheat.”

A Olinder inthe Eye, 

This is the season of summer travel, and 
through the open window of the car pours in 
acloud of cinders from the locomotive—a 
needless nuisance, but in our country univer- 
sal. Having caught 4 cinder in the oye, it is 
possible that, by remaining quiet a whilo, it 
may be dissolved by the tears, and vauish; or 
Wo may promote the flow of tears by attempt- 
ing toopen the eye now and then, and cause 
the cinder to be carried off by thom. Wo 
may also help the flow of tears by seizing the 
edgeof the upper lid, drawing it away from 
the eyeball, and at the same time blowing 
the nose smartly, o# we niay pull the upper 
lid down ovor the edge of the lower, and, 
thrusting the latter up beneath it, make the 
lower eyelashes do service as 4 broom in 
brushing away the offending substance. If 
these expedients {nil wo have a sure one in 
turning over the upper lid and wiping off the 
cindor, This is easily done by a travelling 
companion, Take a pencil-case for a ful- 
cruni; place it parallel with the edge of the 
upper lid, about half an inch above it; than, 
with the thumb and forefinger of the other 
hand, seize the upper lid firmly by its eye- 
lashes and free edge, and direct the person to 
look down, and, the moment the eyeball rolls 
downward, turn the lid quickly over the 
pencil. Do not wipe tho delicate surface of 
the averted lid with the handkerchief more 
than is necessary. First find tho situation of 
the offending substance, which possibly may 
beso small as to be almost invisible; then 
romove it with the finger or point of the 
pencil, with the handkerchiof turned over 
the end, The cinder will generally be found 
at about the middle of the uppor lid, not far 
back from the edge, In case tho foreign 
body sticks onthe ball of the eye in front of 
tho pupil, it may be wiped off with a bit of 
paper twisted to a point, or possibly by a bit 
of soft pine wood (say the freeend of a com 
yoon friction match). If, however, it 
not come off easily surgical aid must be xonght 
as great harm may be done to the transpar

The Emperor William offered to make 
fe Salisbury a Knight of the Black Eagle; 
nt there never was any idea of the Prime 
Minister accepting the order, for doing so 
Would have created embarrassing and unde- 
sirable misapprehension in every court in 
Europe. Moreover, the Queen must have 
returned the compliment by giving the 
.C.B. to Caprivi, which would haye 
ttrongthened impressions abroad which it 
was tho object of Her Majesty and 
Lord Salisbury to remove, The only 
British statesman who was a Knight of the 
Black Eagle was the Duke of Wellington, 
who received the great Prussian order from 
Frederick William IIT, after the Battle of 
Waterloo. The Duke made it a point to 
wear the Black Kagleat every function which 
took place when Frederick William IV. 
visited England in 1842, including the 
christening of the Prince of Wales, after 
which ceremony the general exhilaration was

THE ROUGE RIVER VICTIM-

Toroxto, Aug. 5.—The government de-

A DECIDED DISCREPANCY. 

Right ab the outset a very considerable 
discrepancy is noticed betweon the state- 
ments of Mr, Barwick and Mr, Armstrong, 
and the letter written by Mr. Chrysostom 
Langoller. All three cannot bo right. Mr, 
Barwick delivered his bolt with all the bold- 
ness and confidence of a man who knew ex- 
actly what he wis talking about.

If that expoeure en- 
gulfs a government and tears the insides out 
of a groat political party, that fs nono of his 
funeral, and as a shrewd lawyor ho is not 
likely to make a charge of such tremendous 
import without being firat well ewaro of his 
foothold. However, all that will bo sottled 
by the ovidence. 


HOW THE MONEY WAS OBTAINED, 

The $175,000 was got in this way: While 
Mr. Mercler was in England Mr. Garneau, 
then acting Premior, framed an order in 
counoll authorizing the laaue of two lettors 
of credit against the $280,000 cf tho Bale 
des Chaleors railway appropriation, These 
letters of credit, ono for $100,000 and one 
for $76,000, were cashed at two of the 
banks, ard Mr, Barwick charged straight 
that the first was used for political purposes 
in the favor of the Mercier Government, 
but has not yet stated as to the socond, ex- 
copt that it was nob used for the purposes 
for which it was voted.

Corn Ensilage as a Fattening Ra- 
tion, 

Men aro beginning to ask earnestly 
whether some other foods will not answor 
for beef production as well as the old ration 
of hay, grain, and roots, Happily this 
question cau now be answored In the aflir 
mative. Experiments made at the Ontarlo 
Agricultural College prove that beef oan be 
made as cheaply on corn ousilage and meal 
a6 on the old ration. 1t seems, however, 
that when about one-fourth of the fodder 
ration is cub hay that the beat results can 
be obtained. The average of fattening on 
& ration of this nature istwo-fold. It saves 
the labor of bandlivg rocts, which is con- 
sidered greater than that of handling corn 
in the production of these respectively, and 
it saves Iabor in feeding. Tho saving in 
the item of feeding alone is considerable. 
lt was for a long time doubted whether 
good beef could be made from corn ensilago 
and meal, but these doubts in the minds 
of reasonable men are nuw removed. Ib is 
& great matior that it is so. Tho larger 
the number of our useful foud rations, the 
less we are dependent on vicissitudes of 
weather, Differont scils, too, groy differ. 
ent kinds of produce. Corn can be grown 
in many Instanees where turnips will not 
grow well, hence the area where cattle can 
be profitably fed /s much extended, An- 
other advantage from the growling of corn 
is the Jarge quantity of food which it en- 
ables the farmer to grow upon a givon area. 
—Uanadian Live Stock Journal,

Grow More Sheep. 

When we consider the high prices paid 
for lambs compared with those of former 
years, it does seem somewhat strange that 
more of those are notgrown. A sinall flock 
might well be established on hundreds of 
farms which now have nosheep. At the 
boginning of the year Texes had more than 
5,000,000 sheep and Ohio more than 4 000,- 
000. Ontario is Jarger than either of these 
statez, and yet we haye only abont 1,500,- 
000 head, and it seems tho number is dim- 
Inishing from year to year. Tho American 
qaarantine is vow cancelled and we con- 
scquently have two markets, and both of 
them good ones ; that ie, the American and 
also the British market. The number of 
our shoep might easily be Increased two: 
fold, and then we would nob be overstocked. 
Jt is true we cannot hope just now to get 
very good prices for our wool, but we can 
get good prices for our lambs. Nearly all 
parte of Ontarlo, anda goodly part of the 
Dominion, are well adapted to the growlog 
of good lambs, We can easily grow them 
to average six dollars apiece in autumn and 
nine dollars aplece intho spring. In these 
days of ‘small margins, moch attention 
should of necessity be givon to the full de- 
velopment of all the resources of the farm, 
—Canadian Live Stock Journal,

Tho aoat 
ing oapaolty of this portion of the boat is 
twelve. The forward cabin has boon hand 
somoly fitted up. Thore are 13 wivdowas 
for the light to penotrate, these boing pro 
vided with rollor blinds. Tho furnishtogs 
consist of 6 wickor chairs, cushlonpd with 
silk gold plush and a wickor sofa cushloned 
with the samo matorlal, ‘Tho floor ts 
covered with rich tapestry carpet of a 
golden hue. The woodwork is painted 
white with gold trimmings,tho whole mak. 
ing an inviting appearance. La this cabin, 
in the contre of tha floor, ls a rudder post 
upon whish can be placed a tiller for steor 
ing purposes when the weather is unfavor- 
able. When this Is not necessary the 
machinery can be removed and no incon- 
venience !sexperionced. Tho cabin is light- 
ed by two beautifal lamps. Fifteen persons 
can be seated comfortably in this part ofthe 
oat. The after cabin is well lighted and 
this also has been fitted up in the latest 
style. There are threo windows on eithor 
side, boing provided with old gold damask 
curtains fastened upon highly polished cur 
tain poles.

A Glimpse Into the Past. 





Identification of More Ancient Cities ofthe 
Pharnsobs, 

Dr, Naville, the discoveror of Bubastis 
and of the Treasure Olty of Pithom, has 
just given tothe world the results of his 
work in identifying other cities and dis- 
triots In Egypt, more especially some con- 
nected with the Exodus of the [eraelites ; 
and ab the end of the month of June he pre 
sented these results before one of the Jarg- 
esb meetings ever held by the Victorias 
(Philosophical) Institute, of Adelphi Tor- 
race, London, the great hall in which the 
mieoting was “held being so crowded that 
many had to be accommodated In the veati- 
bule, _ The chair was taken on the occasivr 
by the Prealdent, Sir Gabriel Stokes, Bart., 
Past Prealdent of the Royal Society, and 
the present occupant of Sir Isasc Newton's 

rofessorial chair ab Cambridge University. 

he business of the evening was commenced 
by;Oapt. I’. Petrie,the Honorary Secretary, 
reading the report, which showed that the 
inatitute’s members and associates in Eng 
land, China, Lodia, Australla, and other 
parts. of the world had now risen to 1,400 ; 
a number which was bolng added to by the 
almost daily applications to join. The 
value of the transactions'wasshown by the 
Increasing namber of languages Into which 
foreign members translated them, especially 
those scientific pspers showing the error of 
those who argued that Sclonce in aby way 
contradicted the Bible, Sir Joseph Far- 
rer, K.0.8.L, F.R.S., moved, and Dr. 
Moule, who had just returned from Ohina, 
seconded the first resolution, after which 
Dr. Nayille’s addrors} was given. He 
illostrated bis remarks by referring to av 
elaborate map of his surveys. He siid he 
had found that Saccoth was nob acliy aa 
some had supposed, bub a district ; from a 
remarkably valuable Inscription discovered 
at Pithom, there was no longer any doubt 
that it was that Greek Heroopolis, from 
whence, at Strabo, Pliny, Agathemetos and 
Artemidorous described, merchant ships 
sailed to the Arablan Golf.’ This faot 
eo{nelded with the results of modern aclon- 
tific surveys, which showed there had been 
6 gradual rising of the Jand, and that the 
Red Sea once extended to the walls of 
Pithom ; this must have been the caso 
abont 3,000 years ago, and Sir William 
Dawoon and the French engineer, Linant, 
held that lt went oven farther north. The 
next place noted by M. Naville, was Baal 
Zephon, and in identifying this, he had 
been aided through some recently discovor- 
ed papyri, which provod that it was nob a 
village or city, but an ancient shrine of Baal 
and a noted placo of pilgrimago. Other 
places wore Migdol and Po Hahiroth, and 
here again a papyrus had helped him, ib 
seemed probable that the Serapeum was the 
Egyptian Maktal or Migdol, and {t was 
greatly to be regrotted that a bilingual 
tablet discovored there a few years hao hed 
beon destroyed before bolng declphored, 
The bearing of his identifications was of no 
small Interest to tho students of history, 
both sacred and other, Sir John Coode, 
K.0.8.1., who had surveyed the canal for 
the British Govornment, moved a voto of 
thanks to M, Navillo, and the other authors 
of papors read during the year, namoly, Sir 
W. Dawson, F.R.S., Profossor Holl, F, 
.8., Lord Grimthorpe, Mr. T. Pinchos 
and Mr. Boscawon, the Assyriologiats, Sur- 
geon-Genoral Gordon, O.B., of Indian fame 
and othors. A vote of thanks to the Preal. 
dont concluded the proceedings, A con- 
versazionp was then held in the Museum.

The negotiations are far advanced, but have 
not yet been concluded. 

"The French Chambers have not yet ap- 

proved the agreoment between myself and 
the French Republic with reference to arbi- 
tration of certain differences which have 
arisen concerning Newfoundland, whieh 
agreement was signed during the: present 
year, 
" “Tam glad that you have been able to 
devote & considerable sum of money to tlie 
mitigation of the burden which the law of 
compulsory education has imposed upon the 
poorer portion of my people, 

“The various measures which you have 
adopted in recent years to secure the obser- 
vance of the law in Lreland and to impreve 
the genoral condition of that country have 
resulted in a market abatement of agrarian 
offences and in a considerable adviunee in 
prosperity, 

‘The steps taken to « ope with the distress 
threatened in Ircland have been effectual in 
averting @ famine, 

“You have also passed a beneficial mea- 
sure dealing permanently with the congested 
districts of Ireland, which it ia hoped will, 
by fostering agriculture and stinhlatink the 
fishing industry, contribute largely to the 
prevention of similar dangers in the future. 

“The measureswhich you have passed-for 
the improvement of land with respect to 
factories, workshops and savings banks, and 
for the preservationiof the public health, 
will, Lam convinced, conduce to the com- 
fort and well-being of my people,”

A Sample of Jewish Persecution. 

Lonpoy, Aug. 6.—Advices from Elisabet- 
grad, Russia, state that recently several 
thousand farm laborers; small land holders 
and others engaged in agricultural’ occupa: 
tions in the country snrrounding Elisabet- 
grad, marched into the town and proceeded 
to the Jewish quarters. Amid cries of ‘Kill 
the Jews” the thousands of yokels descended 
upon their cowering victims. They attacked 
the Jews shops and dwellings; driving the 
owners from them, and plundered them of 
everything valuable, what was considcred 
not worth stealing was wantonly destroyed. 
Some of the braver Jews resisted this loot- 
ing of their property, but this only made 
matters worse i them, and three of them 
were killed, Many others who attempted 
to defend their families or property were set 
upon and severely wounded. ‘The rioting 
in the Jewish quarter continued for hours, 
and although the authorities were well 
aware of the outrages being committed they 
made no attempt to stop them.

The Ottawa ciflicials who have drawn extra 
ay, though the money has not been voted, have 
ciolated the letter of the law, Those who have 
accepted presents from outsiders, whether ia the 
shape of cash that hae never been repaid, or of 
ateam yachts, jewellery, and trovzs dogs, are 
exceedingly blameworthy. But it will not do 
while condemauing the officers, to overlook the 
fact that the Government has, through one of 
the great departinents, set a precedent for extra 
remuneration which is well calculated to make 
the entire servioe grasping and covetous, If we 
turn to the Auditor-Geveral’s report, we find 
that th 6 system of extras has, under Mr, Bow- 
ell’s auspices, been carried to excess, The entire 
Oustoms department is honeycombed by it. 
Every Customs officer can, through seizures 
which whore irregularities are reported ha ought 
to make without charge, add a few hundred dol- 
lars a year to his income, The higher officials 
do better than this, An especial favorite of Mr, 
Bowell’s drew last year $2,150 as his salary, In 
addition, he rolled in $7,950 as his share of the 
Oustoms seizures, In the previous year ho se- 
cured a similar amount iu extras, and in 1588 he 
received $6,0/0 Here is an cflicer located in 
one of the departments who has made as much 
as ten theusand dollars in a year, The large 
receipts are permitted under the Oustoms law 
which autherizes the officera to become spies 
upon importers, But it is in direct violation of 
the Civil jce Act, which says (clause 15): ‘‘No 
“extra or additional remuneration of any 
“kind whatsoever shall be paid to any deputy 
"head, officer, or employe in the Civil Service 
“of Oanada, or to any other person permanently 
“employed in the public service.” Mr. Bowell, 
who has had the Oivil Service law before him, 
has persistently set at naught in behalf of his fa- 
vored officers its plainest provision, Nothing can 
be clearer than that the division of the spoils 
among the Oustoms officers violates clause (1 of 
the law under which those officials are working, 
But the great evil of thesp2i!s system in the Ous- 
toms department is the temptation it lays before 
officers in other departments to look for more, 
Why should a clerk in ths department of the 
Interior be required to work after bis regular 
hours for nothing, when an officer in Mr, 
‘ Bowell’s office can sweep in dollars by the 
thousands every year asthe reward for labors 
which, afterall, are very moderate, and the re- 
turn for which to the country is almost imper- 
ceptible? In dealing with the /nterior officials 
who have violated the law the cases in the 
Customs department must not be forgotten, If 
the officers are to be punished, the Minister of 
Oustoms, who has allowed the precedent to be 
sot, and winked at the larger cases of brodling: 
nrust not escape without censure, The proper 
course to pursue with regard to the conflict 
between the Oustoms law and ths Civil Service 
law is to bring the former into harmony with 
the latter,—TZoronto Mail, 


The italics in the foregoing extract are 
ours, 


Surely amore malicious and unfounded 

attack was never made upon a public man 
than that which is above quoted from the 
Mail. To charge, as our contemporary 
does, thata Minister who administers the 
Customs law, which rowards officers for 
seizures of goods unlawfully imported, 
made by them, is guilty of violating a pro- 
vision of the Civil Service Act against 
extra pay to permanent employes in the 
pubilo service, fs the very helght of malig- 
nant stupidity ; but such self-contradictory 
nonsense is quite in keeping with the tac- 
tics usual with the Gric press in basing at- 
tacks upon thelr opponents. Mr. Bowell 
has nob violated tho Civil Service Act, 
which has nothing to do with the case. Ho 
has simply administered the Oustoms law, 
which has existed unchanged {n the pro- 
visions to which the Mail now so strenu- 
ously objects, since Confederation’; and 
that he has done so ably and satisfactorily, 
has many times beon publicly acknowledged 
by leading members of the Opposltlon. 
The Mail's edifice of scandal, then, falls to 
the ground like a house of cards. 


+ ‘Tho assertion that the Minister of Ous- 
toms has ‘‘eapocial favoritos” Is a falsohood, 
pare and simple, as is apparent from the 
fact that any officer of the customs can 
mako seizures, and the smount of 
the reward depends upon the 
yalue of the goods which are con- 
demned. In s word, the officers’ chance 
for remuneration for seizures depends upon 
thelr acuteness in dotecting rogacry and 
fraud. Therefore there cannot be any 
favoritism in that regard.

Killing a Wild Beast W hioh was the Talk 
of India Nowepepeors. 


It fa woll known that about 26,000 poople 

a yoar fall » prey to the wild boaste of Indla 
The largor part of those victims are killod 
by tigera and venomous anakos, which are 
mot tn the jungles Aaa rule, tho victlua 
of those tragedies are guilty of groat care 
loasnoss, With care, the dangor of wild 
beasts might, in the mejorlty of cases, be 
averted, 

An animal which hao for somo montha 
boon writton about a groat desl fn tho ta 
dlan powspapers, hao abd lost succumbed, 
having met his woll-desorved fato on Jane 
7th. Ho proved to bo a full grown leopard 
probably about four years old, 

Ho had lurked around tho villages in the 
edge of tho janglo for months watobing for 
his proy and at loaat fiftoon people wore 
killed by him, Including sovoral adults as 
well as children, It was hard work to kill 
him, and he hurt three pooplo badly before 
he was incapacitated for further harm, 
This is the way he mot his fate 

Ho had beon hovering round a camp of 
Bushiri during the night of June 5, but 
was kopt off by fivo largo shoop dogs. In 
the morning of tho 7th a woman saw him 
in somo long grass noar the bungalow, and 
taking him for o large juoglo cat after the 
fowls ran aftor him, 

He obarged hor, striking hor on tho 
cheat, and seizod her by theorm. Sho 
atruck him over tho head with a heavy 
stick, and, othor poople coming up, tho 
loopard lot go and ran Into a garden near 
the bungalow. Tho woman was found to 
have two claw wounds on hor cheat and 
alx deep bltos on hor left arm, 

By this time some twenty persons had 
assombled, and went iuto the gardon In 
search of tho beast. A syce In tho sorvico 
of the assistant Commissioner declared he 
believed It was only a jackal, but the words 
were hardly out of his mouth when the 
leopard, which had beon hiding under a 
atone, charged straight at tho syoe with a 
roar, knocking him down and wounding 
him badly, 

He was badly clawed on both arms, be- 
hind the right ear, and bitten on the scalp, 
and would certairiy have been killed had 
not a man named Nazina run In and driven 
a hog spear clean through the leopard’s 
body. 

The brute left the syce and tried to work 
itself op the shaft of the spear Lo get at his 
new assailant, but It only succeeded in 
tearing his clothes, Nazina escaping un- 
hurt, 

A mistri ran in to olub it, but got clawed 
on the chin for his pains, Nazina holding 
onto his spear all the time, By this time 
the others, who had bolted when the leo- 
pard charged, returned, and the leopard 
was clubbed to death,

NICKEL’S BOOM AT SUDBURY 
Has Been Wonderfully LInvigorated 
Amortoan and British Capitalists, 
Supsunry, Aug. 7.—Activity in the nickel 
industry has of late been steadily increasing 
and solid progress is being made. The re 
sults of the experiments by the U.S. Goy 
ornment with nickel that have been. receiv. 
ed with great intereat and satisfaction, Tt 
is stated that similar oxperiments are being 
quietly made by the British Government, 
and that in « onsequence of the results, 
which arc not yet publicly known, a number 
of British capitalists usually well posted, 
are investigating heavily in nickel lands. A 
strong company has been formed in Chi 
cago to operate a pro erty some miles west 
of Sudbury and another company of lead 
ing Canadian investors being 
formed to develop the nickel deposits of 
the Townships a Craig and Monerief.

OR. TALMAGE'S SERMON ON 
MEETING OF BOAZ AND RUTH. 


THE 


A Discourse Especially Appropriate to the 


Senson of the Harvest Time—It In- 


cludes an Exhortation to All Regard- 


ing the Duty of Life, 


GLenwoop, Colo., Aug. 2.—A sermon, re 
dolent with th broath of tho vast harvest 
flelda of the west, indicates that Dr, Tal 
mage bas found in the scenes through which 
he has been traveling and in bis presont sur 
roundings, pel lessons, His 
text istaken from Ruth li, 3: ‘And sho went 
and came and gleaned in the fleld after the 
reapers; and her hap was to light ona part 
of the fleld belonging unto Boaz, who was of 
the kindred of Elimelech,” 

Within a fow wooks I have been in North 
Carolina, Virginia, Pennsylvonia, New 
York, Ohio, Michigan, Canada, Indiana, 
Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, and they are 
one great harvest field and no season can 
bé more enchanting in any country than tho 
season Of harvest. 

The time that Ruth and Naomi arrive 
at Bothlehom is harvest time. lt was tho 
old custom when a sheaf fell from tho load in 
the harvest fleld for the reapers to refuse to 
gather itup; that was to be left for the poor 
who might happen to come that way. If 
there wero handfuls of grain scattered 
across the fleld after the main harvest had 
been reaped, instead of raking it, as 
farmers do now, it was, by the custom 
of the land, left in its place, so that 
the .poor coming along that way 
might glean it and get their bread, But 
you say, ‘' What is the use of all these 
harvest fields to Ruth and Naomi} Naomi 
{s too old and feeble to go out and toil in 
the sun; and can you expect that Ruth, 
tho young and the beautiful, should tan 
her cheeks and blister her hands in the 
harvost field?” 

Boaz owns a large farm, and he goes out 
to seo the reapers gather in the grain. 
Coming there, right behind the swarthy, 
sun browned reapers, he bebolds a beauti- 
ful woman gleaning—a woman more fit to 
bend toa harp or sit upon a throne than to 
stoop minong the sheaves, Ab, that was 
an eventful day!

I once asked an aged man in regard to 
his pastor, who was a very brilliant man,

trouble. When misfortune comes upon him 
his style will be different.”

FROM DARKNESS TO DAY. 

Again, I learn from this subject that 
paths which open in hardship and darkness 
often come outin places of joy. When Ruth 
started from Moab toward Jortsalem, to 
go along with her mother-in-law, I gup- 
pose the people said: ‘Ob, what a foolish 
creature to go away from ber father's 
house to go off with a poor old woman 
toward the land of Judea!

It was a 
very dark morning when Ruth started off 
with Naomi, but behold her in my text in 
the harvest field of Bonz, to bo affianced to 
one of the lords of the land, and become 
one of the grandmothers of Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of glory. And so it often is that 
a path which starts very darkly ends very 
brightly. 

When you started out for heaven, ob! 

how dark was the hour of conviction—how 
Sinai thundered and devils tormented and 
the darkness thickened! All the sins of 
your life pounced upon you, and it was the 
darkest hour you ever saw when you first 
found out your sins After awhile you went 
into the harvest field of God’s mercy, you 
began to glean in the fields of divine promise, 
and you had more sheaves than you could 
carry as the voice of God addressed you, 
saying, ‘Blessed is the man whose transgres- 
sions are forgiven and whose sins are cover- 
ed.” A very dark starting in conviction, a 
very bright ending in the pardon and the 
hope and the triumph of the Gospel! 
* Bo, very often in our worldly business or 
{n our spiritual career we start off on a 
very dark path. We must go. The flesh 
may shrink back but there is a voice within, 
or a voice from above, saying, ‘You must 
fo,” and we have todrink the gall, and we 
linve to carry the cross, and we have to 
traverse the desert, and we are pounded and 
flailed of niisrepresentation and abuse, and 
we have tc edge our way through ten thou- 
sand obstacles that have to be slain by our 
own rightarm. We have to ford the river, 
we have to climb the mountain, we have to 
storm the castle, but, blessed be God the day of 
rest and reward will come, On the tip-top of 
the captured battlements we will shout the 
victory; if not in this world, then in that 
world where thero is no gall to drink, no 
burdens to carry,no battles to fight. How 
do I know it? Know it! [know it because 
God says so—*' They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more, neither shall tho 
sun light on them, nor any heat, for the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 
shall lead them to living fountains of 
water, and God shall wipo all tears from 
their oyes.”

**Sin,—In lasb Tuesday's despatches {t 

would seem that Erastus Wiman had been 
requested by some one in Toronto to asalst 
‘in promoting an international monument 
to be erected in Canada to Sir John A. Mac- 
donald.’ Mr, Wiman takes occaslon to ex- 
press his disgust at Sir John for having built 
a trade barrier between Canada and the 
United States, and, according to Mr. WI- 
man, greatly to the detriment of Oanada, 
and that it was the means of ‘emigrating 
people from Canada.’ 

1 wonder if Mr. Wiman ever travelled 
through Canada 26 years ago, before Sir 
John built his trade barrier, or if he know 
anything of the provinces before their con- 
federation asthe Dominion? Then every 


' petty province hada tariff system of its 


own and was practically enjoying the bleas- 
ing of Mr. Wiman’s trade policy. After 
the confederation of the provinces into the 
Dominion, of which scheme Sir John was 
the father, he did bulld a trade barrier be- 
tween Canada aud the United States, that 
is, he secured for Canada a protective tar- 


_ iff, and under that 20 years’ protective 


tariff Canada has {mproved more than she 
did {n the 100 yoars before. 
Mr. Wiman talks about the trade barrier 
emigrating people from Canada, Before 
the protective system there was scarcely a 
factory in the whole country, and there was 
nothing else for the young men and women 
to do, butto emigrate. What few remain- 
ed at home did little less than raise child- 
ren forthe United States market. When 
a boy was born there the water for his first 
bath was taken from a well with a Yankee 
pump, the well itself was dug with a 
Yankee shovel and pick. The water was 
carried in a Yankee bucket, boiled on a 
Yankeo stove with a Yankee kettle, while 
the youngster’s whole trousseau was of 
English manufacture, his diapers not ex- 
cepted. Ho was Ilterally a young man 
without a country, half Yankee, halt Eog- 
lish. Canada was simply a place for him 
to be born and grow up In. 

About tho farm everything that was used 
was manufactured in the United States— 
ploughs, harrows, rakes, forke, shovels, 
spades, axes, etc. In the house the furnl 
ture, stoves, etc., came from the United 

States, while the carpets, blankots, Inon, 
cotton, all came from England. Since Sir 
John’s protective tariff (Mr. Wiman’s trade 
barrler) every town and village has {ts fac- 
tories. Thoy no longer send to Lynn for 
their shoes, Thousands of young men find 
employment at home tn the manufacture of 
the articles they formerly imported. If 
the Canadians have no better senso than to 
listen to Mr, Wiman’s advice to pull down 
Sir John’s barrier, the United States and 
England would close every factory in Can- 
ada {nalde of two years, and their young, 
thriving manvfacturing towns would be de 
serted. Thero aro, however, a few articles

rofits on any paper sold by the New Eng- 

fand Paper Company to the Government of 
Canada should be applied in reduction of La 
Prease’s debt of $10,000. This, he said, if 
true, was a most corrupt arrangement, and 
he was informed that the agreement was 
made with the knowledge of the Secretary 
of State. 

Mr. Chapleau rose and declared he had no 
knowledge of such agreement.

The New 
England Paper Company never received a 
contract from the Government, but by acci-

The litigation goingon arose out of the 
breaking of the agreement now spoken of. 
Mr. Young of Montreal might have said to 
Mr. Berthaime: “If Iwas getting Govern- 
ment contracts I might make you a reduc- 
tion off,” but it would be strange, added 
Mr. paspleey, if I was a party to that tran- 
paction, because Young ngver had a contract 
from my department. La Presse, in which 
I have been largely interested for three 
jears, has never asked for more than $200 or 
8300 worth of Government patronage and 
has never asked for « subscription from a 
political party. 

This reference to the subscription by Mc- 
Greevy to Le Monde, Sir Hector Langevin's 

ewspaper, was regarded as another of 
Shapleau’s sly hits at his rival, Langevin.

Mr, Davies read this passage from the ac 
ountants’ report of their examination of 
Thomas McGroevy's books “These books 
shows direct dealings with Sir Heotor 
Langevin, notes amounting to $10,000 have 
been current from early in 1878 to June, 
1891. The notes, $3000, $3800 and 83800 
have reourred cach four montha as bills re- 
ceivable unchanged as to amount through 
these 12 years.

Mr. Tarte: Is it nota fact that you have 
beon endorsing notes for Sir Hector Lange- 
vin's private use for a long time. 

Mr, McGreevy: No, only for this lot of 
notes that I know of. 

Mr. Tarte repeated the question: Ins it 
not a fact that I went with Sir Hector to 
you to get you to endorse his notes.

Proceeding witness said he speculated with 
Murphy in stocks in 1888, and I don’t find 
checks given by himself to Murphy in 1888 
and in 1889 for variows large sums which he 
paid were given in connection with stock 
transactions. Murphy bought stock on wit- 
ness’ account and he adyanced purchase 
money. He sold some Richelieu’s Company's 
stock to Murphy in’ 1889 and _ weceived a 
check from him in payment. Payment of 
$3000 mentioned by Murphy as having been 
paid to witness was for Le Courier du Cana- 
dla newspaper, owned by Mr, Chapais, Sir Hec- 
tor’s son-in-law, 

William Baskerville, contractor, Ottawa, 
said his firm had tendered for the Esqui- 
malt dock, After the tender had boen put 
in Mr. Perley, Chief Engineer, told him 
that if he would send a letter to the Min- 
ister amending his tenderin a certain way 
his firm would get the contract. He wrote 
the letter as directed by Perley, but did not 
get the contract. 

Mr. Mulock asked witness if any person 
had appimached him or asked him to do 
qoeaethok in order to get his tender aocept- 
ed. 

Witness answered that he had conversa- 
tion with some parties about the matter. 

Mr. Muleck: Do youknow a man named 
John Heney of Ottawa? 

Witness: I do. 

Mr. Mulock; Did he ask you to do some- 
thing to get your tender accepted. 

Mr. Osler objected to the question on the 
ground that it did not come within the 
scope of the Tarte charges. 

Mr. Lister claimed that it was charged 
that tenders had been got out of the way. 
It had been pretended that Mr, Osler and 
the Mimster of Justice were anxious to sift 
this scandal to the bottom, but now they 
were obstructing enquiry. 

Messrs. Davis and Mills argued that the 
committee was charged with the duty of 
enquiry into all circumstances connected 
with the contracts referred to in the 
charges. 

After along wrangle the chairman ruled 
that the question was in order if Mr. Mu 
lock oul say he proposed to bring 
out evidence direct} upon the 
charge 

Mr. Mulock anid that threw, responsibilty 
upon the conimittee abd Government His 
information was that John Heney, an 
Ottawa alderman and Government 
tor, had approached this witnoss and told 
him that if he would give him (Heney) ao 
marked check for $10,000 his tender would 
be accepted ‘ 

Mr, Osler said that in view of Mr 
lock’s statement he would withdraw 
»bjection, 

Witness then said: John Heney told me 
that if would give him a check for $10,000 
I would get the contractand that if I did 
aot get the contract I would get the check 
back He had asked Honey if he was act- 
ing for McGreevy's firm but he refused to 
state Heney repeated the proposal noveral 
times but he never entertained it This 
occurred in the summer of 1884 Honey 
assured him that he had means of securing 
the contract The contract was not award

There were classes also at one time In con- 
nection with both of these, and also one 
formed in Fredericksburg, near Napanee, 
at the same early date, bub these haye not 
existed so continuously, nor does thero 
seem now to be families in eithor of the 
localitics who have always boen so repre- 
sented.

Arago, the Scientist. 


He Valued Honors Slightly and Despised 
Deocorations—- An Amusing Adventure, 


~Arago, the great French sclontist, was 
never seen with a decoration on his broast. 
He valued honors slightly, One evening 
Leverrler, the astronomer, called on him 
on his way to dine with a minister, says the 
Youth's Companion, 

He expressed a wish to appear decorated 
with an order to which he was entitled, 
having received the official notice of the 
honor, although he had nob as yeb the 
decoration Itself. 

“Open the drawor,” sald Arago, ‘‘and 
take whatever yon wart.” 

In that drawer wore all the crosses and 
ribbons which Kings and Emperors conf.r. 

While Arago wished above everything 
to promulgate eclence and to make his ro- 
searches usefu), he did not attempt to 
identify himself forever with his discovor- 
jes by writing books, 

He had no time for writing, bub con- 
tented himself with noting the results of 
his work in the record of the Bureau of 
Longitude, or anoouncing it verbally to 
the Academy. 

But thls distiogulshed man droaded 
nothing more than seeming ridiculous, He 
was careful of bis dignity oven wlth his 
mosd intimate friends, 

Eugene de Mirecourt gives an amusing 
account of Arago’s mortification ab having 
to share a room with his friend, M. Quate- 
let, director at the Brussels Observatory. 

They were at Louyaln. When it ap- 
peared that the beat accommodation that 
could be given them was one room with 
two beds, Aragoscemed much disturbed. 
When they went to the room ho paced the 
floor impationtly, while the Belgian astron- 
omer watched him in astonishment, and 
dared not prepare for bsd, 

Finally Arago seemed to form a desperate 
resolution. He exclalmed; ‘I ought to tell 
you, my dear friend, that it is lmpossible for 
me to sleep unless 1 have on my head” —

How many stop to reflect that this fanciful 
presentation of tho subject is put forward 
purely in a provisional way, awaiting the 
progress of investigations essentially mathe- 
matical, and that it sustains, to snue concep 
tions of the physical world, some such rela 
tion asspeotacular pantomime does to the con- 
duct of human lifo in [tsdorhy hat and rubber 
overshoes!

““*Tf William Il. were to die,’ said Herr 
Miguel, the German Minister of Financ eC, 
‘Germany would’ be in a most unenviable 
position. The crown would revert toa child 
seven years old and the nation would have to 
appoint as regent Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the Emperor's brother, but Prince Henry is 
a sailor and his friends are only sailors, 
scarcely known tothe public. His hand 
could not for a moment hold the mane of 
the German lion.’ 

‘* Here is the other side of the question: 
Others say that in the event of Henry of 
Prussia becoming Regent his first 
step would be to reinstate Prince Bismarck 
in the Chancellorship—in fact, Prince Henry 
is one ofthe most ardent admirers of the 
ex-Chancellor, whose recall would, in ad- 
dition, be insisted upon by the Germans, 
who would consider the unity of the Empire 
at stake if its founder did not) come to the 
reacue, 

‘* Now, Bisinarck’s first act would be to 
bring about « reconciliation between Ger- 
many and Russia. On the other hand, he 
would take strong measures to revive the 
laws against Socialists, and he is hardly the 
man who would m any wao diminish the 
present martial law that weighs down the 
Ea of Alsace and Lorraine.

THE ZOLLVEREIGN’S ATTITUDE, 





Aro France and Russia Menaced With 
Issolation, 

Paris, Aug, 11.—M. Ribot, French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, will go to Lausanne 
at the end of this month on «a vacation, dur- 
ing which he will meet, either at Lausanne 
orat Lucerne, the Russian Foreign minister, 
M. de Gierl. The meeting is the subject 
of muchspeculation. Apart from the Franco- 
Russian military understandin galready par- 
tially effected, M. ,Ribot, according to a 
diplomatic report, will seize the chance to 
consult with M. de Giors on the menacing 
attitude of the Dreibund Zoilvereen toward 
both France and Russia: Yesterday’s even- 
ing ‘North German Gazette” frank 'y avows 
what the French Foreign Office has long 
suspected that the ultimate object of Ger- 
many in promoting a European commercial 
league was the conclusion of tariff conven- 
tion with all States dutside of Europe. A

BIG FARMS. 


Farmers are beginning to realize that, In 
order to realize that, in order to sustain a 
course of living now generally prevalling 
among them as a class, there must be some 
radical changes In thelr system of cultiva- 
tlon and cropping. The Idea that a farm 
of one hundred or two hundred acres {s 
necessary for the produce of & sufliciency 
for the support of a family and the creation 
of such comforts as aocial habits demand, {is 
found to be out of date. In fact the greed 
forland, and the attempt to cultivate 
many acres In a hap-hazzard monner, haye 
been the primo factors {n producing the 
present state of demorallzatlon in agrioul- 
tural pursuits. The time was when the 
natural productiveness of the soil would 
permit almost any kind of cultivation, as 
the constituent elements of organic life 
were present in sufiictent quantities to en- 
sure a good yleld of grain or vegetables. 
Then farmers could plow up and cultivate 
a large area of land in a superficial manner, 

ha rpasonahlea_axcnantstlan of «..remun~ 
time has passed and now, in order to real- 
ize any profit from the labor of cultivation, 
there must be a more systematic process of 
tliling the soil and arranging the crops. 
After more than half a_ century's 
almost constant cultivation the organic 
properties that nourish vegetable life are 
nearly exhausted, They mast be supplied 
by artificial appliances; and at the same 
time more attention must be devoted to 
drainage, sub-soll ploughing, rotations of 
crops, &. This means a largely increased 
expenditure per acre, and henco it is im- 
possible for farmers to cultivate large farms 
with any assurance of a noceesary remua- 
eration from thelr labor. If they porslat 
in the effort, defective work anda failure 
of crops will inevitably result. We see too 
many large farms overrun with noxious 
weeds and presenting a desolate aspect, 
solely bocause the owners are unable to till 
ghe so!l as the time and circumstances de- 
mand. They see and acknowledge the ne- 
cesslty of better cultivation, but are unwil- 
ling to cartail thelr operations, a small farm 
introducing to them an idea of poverty. In 
order to meet the requiroments of a large 
farm they take the chances of a mortgage, 
which generally result in bankruptcy and 
sorrow.

VERY HOT IN GOTHAM. 


Tho Mercury Shows 97 in the Shade—Many 
Prostrations. 

New York, Aug. 11.—This isthe third 
day of the heated term in this city and 
it was the hottest of the three. At 3:30 
p. m. it was 97 in the shade on the street 
level. The local firecastor snys the mer- 
cury bids fair to touch the hundred mark 
to-morrow. From noon until 4p, m. 
today, the ambulances were busy engaged 
in carrying to the hospitals scores of 
human beings prostrated by the heat. 
Nothing like it has been recorded alt 
this time of the year for nearly twenty 
years anda continuance of the hot w eather 
during the week would cause an enormous 
increase of mortality, especially in the 
crowded tenement districts, Several deaths 
haye occurred and many persons are in a 
precarious condition. the deaths so far 
reportedare: Joanna Zitt, 15 years old; 
Mrs. Mary Minnaugh, 50 years; James Fla- 
herty, 3months; John G)eason, 34 years, 
and Jere Finnegan, 22 years. Police In- 
spector Steers is also prostrated, as is also 
Inspector Conlin und a number of police 
men had to leave their posts to-day. The 
theatres to-night are almost deserted. 

Three persoes were rendered Insane by 
the heat. The scenes to-night east of Broad- 
way and south of Houston street are beyond 
description. The entire population have de- 
serted their tenements and have sought the 
housetops and the streets, where they are 
lying down or walking and gasping for 
breath. Little relief is offered them, how- 
ever, as the brick walls are sending forth 
the accumulated heat of the day.

Owlng to the serious nature of the 
affair it was resolved to hold a sworn on- 
quiry, and Friday, instead of proceeding 
with the evidence which Mr, Barwlok says 
will establish the allegations, Mr, Lonor- 
gan, one of the directors, asked that the 
bill be withdrawa. This would, of course, 
also withdraw the whole matter from Par- 
lament and prevent any farther probing of 
the charges. This bold move was upheld 
by the Grit Senators, Messrs. Scott and 
Power, the latter plainly glvlog evidence 
of the foar that haunts his parby whon he 
said that he did not see why they should 
investigate the concerns of the Quebec 
Government. So hard was the fight to 
block investigation that the Grits divided 
both the committee and the Senate Itself 
on the question, Their scheme has not 
succeeded, but Is this the promise made by 
the organ that all charges would be freely 
investigated? Is this not tn marked con- 
trast to the disposition of the Government 
when charges sre made against Its friends 
of courting full enquiry and putting no 
obstacle in the path { There Is no ground 
for the Grit defence that the enquiry does 
not concern Parliament. The public Inter- 
est ja ab a stake, Dominion money has been 
voted to the road, and itis right that the 
case should be Investigated before the 
legitlation asked for by the company 
is granted. Bub even if this were nob so, 
what most the public think of the attempt 
to atifle the proceedings} We are not going 
to follow the bad example of Opposition 
organs in other matters, and prejudge this 
case before {tis tried, but itis only right 
to point out thatif these allegations are 
proved {t will Involvs far more serious con- 
sequences than the ruln of the Quebec Gov- 
eroment. If they fall the whole Dominion 
party, whose strength js now In Quebec, 
who have delivered themselves over body 
and bones to the Mercier politicians, who 
have given a blank cheque on the Federal 
treasury to thet party, will go under too, 
and bear forevér a besmirched reputation. 
The best policy, therefore, was to boldly 
meet, and if they could, refute the charges; 
the attempt to aqueeze the cat back into the 
bag will only intensify public suspicion and 
distrust,—Empire. 





Epidemic of Lasani‘y, 

Since the 4th of June of this year no leas 
than seven lunatics haye been sent from 
the Ottawa jail to the asylum ab Kingston, 
and six more are now awalting removal. 
Since September 30 last, the beginning of 
the jall year, to August 1, jasb passed (10 
months), 18 insane persons have been sent 
away from the Ottawa jail to the asylum, 
while 12 charged with insanity were dis- 
charged from the jail by the jall surgeon, 
not being deemed sufliciently bad to be 
detalned, making, with the six now awalb- 
ing removal, 36 for the past 10 months, 
the largest number ever known in any year 
since tho jail was built. The only year 
that approached the number was in 1882 3, 
when 30 insane persons were passed through 
the jail books. The 36 persons mentioned 
do not, of course, include the persons who 
have been sent direct to asylums. Those, 
{t is said by tho jail authoritios, also show 
an increase over other years. There does 
not appear to be any very clear idea why 
there should have been this large Increase 
in the dread malady. Tho Ottawa officials 
sey that as far as (hoy can jadge, a large 
percentage of the trouble ts duo to un- 
mentlonable affectiona; other cases are 
caused directly and indirectly by drink, and 
in a goodly numbor the evil is traced to 
heredity.

ing. In the midst of their devotions a hun- 
dred-foot tidal wave showed up. The pray- 
short, and, jumping over an 
unexpected crevasse in the roadway, the An- 
drade hill was reached by the men, From 
that peak, Poros states, ‘the sight was sub- 
lime. Across the Colorado turbulent voloa- 
noes could be seen. in brilliant eruption. 
On the bed-of the river and some miles be- 
yond its banks, reddish-colored, foum-cover- 
ed water rushed ahead at the height of fally 
100 feet. Below Lerdo could bo seen a wide 
river of bluish-purple fire flowing down into 
the Colorada nearthe Gulf, whereit steamed, 
sputte red and added to the 
fusion. ‘This viver of fire is undoubtedly 
from Sulphur Mountain, which, it is fe vred, 
ot on tire from the volume of burn-

General Andrade, head of the 

Lerdo « olony, has received private adyices 
from the scene of the earthquake. He says 
the force of the shock was severe, and was 
much more so than was at first reported, 
One of the largest houses in the colony was 
cracked from top to hottom, and the roof 
fell in with acrash that sounded likea dyna- 
mite blast, Luckily, the inmates ran out 
When they felt the premonitory shake, and 
thus escaped death A large stable built 
mrtly of brick and partly of adobe, was 
levelled to the ground and several other 
buildings were more or less severely damaged. 
The most striking phenomenon was a chasm 
three feet wide and between 200 and 3800 
feet long. Although weights attached to 
lines several hundred feét in length were let 
down, no bottom could be found. From this 
remarkable fissure issued smoky vapor, 
which disappeared after a few hours, but 
the air is permeated with a odor 
irritating to the lungs. The peoplein the 
neighborhood are alarmed, fearmye a repeti- 
tion of the earthquake, and the superstitions 
Indians are holding religious rites to placate 
the Evil One. 

Yuna, A. T., Aug. 12.—Reports continue 
to come in from the earthquake region at the 
head of the Gulf of California. Two Coco- 
pah Indians; of the tribe that live near there, 
arrived here yesterday. They tell a thrill- 
ing story.- Early Thursday morning hun- 
dreds of mud vol 30 miles off, burst 
into a violent eruption. The air grew denser 
and many infants were suffocated. At 
last a violent thunderstorm cleared the air, 
only to show the tidal way eapproaching with 
frightful rapidity. The water rose, swallow- 
ingup theircattle, horses and grain fields, and 
driving them for their lives to the top of the 
mesas, & hundred feet above the river. The 
earthquake shocks then began. The fourth 
shock threw every one down, seriously injur- 
ing many. The dust darkened the air. The 
rumble ofthe earthquake, the: harp explosion 
of the distant volcanoes, the hellowing of 
the crazed cattle, made unbearable the up- 
roar and the frightened Indians fled wildly 
up the river, ‘T'wo only succeeded in reach- 
ing here, who tell the story. ‘The others 
dropped exhausted along the route.

"To Ohio farms ero offered for beggarly rentr, 
and even on those favorable terms farming does 
not pay. Tenant farmers are throwing up thoir 
leases and moving into the city, well content to 
receive as common Jabourers $1 25 a day, and to 
pay such rests end to run etch riske of enforced 
idloness, as the change involves,” 

Thab is correspondence based op reports 
from the State of Ohlo. In regard to the 
State of Indiana, Mr, Montague had per. 
sonal correspondence with the State Librar- 
ian, Mr. Duon. Mr, Dunn declares In his 
artlole in the Political Science Monthly, as 
follows : 

“The increase in farm mortgages from 1872 to 
1879 was $60,000,000 ; from 1882 to 1888, $46,. 
000,000, or an increase in thirteen years of $1C6,- 
000,000,” 

In his address at tho Cooper Union, New 
York city, on June 2od, Senator Veffer of 
Kansas, sald: 

One half the homes of this country are mort. 
gaged for more than they are worth. If the 
whole State of Kaneas was put up at auction at 
thirty days’ notice, it would not bring enoug) to 
pay her indebtedness, I make the same asser- 
tion regarding every sgricultural State in the 
country, 

In Michigan the burden of debt Is $129,- 
000,000, and the Interest required is $9,-

gages. Dr, Montague mentioned one of his 
friends who went thore from the county of 
Haldimand, and who states that the condl- 
tlon of affairs thero is; That to-day they 

are receiving only $15 or $18 fora first-class 
animal, which in the Province of Ontario, 
in his own home, would bring from $26 to 
$30, in the markot ; and so on, throughout 
almost overy State of the American Union, 
And yet Canadians are Inylted, counselled, 
advised to capitulate, to take a leap in the 
dark —because those in opposition alm at 
reaching the Treasury bonchos.

We have referred to tho detrimental 
effects of farmers attempting to cultivate 
too much land. The advantages derived 
from farming on a limited scale, with ablili- 
ty todo the work well, s so manifest to 
faterested and experlenced persons as to 
require no argament In support. A farm 
__ of fifty or seventy-five acres should be con- 

sidered sufliclent for the maintenance of a 
a large family in comfort, ani the creation 
_of a respectablo bank account. Smaller 
farms, thoroughly tilled, have made their 
owners comfortably wealthy. English farm- 
ers, when they come to this country, can- 
not understand how farms of one hundred 
acres and two hundred acres can bo success- 
fally cultivated with so limited a capital 
and such a deficiency of appliances, They 
soon discover tho divergence of practices 
that distinguishes agricultural pursuits 
here and in Eogland. Thore everything 
that will produce nourishment for the soil 
in avy respect is utilized for that purpose. 
Not even a bone Is allowed to disfiguro a 
yard, bat is carefully preserved for pulvori- 
zation and mixture with other ingredients 
for preserving the fertility of the soll, By 
this means an acre of land ls mado support 
a large family, the general production be- 
ing equal to three times the quantity hero. 
The process of cultivation, also, is systema- 
tlc in every detail, so that science alds na- 
ture in malntaining a vigorous yegotable 
life, and a high degreo ef fertility. 

A large majority of our farmers cannot 
afford to purchase fertilizers, so they con- 
tent themselves with an occasional and su- 
perficlal application of a few loads of barn- 
yard manure and half decayed straw to the 
mos} barron spots in large fields, and then 
murmur at Providence for a failure of crops. 
This incapacity and failure are largoly, lf 
not wholly, ths results of attempting too 
much, and noglecting the essential interesta 
of modern husbandry, With leas land to 
cultivate, and hence more profit from labor 
and means expended, they would be able 
to troat the soll {na reasonably sclontific 
mannor, by means of fertillzors applied to 

_ the surface, and sub-soll drainage to miti- 

gate the evila of drouth. It ts quite obvi- 
ous, too, that mure money could bo made 
from the production of such fruits and veg- 
etables as enter iuto the manufacture of 
~ canned goods, than from somo of the so- 
called ataple productions of Canadian farm- 
ing. We have some facts and figures bear- 
ing on this point, which may serve for the 
text of another articlo.

AGRIOULTURAL DEPRESSION. 


The preachers of unrestricted reclprocity 
mover tire of harping upon the deprossed 
condition of the agricultural industry in 
Onnada —which, wo may add, they grossly 
e@xaggerate—but they nover state that in 
the United States the industry is In a far 
‘Worse condition than it is on this alde of 
e line. Dr. Montague, M.P., supplied 
is omission in his masterly speech on the 
dget, by presenting the following state- 
monts from official sources : 

Z%. A. Gilbert, Secretary of tho State 
Board of Agriculture {n Malne, reported as 
follows on the condition of the farming in- 
dustry In that State : 

“There is andoubtedly mush discouragement 
atopget our farmers, depreciation in farm values 
has gone on very rapidly for some ime, and has 
now reached a stege which is truly alarming— 
reaching in many cases 25, 35, and even 50 per 
cent, andthe end is not yet, So much is this 
depreciation the case that farms have scarcely a 
solling value, and if by any uncontcollable cir- 
cumstances any considerable number of farme 
wore to be placed upon the markets, it is doubt- 
fal whether purchasers could te found,” 

He also pointed out thatin New Hamp- 
shire, the samo condition, on page 7 of the 
report will be found. In Vermont 101,000 
acres aro abandonod, tho report says : 

“Oar lands are not worn out but aro abandon. 
od because there is no good market for the pro 
Aucta of this Btate, 

Tho Buroau of Agriculture for Now York 
1887, says : 

“On the whole, New York farmers aro more 
in debt than they were ten yours ago. There 

are alarge number of farma which were pur- 
chased a fow years ago and mortgaged which 
would not now sellfor more than the face of 
the mortgages, owing to the depreciation of the 
farming lands, which on an average ts fully 35 
per cent, in ton years, Probably one-third of

Greovy was his guest when in Ottawa 
from 1879 to 1890 he had ever re- 
celved from him (Thos. McGreevy) any 
money presents or loans.

had never used undue influence to obtain ad- 
vantages for any one from the Department. 
He has never given Thos. McGreevy infor- 
mation which his duty would require him to 
withhold. 

He had no knowleége that the Messrs, Me- 
Greevy were connected with the firm of Lar- 
kin, Connolly & Co, at any time. Here he 
read the respective tenders of Beaucage, 
Gallagher, Peters & Moore and Larkin, Con- 
nolly &Co. He reada letterfrom Gallagher 
stating that he had in the meantime tuken 
another contract, Beaucage wrote that he 
had made an error, and so did Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co,, but the latter firm stated that 
they would stick to their offer. He (Sir 
Hector) knew nothing of the manipulation 
of the tender nor of any collusion between 
the tenderers, nor did he ever suspect Per- 
ley, who was his chief adviser, in matters of 
that kind. He was not in the least influenced 
by the 31000 subscribed by Larkin, Connolly 
& Bo. to the Langevin testimonial fund. He 
read similar statements with regard to the 
Esquimalt dock and ~ the dredging in 
Quebec Harbor. As to the south wall he 
did not try to influence the Harbor commis- 
sion, Heneverknew thatthe McGreevys were 
interested in this work and neyer talked to 
Murphy about it. Referring again to the 
Esquimalt dock, he said that Hon. Mr. 
Trutch was the superintendent of the work. 
The tenders were opened on March 4, 1884, 
and a fow days afterwards two of the ten- 
derers wrote that they had made important 
errors, andin September next tenders were 
called and Starr & O'Hanley were lowest; 
but the chief inspector said their tender was 
too low, and they were accordingly asked to 
increase their deposit. This they refused 
and withdrew their tender. An order-in- 
conncil then authorized the acceptance of 
the tender of Larkin, Connolly & Co, Sir 
Hector then quoted extensively the statistics 
given by the engincer in his report on. this 
work, In the fall of 1885 Mr. Perley visited 
Esquimalt and told the department that an 
adk heel $25,000 would be necessary to 
compe the work, Sir Hector assented to 
the change on condition that no additional 
price be given to the contractors. With re- 
gard to the plant taken over by the contrac- 
tors the Minister said that Porley had 
panies @ remission of the price to be paid 
»y the contractors. He reminded the com- 
mittec, however, that with 30,000 letters a 
year coming to his department it was im 
possible to be cognizant of what took place,

Book Review. 

The Anecdotal Life of Sie John Macdonald ; by 
| H. Biggar, Montreal: John Lovell & 
Hon, 

The death of tho ominont subject of this 
momoir has invested even tho most trifling 
incidents of his life with the deep interest 
which attachos to the memory of those who 
havo filled such a prominent part and exer- 
clsed such a powerful influence In tho polit- 
ical and eocial history of their country. It 
has been remarked by a shrewd observer 
that we can often obtain a clearer and more 
accurate estimate of the character and qual- 
itles of an individual from a few incidental 
reminisconcos, than from a more claborate 
and systematic blography. Acting upon 
this idea, the author of the work before us 
has collected in his pages a number of an- 
ecdotes, from which we learn more of the 
man, though perhaps less of the statesman, 
than if he had pot his matter into a more 
regular form, Of the distinguished and 
lamented statesman to whose memory this 
testimonial is dedicated it may be justly 
sald, aa itbia written on the tomb of the 
architeob of St. Paul's cathedral, *‘Si monu 
mentum queris, cireumspice."" Only instead 
of being limited to the Interlor of any 
edifice, however grand, Sir John’s mopu-

MANSLAUGHTER! 


AN OLD TORONTO HOTELKEEPER 
CHARGED WITH KILLING HIS WIFE, 


Mrs, Whale Found Dead onthe Floor of 


Hier Houso With a Bullet in Ie 


Hrain-—Tho Prisoner Makos a Damag 


ing Admisston, 


Mrroneiy, Ont, Aug, 13.—Not since the 
brutal murder of ay Houghton last June bas 
this quiet little town been thrown into such 
a state of oxcitement as it sterdiay 
morning, when the news was spread abroad 
that Mrs, Daniel Whale had been killed 
There all sort » the cause 
of death, some going so far to state 
that they expected a tragedy like this 
some day, owing to the unhappy domestic 
relations of Whale and his wife. The af 
fair occurred in the north ward. Whale is 
a retired hotel-keeper, having formerly 
kept in Richmond-street Toronto, he and hia 
wito have hact frequent misunderstandings, 
and itis said that early Monday morning 
thoy had another, whi h culminated in the 
death of Mrs. Whale, The house in which 
the tragedy ocourred is only a short dis 
tance from the Royal Hotel. When Wil- 
liam Taylor, a neighbor, was called in the 
sight that met his gaze was a terrible one 
The woman was lying in a pool of blood, 
which was oozing from a wound in the back 
of her head, There was blood all over the 
wainseotting and upon the carpet. A revol 
ver was found in Whale’s bed with one 
chamber discharged. Coroner P. R, Shay- 
of Stratford was yhed for, 

he and Nel an 
inquest last night in the town hall, 

After viewing the body Robert White 
was callod. He testified that he had known 
doceased for several months, and that as 
near as he knew she was regular in her 
habits, He stated how she was lying in a 
pool of blood when he went into the house. 
There was blood upon the floor, upon 
the wainscotting aid that there was a 
deep wound on the back of her head. 
Her hair was all matted with blood. 
The husband was under the influence of 
liquor. Whale stated ‘That they had sev: 
oral rackets before, but this one he thought 
would be their last,” He threatened ta 
shoot his son-in-law Mr. J. Seldon, when 
witness was in the house in the morning. 
Witness further related how Whale's 
daughter, Mrs. Seldon, had found a loaded 
revolyer in his (Whale’s) bed. Witness 
said he took the revolver to his boarding 
house and locked it up,

Further on in his evidence he remarked 
that Whale had stooped down and kissed 
his wife as she was lying upon the sofa, 
making the remark, ‘* She has made thou- 
sands of dollars for me.” Whale stated to 
witness that he had still another revolver 
and he intended to get it loaded also. 

William Taylor upon being examined said 
that Whade had called him into hishouse the 
morning of the tragedy. Witness stated 
that when he entered the room a ghastly 
sight met his view. He related how the 
peor woman was lying ina pool of blood, her 
ace covered with blood, her hair clotted 
with it and blood spotted over the wainscot- 
ting and the floor, some of which Whale at- 
tempted to wash off the wainscotting. 
Witness did not notice that the eyes were dis- 
colored until he helped place deceased upon the 
bed. When Whale was spoken to regarding 
the death of his wife he made no reply, 
Whale said to him: “You sit there and 
don’t say a word.” He was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Whale made no explana- 
tion, but said to witness: ‘‘ This will be a 
bad job for me.’ The coroner then adjourn- 
ed the inquest till to-night at 7 o'clock, The 
inquest resumed to-night at 7 before Coroner 
Shaver. John Idington, Q.C., appeared for 
the crown. The prisoner, who had been 
arrested in the meantime, was present and 
was represented by his counsel, Mr, F. H. 
Thompson. 


WHO WHALE IS. 
For Many Yoars a Hotelkeepor In Toronto 
Domestic Infelicitios, 

Daniel Whale, the man accused of mur- 
dering his wife; is well-known in Toronto. 
He was born in Cornwall, England, about 
55 years ago, where he was married, subse- 
quently going to Australia, where he fol- 
lowed his trade as a carpenter. He came to 
Toronto some 18 years ago, and after 
a few years went into the hotel business, 
conducting the American Hotel, John- 
Queen-streets (which he still owns) for some 
time. Six years ago he leased the Windsor 
Hotel, Church-Richmond-streets, where he 
has been living until akout nine months 
ago, when he moved to Mitchell. 
His portly figure was familiar to a great 
many residents of the city. His wife was 
also of portly lived and was almost as well 
known as her husband, as she practically 
ran the business, frequently tending bar 
when her husband was ‘under the weather,” 
which was not unfrequently. The 
compen nuule money and when they re- 
tired from the Windsor were understood 
to be worth in the neighborhood of $30,000 
Those that were acquainted with the family 
say that were constant, Mra. 
Whale having acquired ao taste for stimu- 
lants second in degree only to that enjoyed 
by her husband. The couple have two 
daughters, one of whom is married to John 
Seldon, formerly bawtender at the Wind- 
sor, and who accompanied the Whales to 
Mitchell. 

Mirenen,, Aug. 13, 3 a, m.—Tho jury 
has just arrived at a conclusion, and have 
adjudged Whale guilty of manslaughter.

CHINESE RIOTERS CONFESS. 


That They Murdered Two Foreigners— 

Awful Nesult of a Steambount Race, 

San Francisco, Call, Aug. 12.~Advices 
from Hong Kong up to Joly 15 state that 
the tire of discontent is stili str 
North China, and occasional riots are re- 
ported. The mission stations near Canton 
kro said Lo have been received. Two of the 
Whauch rioters on trial voluntarily con- 
foas»d that they murdered two foreigners 
during the riots. They were executed. 
Comparative quict BOCs to have 
been restored in the Yang-Tee Val- 
ley, and several foreign gunboats have 
left. tor other stations. At Fuchu 
the rioters wrecked out-houses, entered the 
churches and priests’ houses, and ransacked 
everything, but did not burn the buildings. 
Soldiers patrol the streets at night guarding 
Romanist property. A telegram — from 
Tientsin states that the French and British 
Ministers in China have opened negotiations 
with the Tyzungli Yanan in regard to their 
claim for indemnity on account of the recent 
riots. The sum claimed is six million five 
huhdred taels. 

Advices from Yokohama give 
particulars of the sinking of the 
Tamaye Mavu and the drowning of 
sengers, The Tamaye Maru and another 
steamer, the Myoshi Maru, wore racing 
when the latter stecred across the Tamaye's 
course and the yessela collided. The 
Tamhye Maru sank immediately; and oply 
about sixty people who were on deck were 
rescued,

Fourteen Killed and 20 Wounded on a 
Crowded Excursion Boat. 

Conpsrriyes Hannon, 0, Aug. 13.—A 
ter ribledisast« roceur reil y« st ovday afternoon 
by which I4 persons, cight women, four chil 
drenand two men, lost theirlives andabout 30 
men, women and children njured. The 
steamer Crystal Stream with: ¢ Republic 
in two and having aboard about 500adultsand 
as many childven on the excursion of the 
employes of ‘Theodore Kaiser, dry goods 
dealers of 197 Graham avenue, Brooklyn, 
has just left the dock, when the upper deck 
dropped down upon the hundreds of women 
and children, who hal crowded oyer to that 
side of the barge in an effort to escape, In 
a moment the air was rent with screams and 
agonizing crics of thé poor victims whose 
lives were being crushed out and limbs 
broken. 

The lifeless bodies of 14 were seen to be 
ly ing near the gunwhale. All had had the 
lives crushed out of them by _ be- 
ing caught between the edge of 
the fallen deck and the guard rails. 
The place where the disaster occurred is at 
the head of Cold Spring harbor, not far 
from Laurelton, and is a favorite picnic 
ground, The falling of the deck of the 
harge was, it is said, due to the rotfén con- 
dition of the supports.

— James 
Russell Lowell died at his home here 
yesterday, The Hon. James Ruasell 
Lowell was born at Cambridge, Mass., 
Feb, 22, ; He graduated at Har- 
vard College in 1838 and studied Taw, but 
soon abandoned law for literature. His 
remarkable work was “The Biglow 
a collection of humerous poems on 
litical subjects, written by *‘*Hosea Bige- 
low.’ in the Yankee dialect, in JS48, Other 
well-known works of his are: ‘‘Fireside 
Travels,” “Under the Willows and Other 
Poems: ‘The Cathedral,” an epic poem; 
“Among my Books,” “MyStudy Windows” 
and “Three Memorial Poem In 1855 he 
succeeded Longfellow as Profesor of Moi- 
ern Languages and [ol Letter in Ifar- 
vard College In 1877 he was appointed 
Minister to Spain, from which he was tran 
ferredin January, 1889, to that of Minister 
to Great Britain. On the charge of adminis 
station in 1885 he resignod this position and 
returned to the United States.

We havo published in the INTELLIGENCER

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


Af farmers curtail the'r operations with a 
view of reaching a higher grade of agricul- 
ture, and realizing a larger profit from 
capital invested and Jabor expended, some 
change In the crops raised may be necessary. 
We believe too much space is now devoted 
to cereals of the old established class, auch 
as barley, rye, wheat, &c., and too little 
attention devoted to the smaller frults and 
vegetables so extensirely used in the man- 
ufacture of canned goods. The present 
year will probably be an exceptionally pro- 
ductive one, and the cereals named above, 
or some of them, may yield a profitable re- 
turn after all necessary expenses are paid, 
But such a result cannot be depended upon, 
asthe experience of tho past has fully es 
tablished. The oxponses of harvesting 
and marketing grain are considerably 
more than those incurred in the pre- 
paration of fruits and vegetables for sale 
on the market, or for the cannerles, The 
yleld, too, Is nearly always less certain of 
reaching the average. Our farmers, then, 
should give more attention to the cultiva- 
tion of strawberries, raspberries, tomatoes, 
peas, corn, &o. which are now ao extenalvely 
used forcanning purposes. Some figures fur- 
nished by the proprietors of two canning fac- 

torles at Picton may serve to emphasize our 
Grgaments, As most of our readers are 
Aware, these factories are conducted by 
Messrs. W. Boulter and A. Miller, M. P. 
Thelr establishment in that town, and 
succesafal operation, have quite reyolution- 
ized farming operations in the {mmediate 
vicinity, and in fact elsewhere throughout 
the county. Over two hundred hands are 
employed by the two factories during the 
hurried ronson, so that the amount of wages 
pald out can cantly be estimated. This soa- 
son it is estimated that not lees than 1,- 
600,000 cans will be manufactured for use, 
requiring a large supply of material, and 
thus benofittiog other branches of trade. 
' Over forty acres of strawberries wore con- 
tracted for thls season, and the price paid 
averaged not less than six conte a quart, 
Several producers had a yleld of 8,000 
quarts or more, and hence, from this one 
source of supply, they realized noarly asmuch 
ea the average farmer with one hundred 
acres of land uudor cultivation. Tomatocs 
aro in great demand for canning, and they 
are found highly remunorative. Over 250 
acres havo beon contracted for,and the yleld 
promises to be enormous this season. Corn 
and peas of a suitable varloty, aro also 
largely cultivated for canning purposes, and 
Prove sources of much profit to the pro- 
ducer. Thoro is room for many more such 
Industries, which are equally profitable to 
those who Invost money tn tho work, and 
and to the producers who supply the raw 
materials. British Oolumbla, Manitoba, 
and some of the Maritime Provinces, im- 
port a considerable quantity of canned 
fruits, otc., from the United States annual- 
ly, as tho Ontarlo factories aro unable to 
supply the demand. Tho latesb trade ro- 
tarns show that 370,349 Ibs of canned 
fruits, otc, were imported into Canada 
during the yoar reforred to, valued at $23,. 
283. Tho establishmont of canning fac. 
torlos, and cultivation of thelr supplies on 
& larger acale, will Prove of great benefit to 
the farmers and others concerned,

Hints and Warnings for Holidays. 
(From the Canadian Health Journal.) 
The a'most universal practice of taking a 

summer holiday is a comparatively modern 

habir, but the practice had its type in 


ancient times. ‘The Roman noble delight. | 


ed to remove from the heat and bustle of 
Rome to Bais or Valernum, Horace used 
to spend the dog-days in the comparative 
cool of his up land Sabino farm. That tho 
habit is on tho whole a wise and salatary 
one wo need hardly stop to Insist, as its 
utility fs generally recognized and seldom 
questioned, nevertholesr, as tho Lancet in 
a recent editorial on the subjecb says, it is 
possible to mako too much of a fetish of 
even a goud practice, to ignore its dangers, 
and to bs indifferent to the rules by which 
lv must bo regulated if benofit is to result. 
Travel and chavge of air are nob to be 
recommended, haphazzard even for the 
healthy, still less for the alling, ‘Ex- 
perience showa that, while benefit is often 
obtained it is nob rare to meet with persons 
who return from a holiday wearied rather 
than refreshed in body, and mentally ex- 
hausted rather than recreated.”” The moat 
common errors in this respect aro elther to 
plan a holiday without regard to tho indl- 
vidual’s peculiar needs and capabilltles, or 
to carry it out with Infringements of the 
general Jaws of health and common sense. 
“If an individual who pursues a strlotly 
sedentary life for oleyon months in the 
year epends his holiday month in climbing 
the Alps or the mountains of Norway, in 
severe rowing or prolonged pedestrian ex- 
curslons, he neod hardly be surprised if ho 
overstrains his soft muscles and flabby heart 
and returns worse, rather than better for 
his trip.” 
He must loarn that violent physical exer- 
clse requires training, and is nob to be at- 
tempted with impunity by persons unaccus- 
tomed to it, It is a serious error to suppose 
that the man who was a vigorous swimmer 
in his youth, after perhaps, years of disuse 
of the practice, can with impunity attempt 
groat swimming feats in his maturer years, 
it is now generally recognized that many 
of the cases of sudden collapso while swim- 
ming which are usually reported as ‘*death 
from cramp,” are really due to syncope from 
cardiac failure, **Errors in dict aro another 
fruitfal source of a spoiled holiday,” contin- 
ues the Lancet, ‘Tho absolutely eupeptic 
individual, the man who can oat anything 
and everything with impunity, is rarc; most 
of us haye, at some period in our lives, to 
pat ourselves under dictetic rule.” It often 
happens, however, that the man who Isa 
pradent eater at home throws all rules to 
the winds when upon his holidays. Some- 
times, such is the effect of chauge, fresh 
alr, and unwonted exercise, this Ignoring of 
accustomed rules {s followed by no penalty; 
but this fs a result that cannot be reckoned 
upon. The overworked and physically ox- 
hausted man must remember that. rest 
should be his watchword ; the man of sed- 
ontary habits must realize that he cannot 
safely adopt the practices of the trained 
athlote almply by exchanging tho city for 
the country ; the dyepeptic must bear in 
rolnd that while travelling ho atill carrlos 
with him him his functional weakness ; tho 
man on tho distant side of fifty must lay 
aside the onterprises cf his youth.

SIR HECTOR ON THE STAND, 


His Cross-Examination is a Trying Ordeal 
for Him. 

Orrawa, Aug. 13,—The cross-examination 
of Sir Hector Langevin was continued yes- 
torday. Qnestionod about the testimonial 
fond Sir Hector said that he personally re- 
ceived 8500 from John Rochester, ex-M, P, 
for Carleton, and he knew that Mr, Roches- 
ter paid $200 to the treasurer of. the fund, 
These were the only contributions to the 
fund of which he was personally aware, As 
to the purchase of Le Monde newspaper 
he said he knew the transaction was 
about to be made, bit he took 
no direct part in it. He admitted 
that Fessard and Vanasse, the nominal pur- 
chasers of the paper, had no funds with 
which to buy the original propricvors out. 
He knew that Thomas McGreevy collected 
the money for this purpose, in all about 
628,000, He did not know positively that 
Mr. McGreevy paid the money out of his 
own pocket, but he thought so, He (Sir 
Hector) admitted that he made several ad 
vances of money to Le Monde not as gifts, 
though he did not expect any return, but 
in order to obtain political control of the 
organ, He could not remember passing 
through Quebec in July, 1887, en route for 
the Lower Provinces, 

Mr. Geoffrion then produced a’copy of The 
Quebee Chronicle of that time stating that 
he passed through the city at that time. Sir 
Hector said that his experience with nows- 
papers was not such as to convince him of 
their reliability. He often fooled them hy 
leading them to imagine that he was away 
from his oflice at Ottawa. He did this in 
order to be left free from intrusion while 
engaged at his departmental work. He 
denied that at this time in Quebec Thomas 
MoGreevy had given him $50,000 or any 
other sum. Thomas McGreevy. was never 
authorized to ask Larkin & Co, for money 
for any purpose whatever. He never had 
any conversation about subscriptions which 
he obtained or was about to obtain from 
Larkin & Co. as a member of Parlia- 
ment. He (Sir Hector) would not be sur- 
prised that Mr. McGreevy should take an 
interest in the affairs of Larkin, Connolly & 
Co., who were his constituents. He also 
knew that Thomas McGreevy was a direc- 
tor of the Union Bank, which was support- 
ing Larkin & Co. financially, For this rea- 
son he might also be interested in the suc- 
cess of the firm. 

Examined in reference to the reduction 
made on the price stipulated on to be paid 
by Larkin, Connolly & Co. for the Govern- 
ment plant at Esquimalt, Sir Hector said 
that Mr, Perley had taken the entire re- 
sponsibility for this action. He (Perley) 
had no discussion with the Minister before 
making his report recommending the re- 
duction of $11,000 in favor of the firm. 

Sir Hector said that if his attention had 
been called to the matter as it should haye 
been he would not have allowed the deduc- 
tion in favor of Larkin & Co. 

Mr. Geoffrion then called Sir Hector's at 
tention to a letter written by Mr. Geobeil, 
then Secretary of the Department, to the 
Hon. Mr. Trutch, in which he said he was 
instructed by the Minister to refuse any 
deduction from the price agreed to be paid 
by the firm for this plant. Mr. Geoflrion 
asked how it came that, after giving such 
instructions, he (Sir Hector) could have 
sanctioned Mr, Perley’s report nine months 
afterwards in favor of allowing the deduc- 
tion Lo the firm. 

Sir Hector said that Mr. Perley had never 
reported of allowing the deduction in favor 
of the firm. The Chief Engineer only called 
his attention to the fact that the qiestion 
ofa deduction might arrive between the 
Goyernment and the firm. 

Mr. Geoffrion called Sir Hector’s notice to 
Capt. Larkin’s evidence in which that 
gentleman said that he had # conversation 
with Sir Hector, and the latter promised 
him that he would attend to the firms re- 
quest for deduction otherwise He (Larkin) 
would not consent té take the contract. The 
mimitted that he might have looked 
into the matter but he never promised that 
there would be any rebate in the price of the

RUSSIAN RYE. 


The Ukase Forbidding its Export Creating 
Consternation in Germany 
BRBervix, Aug. 13.—The ukase forbidding

The ukase came asa complete sur 
prise to thegrain dealers here. ‘Tho prohib 
ition will not be enforced until Aug. 27, and 
this short respite affords some relief. Rye 
is the principal sustenance of the poor of 
Germany. One offect of the ukase has been 
to raise the price of wheat. Chancollor 
Non ( ‘aprivi is deaf to all appoals to remove 
grain duties, The full effects of the Russian 
measure will not be folt for several days. 
The rye imports by Germany from Russia 
cannot be replaced by the rye of any other 
country. A further and rapid increase in 
the prices of bread stufla must be expected.

But what bafiled the skill of the company 
has been made clear with the assistance of a 
professional «detective. It is now known 
that when Callahan apparently locked up 
the safe in the presence of Washington he 
did not lock it at all, He learned, about a 
month aftor his appointment as night watch- 
man six years ago, that by turning the knob 
of the combination to the right the safe 
door would be apparently though not reafly 
locked, for the combination would not 
be broken, All he had to do was to turn 
the knob back to the star and the safo 
door was open. By his own admission he 
has been systematically stealing from the 
company for about six years, or from the 
time that he made the discovery about 
the combination, Hardly a night pass- 
ed in all these years without Callahan 
adding something to his pile. He would 
select what he thought the most opportune 
time during the night to operate, After 
Washington went away and he was alone in 
the sheds he would open the safe door and 
take out all the sacks containing money and 
take a sinall’sum from cach—20 or 25 conts. 
He has taken as much as $1 out of cach 
sack, The highest amount which he took 
on any one night was about $20, His steal 
ings would average betweon SA and Sa 
night, The grand total of his stealings is in 
the neighborhood of $15,000. 

The fact which made the company sus- 
pect Callahan was his application for a per- 
mit to build a house to cost $1800, rath- 
er too much ofan undertaking for a man in 
receipt of his small income, so the company 
thought. An investigation was set afoot 
and it was discovered that he had a large 
amount of money deposited in a certain 
bank in the city. It was then decided to 
tuke action, and Detective Hastings of the 
Pinkerton force was engaged. Hastings 
watched thesafe and saw Callahan ransack the 
sucks as described above, He reportedto the 
company. Severalofthe railway officials and 
three members of the city police force went 
on watch with Hastings and saw Callahan 
open the safe and go through 19 sacks, tak- 
ing out of them coins amounting in all to 
$3.80. The party on watch then came out 
of their hiding places, Everything was 
carefully examined and noted. Callahan 
was caught red-handed. 

Callahan upon being accused of having 

systematically robbed the company for years 
confessed all and pleaded hard for mercy. 
He signed orders on the various banks and 
financial institutions in which he had de- 
yosited money. These were the Bank of 
{amilton, the Bank of Montreal, the Tra- 
ders’ Bank, the Hamilton Provident and 
Jan Society and the postoffice savings 
bank. Tho sums to his credit in these 
institutions aggregated $12,500. Callahan 
gave orders for it all. 

He confessed that it had all been stolen 
from the company and also that some money 
which he had invested in real estate he had 
also stolen, and made over the real estate in 
his possession to the company. 

Callahan voluntarily remamed with the 
party until 10 0’clock, when Chief McKinnon 
took him into custody. He will be charged 
with stealing $5 on Aug. 8. 

The company has received all the money 
which lay at Callahan's credit in the institu- 
tions mentioned. 

Callahan is about 35 years of age. He ia 
married and haa four children. His wife is 
at present in a delicate condition, and her 
husband's disgrace is a terrible sheck to 
her.

bounded kindnoss. 

Little Mczirt was thon soated ab the 
plano, and then, smiling at those who eur 
rounded him, aud particularly ab tho little 
girl, who otill kopd near him, he began to 
play. LUls oxeoation was so por fect, bis 
little fingers passed with such faolllity from 
a quick and difficult movement, to & 
moasaroe slow and molodiously a scontuated, 
that tho illustrious audience uttered 4 cry 
of admiration at tho wonderful and pro 
cocious talont which he displayed. 

‘Wolfgang 16 80 well prectiood on his 
plano, that ho could play with his eyes 
shut,’ sald his father. 

‘Oover the piang and you shall seo,’ 
avewered Welfgavg, and ho thon played 
with tho greatest accuracy under a cloth 
which concealed the keys. When ho 
stopped, worn out aud fatigued, his poor 
little forehead covered with persptration, 
the Empress made him a sign to approach 
her. F 

Wolfgang got down from his chair to go 
to the Emprees ; bub either from tho con- 
fusion he felt amidst that brilllant assen- 
blage, or through nob being accustomed to 
walk upon a waxed floor, his fcob slipped 
and ho foll. 

The little girl uttered a cry, and running 
to ass'st Wolfgang, she exclaimed, in a 
yolce softand full of tendorness, ‘Have 
you hurt yourself, my little friend 1’ 

Wolfging only answered, ‘You are more 
charming than all the world, Will you be 
my wife? 

The little girl burat oub a-laughiog. 
‘That cannot be, poor littlo fellow,’ said 
the. 

Why not?’ asked Wolfgang; ‘wo aro 
both of tho same age.’ 

*You are only a poor little artist.’ 

But I shall be a great man some day.’ 

*But 1 am Marie Antoinette, Archduch- 
ess of Austria.’ 

‘That docs not matter, I will marry you 
all the samo,’ cried Wolfgang to the great 
amueoment of that imposing assembly, who 
wore little used to such plain langaago. 

Alas, that little girl, whom tho infant 
Mozart so ingeniously chose for hls wife, 
was notso happy as to marry an artist. 
Long afterwards, on the very dey when 
Mozart, the great composer, was hailed 
with the acclamations of the poople of 
Vienna, that little girl become queen of 
France, and the wife of the unfortunate 
Louis the Sixteenth was insulted by a 
furlous mob. Strange and mysterions 
destiny of human life, which God conceals 
from mortal eyes, andthe end of which 
none can divine. 

Bat to return to our little hero, who 
promised so early all that ho afterwards bo- 
came. Charmed by his precocious genics, 
tho Empress Maria Theresa condescended 
to let him associate asa playfellow with the 
Archduchess Marie Antoinette, who was a 
year older than the little Mozart. 

Wolfgang was not quite eight years of 
age when he appeared in 1767, at the court 
of Versailles ; he played the organ in the 
king’s chapel, and was considered to equal 
the greatest masters, Abt this epoch ho 
composed two sonatas, ono of which he 
dedicated to Madame Victoire, the king's 
daughtor, and the other to the Countess de 
Tezse. 

Mozart was but thirty six years old when 
ho dled. It was while engaged in the com- 
position of his famous Aequant, which had 
been ordered by some unknown person, 
that he felb his ond spproaching. ‘1 am 
working for my own funeral,’ he said. In 
fact, the oxcitemont of composing Increased 
his fever to such a degree, that his wife, by 
the orders of the physicians, was obliged 
to withdraw him from his task. His health 
thon somewhat Improved, and he resumed 
his work in the hope of completing the de- 
sign. Death, however, put an end to his 
labors. The Agnus Dei, which terminates 
that wonderful composition, was the song 
of the swan of the great artist ; it breathes 
all the profound inelancholy, the religious 
ferver, that filled his soul. 

A few hours before his doath, he desired 
his attendants to bring him the Requiem 
Mass. ‘Well,’ said he, ‘was 1 nob right 
when [| sald that I was composing for my- 
self the song of death ?' 

He died on the 7th December, 1791.

gayly docorated stands with buntlog flylng 
from ovory posslble projectlon, which gave 
tho whole place a very festive and gay ap 
pearance, 

Tho stands were soon fillod by crowds of 

audily dressed natives, rosplendent In the 
different. colored badjoes (ovate), and 
ourlously worked Battick soronge, with a 
colored ‘kaln' (cloth) wound round the 
head, 

Oue of the stands which did duty as tho 
‘grand stand’ was pub a little apart from 
the plebolan multitude, and reserved for 
the native prince, (Regent), and the Dutch 
Realdent, and filled the Dutch inhabitants 
of the place, 

Those natives who were golng to take 
part In the affsir formod a complete square 
about eight deep, which equare propably 
copsleted of fivo thousand moo, ‘all armed 
with sharp s oars on strong teak poles 
aboubt ten feot in length. 

In tho contro of tho square 
oblong boxes, each of which contained a 
tiger or panther, and to the sides wero 
attached ropes stretched to the outside of 
the equare to onable operators to pull them 
them out from ‘o distance ss it would be 
unsafo to stand ina'de the rqvare. 

When all tho arrangoments wero com- 
pleted the Regent, mounted on a Maors 
sar pony and surrounded by hls native 
guards, with tholr hair done up like a 
chignon and wrapped in blue cloth, rude 
into the square, while aman walked by 
his elde and held a large umbrella over his 
head. 

He ambled once around the formidable 
phalanx of spears, and then dismouating 
took hisstand in the front rank to en- 
courage the men. 

The signal to commence was given by 
the Regent’s band, which struck up ao 
slow, monotonous tune, and then the work 
of slaughter began, 

The rope attached tothe nearest box 
was soized, and with a good heave ont came 
the side, and following itcame the long 
snaky form of a large panther. 

Ho first stood and faced the sun, and 
then in answer to the fierce roar which 
arose from the assembled thousands, 
turned, and with on angry snarl, dashed 
with long, cat-like strides straight at the 
row of epears, 

In an instant he was transfixed through 
the chest, but wriggled cff and dashed 
along the line, while the natives out and 
atabbed him as he passed. 

Bleeding and mangled, witha leg half 
out through, he Jlmped and stumbled 
along until he finally fell, and then with a 
shout a dozen natives dashed out, and in 
a second the poor beast was ploned to the 
ground bya dozen spears through hie 
body, but still fought and roared till somc- 
one finally speared him through the head. 

Then a most disgusting scene took 
place. Some«f the spar heads had come 
off and remalned in the body of the animal, 
but the native, in the calmest manner 
possible, inserted his hand and groped 
about for the iron head till he triamphantly 
withdrew {t, and then, wiping his feet In 
the blood, stalked back to his place in the 
crowd, 

Numbers rau out and tried to pluck his 
whiskers out, and when he had been de- 
prived of these appendages, the carcass 
was drawn away and a fresh victim let out, 

The same scene was enacted over agaln, 
some showlng fight in a more determined 
way than the reat. Thelr tenacity of life 
Was extraordinary, and we saw a panther 
get up and run away after he had had 
twelve or fifteen spears through him, and 
was to all appearances dead, 

The tiger was rather a poor show, and 
retired to the contre of the arena to lick 
his wounds, and in spite of stones and 
disrespectful epithets on this monster in 
order to dislodge him, but ho would not 
move, 80 band of chosen men stalked 
out and put an end to his existence, 

Occasionally, though very seldom, an 
animal, although wounded, will escape 
through the crowd and take refuge In a tree 
(if a panther), and then fire-arms are sent 
for, and he fs potted from below, 

The men, atthe death of each victim, 
raised thelr epears and gave a great shout, 
and only lowered them when a fresh 
animal was let out,

Aftor ho had talked and drunk a glaes of 
arrack ho took his place beside the woman 
agalo avd began to whirl aboub. The lights 
were dimmed, but not so thab we could not 
soo, and In a few moments the figure be- 
gan to fade, soop assuming the appearance 
of a pillar or form of light and then attach- 
itself to the woman and seemingly being 
absorbed by her. All this was done in a 
vory short space of time, before the eyos of 
at least 560 people, and not 10 foot from 
myself. The girl appoorad greatly exhaust 
ed afterwards,—Pall Mull Gazette.

They found 
that iniquity did not pay. Cyruk seized 
Babylon, and felt so sorry for these poor 
captives that, without a dollar of compensa- 
tion, he lot them go home, So that, literally, 
my text was fulfilled, ‘Ye have sold your- 
selves for naughty“and ye shall bo redeemed 
without money.” 

SOLD FOR NAUGHT. 

There is enough Gospel in this text for fifty 
sermons. There are persons here who have, 
like the people of the text, sold out, You do 
not seem to belong either to yourselves or to 
God. ‘The title deeds have been passed over 
to ‘the world, the flesh, and the devil,” but 
the purchaser never paid up. “Ye havo sold 
yourselves for naught.’”’ 

When a man passes himself over to the 
world he expects to get some adequate com- 
pensation. He has heard the great things) 
that the world does for a man, and he ba- 
lieves it, He wants two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, That will be horses and 
houses, and a summer resort and jolly com- 
panionship. To get it he parts with his 
physical health by overwork, Hoe parts with 
his conscience, He parts with much domes- 
tic enjoyment.

Even if it pays the two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars for 
which you contracted it pays them in 
bonds that wlll not be worth anything in 
a little while.

QUITE PROHIBITORY. 


Down in Georgla they have adopted a 
novel prohibltory law, which should be 
seriously considered by the temperance ad- 
yocates of this country. It provides that 
no liquor shall be sold within a distance of 
three miles from any church or school, ex. 
cept in incorporated towns and oltles, In 
Georgia, as in Canada, the church and 
school house are found at regular intervals 
all over the country, sod those seoking 
licenses to soll Intoxicatiag liquors outside 
Incorporated places would have some difii- 
culty in evading the provisions of the 
act. The temperance people, too, would 
measure eyery doubtful location, and if 
three miles could be found where neither 
church nor school house existed, Immediate 
steps would be taken to supply the defici- 
ency. Weare qaite certain that such a law 
{in Ontario would prove absolutely prohibi- 
tory outside the principal towns and cities. 
There might be localities in Algoma and 
Nipissing where lcences could be safely 
Issued, but it {s doubtful if the patronage 
would be sufficient to psy expenses. We 
recommend such a meagure to the serlous 
consideration of the friends of temperance 
in this country. 


WORSE THAN A BLUNDER. 


The Fairbank tragedy does not promise 

to bring much fame to those who have been 
chiefly instrumental in working up the case. 
In this respect all the partles—detectives, 
doctors, and neighbors—muast bear a share 
of the responslbility of having made a sad 
“*muss” of the affair. The medical men 
were positive that Sophia Fairbank was 
“done to death” with some blunt, heavy 
instrument; and the nelghbors, who had 
seen a lather’s hammer about the place 
months ago, suggeited such a weapon. 
Then the astute detectives had a clue that 
they were sure would lead to the conviction 
of the murdered girl's father as the one who 
struck tho fatal blow. Thus fortified, they 
began the preliminary legal proceedings by 
having both parents arrested and taken to 
jall. An interested public was told that 
not many hours would elapse before the 
hammer would be produced, and the whole 
chaln of evidence made complete. The 
search that followed did not result as the 
detectives anticipated ; and now we are 
gravely assured: that the medical men 
believe that the girl was shot with 
8 pistol. To the mind of an ordinary per- 
son, this want of consistency in the med- 
feal testimony seems somewhat pecullar. 
Surely a competent person should be able, 
after a careful examination of the wound 
on the girl's head, to determine whether 
the weapon used by her murderer was a 
pistol or a bludgeon. The mother, who 
Was arrested on suspicion of having been 
40 accessory, was liberated after the pre- 
liminary trial, and it begins to look as if 
the fathor will soon be granted his freedom. 
If these people aro Innocent of the terrible 
erlme charged against them, tho ¢ fliclal 
blundering'and {Incapacity that consigned 
them to a felon’s cell, and brought the most 
proignant grief to their hearts, can scarcely 
be excused. Undoubtedly the garrulous 
interference of some neighbors of the ac- 
cused had much to do In influencing tho 
action of the officers of the law. The case 
is still sub judice, and hence there may be 
new developments more favorable to the 
detectives’ plea, but at present appearances 
aro decidedly against them.

Webb, man 
ager of the Union Bank, was recalled. From 
his evidence it appeared that the $60,000 
which Mr. Pacand got came out of the Dom 
inion subsidy. Tho letter of credit for $100, 
000 was drawn payable on July 10. Mr. 
Machin, the assistant treasurer, had told 
him, because by that time the Dominion 
Government would have placed the Quebec 
Government in possession of the funds to 
meet the letter of credit. 

It was decided Messrs. Barwick and 
Cockburn and Mr, King, manager of the 
Ontario Bank in Montreal should be seyt to 
Quebec to examine the books of the Union 
Bank with reference to these entries. 

OC. N. Armstrong, contractor for the road 
was next called. He gave the history of 
the events leading up to contract being given 
him. After negotiating with MacDonald 
and Cameron tocarry on the road fell through 
be met Mr, Pacaud and asked if the Govern- 
ment was prepared to deal with a now syndi- 
cate on thesame termsastheold. Mr. Pacaud 
told him he thought the Government would. 
He asked on what terms a settlement could 
be reached, Mr. Pacaud said the terms 
were $100,000, He did not know whom 
Mr. Pacaud was to make this arrangement 
with, lis part of the business was to pay 
the $108,006.

On 
the day after passing the order in council 
giving them the contract Mr. Pacaud said it 
was too bad to keep them waiting so long, 
Mr. Pacaud said he was annoyed, too, be- 
cause he had heavy accounts to meet, and 
showed him a paper with items amount- 
ing to $58,000. Mr. Pacaud did not 
mention Mr, Mercier’s name in con- 
nection with the listor any name. Mr, 
Pacaud never mentioned any names or any- 
thing about paying anybody's debts. The 
$100,000 was paid in five chnke of $20,000 
each, The checks were drawn by Mr, J. C, 
Langelier, He endorsed them in Mr. Pa- 
caud’s private office in Leleclem building, 
handed themoyer to Mr. Pacaud and never 
saw themagain, Tho $24,000 check which 
was paid to Senator Robitaille also came out 
of the subsidy, He merelyloaned the check 
to Mr, Thom, who gave it to Senator Robi- 
taille. The checks for $16,000 and $31,750 
were also loans to Mr, Thom. 
Mr. Thom repaid him part of it. 
On the whole transaction Mr. Thom owed 
him abont $30,000 atill. In order to close 
the transaction with the Quebec Govern- 
ment they had to show that the majority of 
the stock was held by the new syndicate. 
That was why he loaned the $75,000 to Mr. 
Thom, the secretary of the new syndicate. 
Every dollar of the $75,000 was cither paid 
on his account to meet certain obligations 
or back to himself, or would be paid to him. 
None of it was for either the old or the new 
syndicate. 

Mr. Barwick: ‘‘Why did you pay the$100, - 
000 to Mr. Pacand. 

Mr. Armstrong: ‘‘On the principle that 
half aloafis better than no bread.” (Laugh- 
ter). 

Mr. Barwick: ‘‘Who was to repay you?” 

Mr. Armstrong: ‘I was clean out, and 
more too because I had a larger claim.”

The Garbutt Extradition Case. 

Toronto, Aug. 15,—Mr Street 
gave judgment at Osgoode Hall yesterday 
upon the motion rex ently argued before 
him to discharge Harry Garbutt from cus 
tody under the warrant of Judge Morgan, 
committing him for extradition to he 
State of Texas on a charge of forgery 
and uttering forged paper, ‘The principal 
ground urged was that Judge Morgan had 

od evidence candatad by the 
prisoner to establish that he was in Wing 
vam, Ont,, on March 2, IS91, which 
charged in the information as the day upon 
which he was in Van Alstyne, Texas, engag 
od in uttering the forged draft, Mr. Justice 
Street delivered himself upon this point in 
the following words: 

“Our statute, sec, H, of cap. 142, R.8.5., 
is in accord with what appears to be the 
universal practice Where extradition laws are 
concerned and required the judge toissue his 
warrant for the committal of the prisoner 
upon such evidence being produced as would 
according to our law justfy his’ committal 
for trial, if the crime had been committed 
in Canada, In the face of the positive 
identification of the prisoner it would have 
been contrary to law for the judge to re- 
ceive evidence of an alibi and thus practi- 
cally to try the guilt or innocence of the 
prisoner: Re. Phipps, 8 A.R. 77, pp. 109 et 
seq.; Clark on Extradition, 3rd ed., 218, et 
seq.; Reg. v Reno & Anderson, 4 P.R. 281, 

“If the evidence given by the prosecution 
is not sufficent to justify the committal of 
the prisoner he is entitled to his discharge. 
If it be sufficient he must be committed. 

“An entirely different question is raised 
when the prisoner insists that he is not the 
person named in the warrant. For the pur- 
pose of establishing that he is not the person 
named he is entitled to go into evidence 
disproving his identity with the person who 
is being sought for. In the present case 
the Papenen ocs not deny being the Harry 
Garbutt named in the warrant,” 

Another objection was that the judge 
allowed the information upon the grounds 
of the motion. He was also against the 
prisoner, and he therefore discussed the 
motion and remanded Garbutt to custody 
under the original warrant.

A Society Insurance Question. 

HAmi.ron, Aug. 15,—The Dominion Coun- 
cil of the Royal Templars is in session, The 
Committee of Claims ted a report 
which brought up a lively discussion. Te 0 
members to whom total disability benefits had 
been paid during the year were reported as 
having recovered good health, One was a 
clergyman ent ha eat laidup for a couple of 
years before he made his claim, but he had 
made quite a remarkable recoyery since the 
payment of the totaldisability of 31000, and 
although not by any means, a thoroughly 
sound man, was now enjoying a fair mea- 
sure of health. The second case was “the 
celebrated Marshall case, John Marshall 
of this city, who for nearly three years was 
a helpless invalid, received from the society 
$1,000 for total disability. His miraculous 
recovery of a few months ago is k»own to 
all newspaper readers. The Opnion of 
some members of the cotincil was that a 
member who received total disability bene- 
fit and subsequently recovered ought to re- 
pay the money to the order, but no action 
was taken in this direction. 


The Whale Manslaughter Case. 

Toronto, Aug. 15.—The body of Mrs. 
Ann Whale, who met a tragic death at 
Mitchell Tuesday, was brought here for in- 
terment yesterday. Her husband, Daniel, 
has been committed to Stratford jail to 
answer a charge of — manslaughter. 
The belicf that Whale killed his wife 
is not universal by any means. It 
is known that the woman was subject to 
fits, and some affect Lo believe that while the 
two were quarreling, perhaps fighting, the 
woman fell and struck her head against the 
sideboard, asclaimed by the prisoner. The 
outer corner of the sideboard nearest the 
lounge has been cut off by direction of the 
coroner and forwarded to Prof. Ellis, here, 
for microscopical examination’ in order to 
ascertain if there is any blood or hair on it 
which would support the theory of striking 
her head against it.

A Travel-Worn Postal. 


The Story of a 28,000-MIilo Trip Around the 
Globe, 


Tho Philadelphia ecord contains the 
following account of the travels of a world- 
circling postal card that, in passing between 
two residents of this clty, had to cover 23,- 
000 miles to satisfy the curiosity of the 
sender, has led to a new order in the United 
States postal regulations ;:— 

‘Postal cards addressed to go around the 
world are excluded from circulation In the 
mails.” 

This is the new rule, which means that the 
postal authorities of the world will not be 
made the butt of jokers. A protest of the 
English Government led to its enactment, 

Ib seoms that a gentleman in that city 
was anxious to see how long it would take 
8 postal card to girdle the world, and whab 
wvuld be the route taken. An International 
postal card was purchased and mailed in 
this city, addreased to the sonder at his 
residence in Vhiladelphia, via New York, 
Liverpool, Oalais, Paris, Marseilles, and 
Naples, with the Information on the back 
of it that the card had beon started around 
the world. After an absence of exactly four 
months the card reached the sender here, 
and the course taken by It was an interest- 
ing one, 

Every poat oflice through which the card 
passed had its postmark stamped upon It, 
and ib bore evidence that every post office 
official throughout its entire course who 
handled the card tovk as much Interest In 
the affair aa did the sender in this clty. 
After leaving Naples the card started across 
Italy to Brindisi, thence up the Archipel- 
ago to Venice, thence across to Canstanti- 
nople, Alexandria, Cairo, Suez, through the 
Red Sea, Gulf of Aden and Arabian Sea 
to Bombay, thence to Calcutta, from 
there down the Bay of Bengal, up 
through the Ohina Sea to Hong Kong, 
over to Honolulu, and thence across, 
the Pacific to San Franclacv, to Denver, to 
Philadelphia. A remarkable incident in 
connection with the sending of this card 
around the world was that it left Phila- 
delphia on the 4 p.m. train, was gone four 
months, reached Philadelphia upon its re- 
turn on the 4th of the month and on the 
4 p.m. train, The entire distance travelled 
by the card was between 27,000 and 28,- 
000 miles. So successful was the poatal 
trip that many others soon emulated the 
Philadelphian, and atarted to test the efli- 
cacy of the world’s mai's Thore was a 
perfect flood of globe trotters in fact, and 
Britaln entered protest.

At the timeof the shooting, which oecur- 
red at 10a, mon January 3rd, it will be 
recollected Mrs. Carrotherd claimed that 
sho had gone down to the river and drew 
up a pail of water and that she heard 
the shots while there. Evidence has 
been sectired by Detective’ Murray showing 
that the river was frozen over solidly that 
morning and that no air hole bad been’ ‘ent 
in the ice, consequently the woman was not 
telling the'truth. © As she was alone if the 
house with her husband, suspicion ‘natural- 
ly fastened upon her when it-was discovered 
that the wounds in deceased's head could 
not hay Cc bean self inflicted, 

William Fotheringham, whose name has 
been connected with the case, is not sus- 

vected of knowing anything of the murder, 
Te is still at Rat Portage and has lost the 
money he invested in the Rainy River pro- 
perty, the mill having been seized by the 
sheriff recently. ‘He is a bachelor, and had 
known both Carrothers and his wife for 
years before he induced them to go to 
Rainy River. In fact, Fotheringham and 
Nettie Slack (Mrs. Carrothers) were school- 
mates. Rumor has it. that they have 
been intimate for years, but Fotheringham 
positively denies that there was anything 
yetween them at anytime. The theory of 
Detectiye Murray is that after discoyerin, 
Fotheringham and his wife scuffling and 
Grating Hits employer away Carrothers kept 
referring to the matter daily until, finally, 
his wife shot him down. 

Mrs, Carrothers only remained in the dis- 
trict a few days after her husband's death, 
coming to St. Mary's. Her two children 
aro now at Mr. Carrother’s father in Blanch- 
ford. Mrs, Carrothers has been visiting in 
Toronte on several occasions since. her re- 
turn. 

The note alleged to haye been written by 
Carrothers stating that he contemplated 
suicide has been compared with documents 
known to have been in Carrothers’ hand- 
writing, and Connor O'Dea of this city states 
that they are altogether dissimilar. De- 
tective Murray thinks he knows who wrote 
the letter, 

Mrs. Carrothers is known to have been an 
expert shot with the pistol, and it is beliey- 
ed she first shot her hota from behind, 
and as he reeled and turned he received the 
second bullet in the face,

tho lcopard’s body; tho brute loft the 
ayoo, and tried to work Ilself up the shaft 
of the spear to get ab at his new assallant, 
but it only succeeded in toarlng his clothes, 
Nazina escaplog unhurt. 

A wmistri ran in to olub it, 
clawed on the chin for his pains, Neziva 
holding on to his spear all the time. By 
this time the others, who had bolted when 
the leopard charged, had returned, and the 
leopard was clubbed to death. It was a 
full grown young male, probably about four 
years old. 


The Oldest Living Horse. 


Ivanhoe Has Lived Moro Than Forty Seven 
Yours. 


The oldest horse on record Is owned by 
Major Robert Mass, of Loulsyille, Ky., 
who possesses papers proving its age to be 
something over forty-seven years, says the 
Rider and Driver. Ivanhoe, as he 1s call- 
ed, is a large bay, with a white spot on his 
forehead, and up to afew years ago, of a 
gentle, affectionate disposition, but has 
grown peevish and capricious with his jn- 
crenalng age. 

This, howeyer, is shown only towards 
stranzersa, while he ls devoted to his mas- 
er and his children, who play about him 
with perfect fearlessness, Ivanhoe was 
atolen several times durivg the civil war, 
bat Invariably made his way back in 
safety to his pasture, having contrived in 
some way to escape from his captors. 

He bears on the right flauk the scar of 
a gunshot wound received in the Mexican 
war, at the battle of Buona Vista, whilo 
ridden by Major Mata’s grandfather. 

lt Is over thirty years since Iyanhoe has 
known bridle or harness, but spends his 
deys strolilng about his pasture, into 
which he will allow no other horse to be 
placed, but will resent all intrusions with a 
vigorous use of his teeth and heels. His 
facultivs all appear unimpaired, with the 
exception of a total deafness, reeulting 
from a severe attack of a disease prevalent 
a few yoars ago. 

Far from being feeble. Ivanhoe moves 
briskly abcut, and will often permit two 
or three of the younger children to mount 
and ride him about the pasture. He has, 
however, lost nearly all of his teeth, and 
lives upon boiled corn and other soft food. 

He made his last appearance in public 
at the cattle fair held in Lexington Inet 
Fall, and came home perfectly denuded of 
of his mane and tall by people securing 
thus relics of tho oldest horse kaown.

Duty on Foreign Cars. 

Wasruneton, Aug., 17,—Phe> Treasury 
Department was recently requested to make 
a ruling on the following gorse iene ‘Tf a 
United States company builds cars in this 
country and leases them toa Canadian rail 
road to be operated on business. in both 
countries, and in which! eaoh company real 
izes a portion of the earnings, should duty 
be charged on said cars?” Acting Secretary 
Middleton makes this statement; 

“T have to state that without considering 
the question whether the interests of Ameri- 
ca and American stockholders are identical 
in this case, which is not pertinent to the in- 
guiry, paragraph No. 493 of the Act of Octo- 
tee 1, 1890, exempts from duty “articles the 
zrowth, produce and manufacture of the 

Jnited States when returned after having 
beer exported, without having been advanced 
in value or improved in condition by any pro- 
cess of nanufacture or other means; but proof 
of the identity of such articles shall be made, 
under general regulations, etc., and in case 
your inquiry relates to the importation at 
some future time of said cars, such provision 
of law would seem to apply. If however, 
your inquiry relates to the daily or weekly 
passing of such cars across the Canadian 
rattler the cars wonld be governed by theo 
principle enunciated in section No. 9549, a 
copy of which is herewith enclosed.” 

That decision was that cars engaged in 
regular traftic between Canada and the 
United States cannot be considered as jm- 
portations subject to duty.

irrégular, and were in point of face resorted 
todnty because of the existence of some 
hipdrance toa union in the usual way. 
Parties who felb it necessary to have the

wick on many occosfons to bestow the 
nuptial blessing with sooty handé and black 
bogrimed face. 

On this moonlight night in spring the 
silyer light shone silently down on the 
white bars of the toll gate, on the tollman’s 
house, and on the low roofed buildings on 
tho opposite side of the road, where was 
the public house in which the marriage 
ceremonivs were performed.

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The story of tho Grit rascality in connec- 
tion with the Bale de Chaleurs Rallway Is 
thus clearly told by the Mail: 

As we have the story now the clroum- 
stances are simply thesao: The local Gov- 
ernment of Quebec granted a subsidy of 
$280,000 to this line, and exactly $100,000 
of this money has been stolen. 

Tho history of the theft dates back to the 
last sesslon of the Logislature, Ab that 
time a remarkable more was mado with re- 
gard to the railway. Coerclye moasures 
were taken to wrest tho railway from the 

original proprietors, and to transfer it and 
{ts profits toothermen. The coercion took 
the form of an Act of the Leglslature au- 
thorizing the Government on fifteen days’ 
notice to declare the charter of any company 
null and void. Mr. Morcier pushed this 
through the House, and in doing so quoted 
the Baie des Ohaleurs Railway Company 
as one of the organizatlons whose 
charter might be forfelted. At the 
same timo the land grant to the Oom- 
pany was commuted into’a grant of $280,- 
000 In cash, This money was to be de- 
voted to the payment of claims upon the 
old company. The provision as to the dis- 
position of the subsidy was most unusual, 
and, provided a responsible corporation 
with money at Its back were to take over 
the road,altogether unnecéSsary. lt stands 
to reason thata new company would, under 
its charter, have to assume the obligations 
of the old, and would be compelled to pay 
these obligations out of Its resources, Al- 
though no provision on this point had been 
made in the Subsidy Act, when, later on, 
the new company was formed, the Govern- 
ment by order-in-Council sot forth the 
manner in which tho subsidy of $280,000 
was to be expended. A friend and conti- 
dant of the Government, together with a 
director of the company, was to certify to 
the claims, and thereupon they were to be 
pald. It followed under this arrangement 
that the Government and the company had 
but todeclde upon boodle and the boodle 
would be forthcoming. Now look at the 
position of the old company in the light of 
the powerthe Government held in itshands, 
The Government could destroy the 
charter and deprive the company 
of {ts position withoub award- 
ing itacent. It could farther, under the 
disguise of old claims, seize with the con- 
tent of the new company, to whom Ib was 
giving all the property, such portions of 
the subsidy as it might covet. The trans- 
actions since the alterations In the laws 
affecting the company are here worth look- 
ing Into. In the first place the Govern- 
ment did not nogotlate direct for the 
formation of a new syndicate. Thero can 
be little doubt thatif Mr. Abbot of Mr. 
Mowat were transferring a charter and a 
subsidy from one company to another ho 
would deal with principals. But Mr. Mer- 
cier first, and hls acting Premier, Mr. 
Garneau, afterwards, bargained through 
an intermediary, Mr. Ernest Pacaud, 
a politician who, it ls stated by Mr. Arm- 
strong, charges commissions for the busi- 
ness he transacts with the Government, 
wud who further controls the Liberal 
political funds in Quebec.

The grafts were placed about three-quar

The physicians wanted the reporters’ te 
take ot but they refused. The mumber 
of grafte Lo be taken was Indéfinite at first 
and the doctors only answered that they 
wanted as many as the three were willing t« 
give. 

After haying ten picces taken from his 
arm the first reporter increased the limit te 
fifteen, then twenty and finally to twenty 
seven. Dr. Bates had taken ten pieces of 
flesh from the second reporte raarm as Dr, 
Ward cut the twenty-se venth piece fron 
his subject’sarm. « The second reporter ther 
took the seat vacated by the first, and the 
third bared his arm for Dr. Bates to cut. 

The third reporter didn't seem to mind 
the operation at all for his entire attention 
was contred upon the pretty nurse girl lean 
ing over his shoulder, As piece after piece 
until the twenty-seventh was reached waz 
clipped from his arm he did not seem to 
mind it as much as he would a mosquito 
bite, for he continued to talk pleasant 
things to the nurse girl, and was happy when 
he learned she was Miss Morganousky. 
Finally the cuts were all taken and cighty- 
one grafts had been placed on Mra. Scott's 
hip. 

The grafted spot was covered with rub- 
ber tissue made antiseptic in a solution of 
boracic acid. A dressing of gauze soaked 
in the same acid was laid over this and 
then bound with oa bandage of gauze. 

The wounds on the reporters’ arms were 
lressed with an iodoform gauze bandage, 
covered with plain gauze. Neither of the 
three complained of extreme pain for there 
really was none, It was tho anticipation 
of what was coming and the first graft 
which was the worst, 

The insertion of the tenaculum does not 
bother one, but when the scissors are ap 
plied the sensation is that of burning.

FIGHT WITH WILDCATS. 


After Mutilating a Physician One Chloro-: 
forms Itself. 


Hampurc, Oonn., Aug. 18.—Dr, 8S. A. 
Collins, a physician practicing in this vicin- 
ity, had a terrible encounter with a wildcat, 
or lynx, a few days ago in a locality known 
as the ‘‘devil’s hopyand.” The doctor was 
driving through the catryon when two wild- 
cats sprang from the boughs of a homlock treo 
under which the carriage passed. One of the 
animals landed on the haunches of the horse, 
the other dropped into the bottom of the 
carriage and fastened its teeth in the flesh of 
the doctor’s leg. 

The terrified horse ran away and soon 
freed itself fromthe carriage. The animal 
that attacked the doctor strove to ect its 
claws and teeth into his face and throat. 
This the doctor prevented, but his arms and 
chest were terribly lacerated, and he soon 
grew weak from pain. In an inside pocket 
of his coat he carried a small medicine case, 
In the struggle this fell out and attracted 
the attention of the wild cat, who 
began to claw it and tear it with 
his teeth. The doctor attempted to draw 
his revolver, but before he could do so he 
fainted. 

He was discovered, still unconscious, by 
a farmer returning from Salem Corner. In 
the bottom of the carriage, among a lot of 
broken bottles, lay the wildcat in a deep 
stupor. In tearing the medicine case it had 
broken a bottle of chloroform, and the con- 
tents had stupetied him. I weighed fifty-

Suddenly the wind increased and the can- 
vas covering over the pavilion was torn 
asunder by the force of the wind, Almost 
at the same time the huge cloud burst and 
deluged 10,000 people with water until 
they were literally soaked to the skin. A 
stampede followed the carrying away of the 
roof, men, women and children rushing 
helter-skelter for places of refuge. Many 
wore knocked down and trampled upon, but 
nobody was seriously injured, ‘The ninsical 
competitions were resumed under damper 
though still enthusiastic auspices, 

The French Fleet, 

Lonpon, Aug. 19,-—The fleet of French 
war vessels, Which has recently been visiting 
Cronstadt and whose officers have beén re- 
eecived with much marked enthusiasin at 
that port and at St, Petersburg was off 
Dover this morning. The fleet wasslowly 
steaming down the channel ancl will arrive 
in the Solant to-morrow. Admiral Gervais 
and the senior ofticers of the French squad- 
ron will have the honor of dining with the 
Queen at Osborne , Palace Thursday night, 
and Her Majesty will review both the visut+ 
ing French fleet and the British fleet off 
Portsmouth on Friday. The French upon 
arrival off the east end of the Isle of Wight 
will be met by a portion of the British fleet 
end escorted through Spithead Road to 
Cowes when they will anchor in full view of 
Osborne Palace. The French officers will 
be entertained at the town hall, Portsmouth, 
by the British naval authorities. The French 
minister in Waddington is expected to be 
present. Following the review the French 
officers will attend the ball to be given the 
mayor of Portsmouth at the town hah,

EUROPEAN T RADE. 


Switzerland's Interference with a Promis- 
ing Projected Zollverein. 
Vienna, Aug. 19.—The Swiss, Austrian and 
German delegateson Saturday last discussed 
the fresh Swiss proposals in connection with 
the projected commercial league; but, it is 
now definitely announced, they were unable 
to agree upon them and eventually decided 
upon an indefinite postponement of the 
negotiations. The news a the rupture has 
produced a deep impression in political 
circles in Rome, Switzerland has been 
Italy's best customer for the last two years, 
France and then the United States coming 

next. 

It is openly stated here that if Switzer- 
land continues to refuse to grant the con- 
cessions demanded by Austria and Germany 
that the value of any commercial arrange- 
ments made at Munich between Austria, 
Germany, and Italy wall be greatly impaired, 
as it was understood that the arrangements 
made at Berne or at Viena were’ to form 
the -basis of | the entire scheme. 
Italy is « large consumer of tho 
manufactures of Germany and Austria, 
who desire to secure her trade, while they 
themselves buy but little of Italy, whose 
willingness to join, the commercial league, 
which would injureher best customers for 
“the benefit of her poorest, mystifies all out- 
siders, though it may be perfectly clear to 
those who are pulling the wires at the pre- 
sent moment. The Austrian and Geruiia 
delegates have already started for Muniect.. 


Destroyed by Cloudburets, 

Sr, Joseru, Mo., Aug. 19.—Much proper- 
ty was lost yesterday by a cloudburst in the 
vicinity of the Hundred and Two and Platt 
rivers, at the Agency. The water rose 
twenty feet in six hours, and from twelve 
to fifteen farms were ruined, 

Houses, barns and stock were swept away 
and crops in the fields ruined. Many nar- 
row es@ipes are reported, .but no lives are 
yet known to be lost. Another cloudburst 
in the same place fellowed this morning, 
causing more damage, but particulars have 
not yet been obtained. 


Manipur Execution, 

Cavcurra, Aug. 18.—The execution of the 
Manipur princes has created a profound 
sensation throughont India. The newspapers 
printed in the native language ahead 2 con- 
domn the so-called hurried orders issued for 
the execution, which was hastened lest 
English opinion should witlergo achange in 
favor of the condemned princes after the 
publication of their defence. The manner 
of the Tongal general's execution particular- 
ly greatly shocked native feeling. It is 
said he was too ill to stand up “and that his 
excentionérs were obliged to lift him upon a 
stool before the drop fell.

Breminenam, Ala., Aug, 19 The late 
reports of the lynching of Monroe Evans 
and his son John, near Bailytown, by 
Whitecaps, say that fatlier and son were 
hanged with a single rope.

CHINESE AND FOREIGNERS. 


Serious Rumors of Future Trouble Come 
From Shanghai. 


Suanoiar, August 18.—There is no dis- 
guising the fact that a most serious state of 
affairs political exists in this country at the 
present moment, and the combined fleets of 
the Powers may be called upon at any mo- 
ment to take effective action, ‘The danger 
clouds have been seen on the horizon for 
months past, und the smouldering fires 
caused by the agitation existing against 
foreigners and others among the populace 
have repeatedly broken out into flame, but 
apparently without, until quite recently, 
revealing the strength of the voleano, which 
is threatening a most disastrous outbreak. 
Internal affairs undoubtedly are the inward 
and actial cause of the displays of ill feel 
ing against foreigners, which are only the 
outward signs of the movement in progress, 

Tn this city at present a state of great ox- 
citement prevails at the increased and still 
increasing tension between the Chinese 
government and the Ministers of the for- 
eign Powers. From all appearances the 
former are obstinate in their refusal to re- 
dress the injury done to foreigners during 
the recent riots. Some people say the goy- 
ernment dare not take this step demanded 
in common justice to the Powers for fear of 
incurring a storm of popular disapproval; 
in any case there is no doubt as to the ob 
stancy of the refusal to right the wrongs in- 
flicted upon the foreign residents of China. 

A NAVAL ATTACK POSSIBLE, 

Onthe other hand there is also no reason 
to doubt that if the Chinese authorities 
do not yield to the firm demands of the 
Ministers of the Powers céncerted hostile 
action upon the part of the war vessels to 
the various nations represented in these

Mare resisted the sweep of the torrent. At 
length, however, the foundations wore un- 
dermined and the whole structure tumbled 
into the river. A number of natives were 
on the bridge whon the accident happened. 
The bridge went down before the people 
were aware of their danger, A great many 
were thrown into the river.

Canada and the Spanish West Indies, 


Hauirax, N, S., Aug. 19.—The British 
Colonial Office has given an official opinion 
regarding the effect of the treaty between 
Great Britain and Spain that will imme- 
diately raise a question between those two 


countries and the United States. Notwith- 
standing the treaty recently negoti- 
ated between Mr, Blaine and the 


Spainish Government, prayiding _ recip- 
rocal arrangements between the United 
Statesand the Spanish West Indies, which 
‘oes into effect about 15 days hence, the 
sritish Government asserts that under the 
treaty of 1886 all products’ of Great 
Britain and British colonies are entitled 
to bo admitted into the ports of 
Cuba and Porta Rica upon precisely 
the same terms as those on which the 
products of the United States are to be ad- 
mitted under the new treaty. If the Brit- 
ish contention.is admitted by the Spanish 
Government Mr. Blaino’s new treaty will 
be practically worthless for two years at any 
rato,

terminate the treaty of 1886,

A miasionary of twenty yoars’ experfence 
in Pekin, elie —_ yy, 

“On the 18th of June the Emperor of 
China Issued a very important decree, in 
view of the recent frequent disturbances In 
some of the southern and central provinces. 
In it, after expressing surprise at the alm- 
ultaneous occurrence of these disturbances, 
he commands the governors and other high 
officlals of the provinces to search out the 
leaders of the mobs and have them exe- 
cuted. He declares the preaching of the 
Gospel permitted by the treaty, and’ that 
the doctrines are good, exhorting the people 
to virtue, and oaylog that there ja no con- 
flict between Christianity and cit!zenship, 
that the instigators of the mobs are moved 
by a wish to rob, and commanding all the 
Governors and military cflizers of high 
rank to institute measures to protect the. 
merchants and missionaries in pereon aid 
property, according to decrees repeatedly 
issued, threatening, if the moasures devised 
are not effective, to have the oflicials rea- 
ponsible reported for punishment. Theso, 
I belleve, are the chief poluts. I have no 
doubt that the publication of the decree 
will do gocd In restraining disturbances. 
1f the varlous Goyernora issue proclamation 
as they are commanded to do, the know- 
ledge that the government hore intends to 
protect tho lives and property of foreigners 
will become known throughout the Em- 


pire.”

That in 1888 Edward Cochrane corruptly 
agreed to obtain the position of Government 
lighthouse keeper at Presque Isle Point, for 
one Hedly Simpson in consideration of 
two promissory notes of $100 each hand- 
ed to one James Stanley, who re- 
coiyed them and placed them in a 
bank for the use of Edward Cochrane per- 
sonally or for political purposes, That Simp- 
son paid the notes and was in pursuance of 
such corrupt bargain given the appointment; 
that in 1889 Edward Cochrane promised to 
Arundel Simpson that he would procure him 
the position of keeper of one i the swin 
bridges over the Moxray, Canal if hewould 
pay the said Cochrane the sum of $200 
and give a life lease of his farm; that 
subsequently it was corruptly agreed to 
between Wesley Goodrich and Edward 
Cochrane that if Edward Cochrane would 
procure the appointment of Goodrich 
to that position, Goodrich would pay him 
$200 and execute to Obadiah Simpson, fa- 
ther of Arundel Simpson, ao life lease of his 
farm with condition on lease that if Wesley 
Goodrich lost the appointment the said lease 
would be cancelled; that in pursuance of 
that corrupt bargain Wesley Goodrich paid 
the money and executed the lease, and caus- 
ed his wife to execute the same to the said 
Obadiah Simpson on part of lot 18 in second 
concession of the country for the rent of 
one pepper corn a year, and on the condition 
thatif Goodrich should be released ordischarg- 
ed the lease would terminate. That tho said 
Edward Cochrane while he was member of 
Parliament and had the patronage of the 
Government in such county corruptly enter- 
ed into other corrupt contracts with other 
persons, that if ‘ach persons would pay cer- 
tain sums of money they would receive 
from the Government the position 
of keeper or keepers of bridges 
on said canal and that in pursuance of such 
corrupt bargains such payments were made 
and such appointments received that the 
said Edward Cochrane, during such period, 
made offers to other persons, which offers 
were not finally carried out. 

Mr, Cameron said he did not propose to 
take any further step at present, He was 
not the guardian of the honor of the House. 
That matter rested with occupants of the 
Government benches. He would leave it 
with them at all events for the present. 

Sir John Thompson suggested that the 
matter should stand until to-morrow, In 
the meantime the members of the House 
could consider it,

SIR HECTOR AGAIN. 


Ho Nover Asked Starrs to Withdraw His 

FEaquimault Graving Dock Tender, 

Orrawa, Aug. 20,—-In the Privileges and 
Klections Committee yeute rday Sir Hector

Bay-Windowed Palace on Wheels, 
(Montreal Witness, Aug. 19) 

The magnificont car *‘Jeannette,” of the 
Harris Palatial Car Company, arrived at 
the Windsor depot of the O.P.R, yesterday 
afternoon, with Mr, Louis J. Harris, the 
designer, on board en route to his home in 
Boston, Mass., from a visit to Toronto. 
He Is a practical railway man, who poesos- 
sed the {dea that he could improve on the 
palace cars now in use. He appears to 
have succeeded. The car was built by the 
Wason Manufasturipg Company, io Spring- 
field, Mass., and is tho first of its kind. 
Even the exterior of the car shows different 
lines from those usually seen, and instead 
of the bottom showing # straight line from 
one end to the other, with long supporting 
truss rods between the tracks, this car 
body drops down about a foot between 
the trucks, taking the place of truss rods. 
The car is 66 feed long, and is painted 
a dark green, relieved with gold 
leaf, while the platforms are enclosed by 
heavy bronzs railings. As one enters It 
at the rear his attention Is first attracted 
by a woll furnished kitchen, complete In 
every detail, with numborless cupbvards, 
and a refrigerator atonoend. Then comes 
the gentlemen’ lavatory, elegant and per- 
fect.

was in Toronto all Monday trying to fix 
things up, but he was told pretty straight 
by Johnston and others that they'd have to 
toll what money they gaye him if asked 
What objected Lo was that he 
should be put in the box first and be the one 
to give the man away His conduct to-day 
bears this out For over an hour he de 
clined to answer how much he gave Seneeal. 
At last he admited over $1000, Johnston 
and Patterson’s defence, and that of the 
others who are to be implicated, um that 
their business is to sell goods, and to use 
every means to sell them. But Senecal’s 
aworn duty was not to boodle, and to pro- 
tect the public purse, His head will go in 
the basket with Arnoldi’s. 

But the darkest chapter is yelto come out. 
A professional boodler from Toronto by the 
name of Smith was paid $2000 to go to Ot- 
tuwa and pull wires to prevent a Montreal 
type foundry from getting the bulk of the 
contract for type, The first idea was to 
give it toa Canadian house. Whoemployed 
Smith is not yet known to the committee, 
so it is said. 

When the committee met yesterday Mr. 
Brown Chamberlain, Her Majesty's Printer, 
and Mr, H, J. Bronskill were examined in 
regard to the purchase of printing paper and 
envelopes. Mr. Bronskill acknowledged that 
he had received from Mu farlanc, Austin & 
Co., Montreal, 870 or 880 commission on a 
purchase of paper in 1890, amounting to 
$450. That was the only commission he said 
he had received. He admitted he had re- 
cejyod money from Mr, P. T. Perrott of 
Barber & Ellis Company, which he looked 
tipon as loans. Th 1590 he had received $200 
to take his people to the seaside. That money 
had come by letterand had bocn sent because 
of the intimacy between him and Mr, Perrott, 
In May of this year he received $100 from 
Mr, Perrott in Ottawa, to pay life insurance 
to in June he received 8100 of an advance 
to send his people to the seaside. No 
notes orreceipts had been given for either 
of these accounts and no acknowledge- 
ment of the indebtedicss had been given 
at the time. The payments were made 
by Mr. Perrott in Mr. Bronskill’s office. 
Two weeks ago he had sent Mr. 
Perrott a note for $100 to cover the 
June advance. He had come to the Print- 
ing Bureau June 1, 1889. The only money 
he had received was the $200 in 1890 and 
the $200 in May and June he had received 
from Barber & Ellis Co., and that was the 
only firm he had received money from. 
Witness protested that these matters were 
purely personal and had nothing to do with 
the bureau. Witness did not know Mr, 
Perrott before he took his office in the 
bureau. 

Mr. J. 'T, Johntson, manager of the Toron- 
to Type Foundry, was called. He had sold 
$10,000 worth of type, ete., to Mr. Senecal, 
supérintendent of the printing bureau, at 
different times. He was asked if he had 
paid Mr. Senecal any money and answered, 
“Not as a commission.” When he was 
asked if he had before or since the sale of 
the material to Mr. Senecal paid him any 
money by way of gift, loan, or in any other 
way, Witness refused to answer. “He said 
he had other business transactions with Mr, 
Senccal. The refused question was repeat- 
ed and witness said he thought it was his 
own affair—a private matter entirely, 

The chairman told the witness he would 
have to answer, but he remained obstinate,

SENECAL'S STORY.

Mr. Johntson returned and admittod that 
he had paid M, Senecal small sums of money, 
which would amount prabably to more than 
81000, There was no arrangement of any 
kind about it, Tho payments were yolun- 
tary.

Only when the unfortunate wretch 
vad done speaking and when the priest had 
eplied to his plea for forgiveness, did. the 
atter permit the hangman to proceed, The 
neident cansed intense excitement among

In due course 
f time the drop fell and Conway disappear- 
Immediately afterward the 
yriest began to read the confession of the 
wowing man, in which Conway said he was 
ntoxicated when he murdered the boy and 
hat his reason for taking the boy's life was 
hat ho had morbid curiosity to observe the 
»rocess of «lying, While the priest was read- 
ng Conway's confession a sound was heard 
from the weaffoll as if a quantity of water 
vere falling. Tnvestdyation was made by 
he hangman and the prison oflicials, and to 
their horror they found that the sound was 
maused by blood pouring upon the prison 
loor from Conway’s neck, The fall had been 
10 Severe that the criminal’s head had been 
practically torn from his body; in fact the 
read was only held to the body by the 
nuscles of the neck, ‘The hamgman was 
lamed for the bungling.

Beavis, Aug, 21.—The managers of the 
railways entering ‘reves are making exten- 
uve preparations for enormous passenger 
raftic, The trains announced for Sunday 
will be able to bring 60,000 pilgrims to 
reves for contemplation of the Holy Coat.

Orrawa, Aug. 2! In the House yeator 
day the Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms re ported 
that ho had gone to Quebeo and nude dill 
went seareh for Thomas MeoGreevy at his 
jrouse, offico and elsewhere, and could not 
find him Ho was informed that Mr. Me 
Greevy had left Quebeo by the Grand Pronk 
Railway, but could not find his destination, 
and believed that Mr. MeGreevy had le 
parted sovoral hours before he left Otlawa 

Mr. Cameron (Huron) annonneed that he

As to the allegations made 
in paragraphs 5 and 6 of the second branch 
of the charges, I ty, a before, that 
no such corrupt agreement as related 
in paragraph five was made hetweeu me 

and Goodrich either directly or indirect- 
ly. I desire to statey however, in relation to 
this charge that Goodrich paid $200 towards 
liquidation of deposit which had heen ad- 
vanced by persons other than myself soveral 
years before on the contestation of a local 
election in which I was not a candidate nor 
interested, oxcept as oneof the party, and 
none of the said money was received by me 
for any personal use, or for any political 
benefit, other than as above stated, It had 
been understood that I would recommend for 
appointinent to the bridge an old man named 
Obadiah Simpson, An arrangement was 
made between Goodrich and Simpson by 
which Simpson was to take a life lease of 
Goodrich’s farm. This arrangement was in 
no way for my benefit, personal or political, 
and I derived no advantage therefrom.”

Given to Sir Hector by Contractors Starrs 
and O' Hanley, 

Orrawa, Aug. 21.—Mr. Starrs of the firm 
of Starrs & O'Hanley, contractors, was re 
called before the Privileges and Election 
Committes, which met yesterday, and 
again examined in regard to the evidence of 
Sir Hector Langevin yesterday. Sir Hector 
denied that he sent for Mr. Starra andasked 
him to withdraw their tender for the con- 
struction of the Esquimalt graving dock, 
although he admitted showing Mr, Starrs 
the report of Mr, Perley, giving an estimate 
ofthe work. ‘To-day Mr. Starrs corroborat- 
ed the evidence he already gave and flatly 
contradicted thestatementiofSir Hector, He 
(Starrs) said that their tender was with- 
ilrawn after two interviews with Sir Hector, 
who told him that his figures were too 
low to complete the work; that there 
would be no extras; that none would 
be allowed, and that the work 
was all plain and would not admit of extras. 
The minister gave Mr, Starrs some time to 
consider the matter. At the second inter- 
view Mr. Starrs told Sir Hector that he 
would withdraw, although he was satisfied 
his figures were high enough, because he 
thought that he (the minister) did not wish 
him to have the work. The letter to with- 
draw the tender was written in the depart- 
ment that day by Mr. Starrs, and the state- 
ment that the amount for the contract was 
too low was incorrect, it being placed there 
to satisfy Sir Hector Langevin. 

Mr. O'Hanloy was next examined and cor- 
roborated all that Mr. Starrs had said. It 
will be remembered that the day after the 
Starrs and O'Hanley tender was withdrawn 
the Minister prepared his memorandum to 
the council, granting the contract to Larkin, 
Connolly & Co. This closed the evidence.

The Sun Becoming Spotted Again, 

Tho oyes of astronomers are once more 
dirooted with ronowed Interosb to the face 
of the sun, which this yoar has shown a 
decided increase in the alze and numbor of 
black spots upon Its surface, 

These spots are great sink-holes{n the sun 
into which are descending vapors, that are 
cooler and consequently darker than tho 
surrounding surfaco. There ts an Intimate 
connection betweon the spots and cortaiu 
explosions or eruptions that ocour on the 
sun, by which vast quantities of glowlog 
hydrogen and vaporized motals are cast up 
to an enormous helght, as stones and ashes 
aro thrown out by volcanoes on the earth, 

The late Fathor Secchi, « celebrated Ltal- 
ian astronomer, thought that the spots were 
caused by the sotcliny down of the materlals 
thus cast for.h, which had been partially 
cooled and condensed in tholr lofty flight. 

Great sun-spots are frequently completely 
encircled by tremendous eruptions, which 
sometimes hurl the dozzling substance of 
the sun two or throo thousand miles high, 

Tho question whether sun-spots exercise 
avy influence upon the weather, if so what 
the effect is, has naturally arisen again now 
that the spots are coming back. 

It is certain that extraordinary outbursts 
in the sun produce violent magnotie disturb- 
auces upon the earth, and splendid displays 
of the aurora borealis, or Northern lights, 
which are caused by atmospheric olec- 
tricity. 

It has been also suspocted that certain 
destructlye storms, like the Western tor- 
nadoes and the typhoons of the China Sea, 
are more freqaont when sun spots are most 
numerous, but this rematns to be proven 
by further observations, 

A fact to be kept in mind when thinking 
of the influence of disturbances on the sun, 
is that while tho earth would be swallowed 
up completely if dropped into some of the 
san-spot holes that to us look- like mere 
specks on the solar surface, the sun, on the 
other hand, is so large tbab although its 
distance from us Is nearly 93,000,000 miles, 
yet only a little moro than 1000 suns laid 
in a row touching one another, would reach 
the earth.

about 1400 civil servants. About one per 
cent of them, aftera great interval in which 
there does not appear to have been any 
special investigation into their conduct, have 
been found to be guilty of many irregulari- 
tics, and some of them of gross dishonc Shy, 
There has been a group of contractors w ho 
have succeeded in imposing greatly to our 
loss on one of the departments. He hoped 
they had put a final stop to that. There are 
rogues in all communities, and the best we 
can do is to prevent them if possible from 
doing further injury and punish them severe- 
ly when their offences are discovered. 

Mr. Abbott concluded: If we shall sue- 
ceed in obtaining from the commission we 
propose to appoint a sensible and 
presecel scheme for condficting the 
yusiness of the departments, we haye 
in eontemplation the appointinent 
of a person who shall occupy a position 
similar to that of the Auditor-General, that 
is to say independent toa great degree of 
the Government or of party. 

Mr. MacInnes (Burlington): Does it in: 
clude a permanent Ciyil Service Commis- 
Bion? 

Mr, Abbott: We have not considered the 
propriety of having a Civil Service Commis- 
sion. We propose theappointinent of a com- 
mission who shall investigate and report 
upon the best mode of conducting the 
public business; but I doubt ifcircumstances 
would justify the expense of a permanent 
commission and I think more over that the 
measure which I have stated we 
template would have in a large degree the 
same effect as a permanent commis- 
sion. That is to say the appoint- 
ment of an_ official standing — in- 
dependent of party and of the Government 
of the day to a large extent very much as 
the present Auditor-General docs who might 
be called the comptroller or inspector or any 
other name that might properly describe his 
office, whose duty would be something 
analagous to thas of the inspector ofa bank. 
He would have a right to enter every de- 
partment of the service when he chose and 
investigate the conduct of the employes and 
officials, scrutinize the management of the 
way in which its work was done. In fact, to 
look thoroughly from time to time into the 
finances of the department as well as the 
mode in which the business of every depart- 
ment is conducted and the mode in which 
the clerks and employes of that department 
are doing their duty and report upon 
those subjects accordingly. By these 
means what we hope to attain by those 
methods is this, we hope to arrive at a 
better system—at a mare complete system 
by which the affairs of the country will 
be managed in a_ business-like way; 
and if we carry out what we further 
contemplate we hope to obtain the service 
of a person of standing who will have the 
confidence of the public and who will make 
it his business aad duty from time to time to 
supervise the operations and workings of 
every department of the service; and by 
these means we shall hope to prevent in 
future a recurrence of the unfortunate cir 
cumstances that have developed themselves 
during the present session.

onthe Insanity of Borrowing Trouble

Lord Will Look Out For You. 


Brookiyx, Aug. 16,—Dr. Talmage hos 
returned = from Sis western tour rein 
vigorated {n health and cheered by the 
heart¥ and enthusiastic greetings he haa re 
ceived in the numerous cfties he has visited 
Thousands of persons who have read his 
in their local newspapers have 
struggled to got within sound of his voice 
whorever hohas spoken, His sermon this 
woek is on the very common and foolish 
habit of borrowing trouble, and his text is 

Matthew vi, 34, ‘‘ Sufficient unto the day 1s 
tho evil thereof.” 

The life of every man, woman and child 
is as clos sly under the divine care as though 
such person were the only man, woman or 
child. There are no accidents. As there 
is a law of storms in the natural world, so 
thero is a law of trouble, a law of disaster, 
a law of misfortune; but the majority of the 
troubles of life are imaginary, and the 
most of those anticipated never come. At 
any rate, there is no cause of complaint 
against God, See how much he hath 
done to make thee happy; his sunshine 
filling the earth with glory, making rain- 
bow for the storm and halo for the 
mountain, greenness for the moas, saffron 
for the cloud and crystal for the billow, 
and procession of bannered flame through 
the opening gates of the morning, chaf- 
finches to sing, rivers to glitter, seas to 
chant, and springs to blossom, and over- 
powering all other sounds with its song, and 
overarching all other splendor with its 
triumph, covering up all other beauty with 
its garlands, and outflashing all other 
thrones with its dominion—deliverance for 
a lost world through the Great Redeemer, 

I discourse the sin of borrowing trou- 
ble. 

First, such a habit of mind and heart {s 
wrong, because it puts one into a des- 
pondenoy that ill fits him for duty. I 
“lanted two rose bushes in my garden. 
he one thrived beautifully, the other per- 
ished. I found the dead one on the shady 
side of the house. Our giepositions, like 
our plants, need sunshine, Expectancy of 
repulse is the cause of many secular and 
religious failures. Fear of bankruptoy has 
uptorn many a fine business and sent the 
man dodging among the note shavers. Fear 
of slander and abuse has often invited all 
tho long beaked vultures of scorn and back- 
biting. Many of the misfortunes of life, 
like Lvaias, flee if you courageously mect 
them. :

That is to say, because of the “bood- 
log" of certain officials,some of whom have 
been dismissed from the public service, and

But, of course, 
modesty and veracity are not the most pro- 
minent characteristics of the Grit party, 
which the late Slr Francis Hlacks—who at 
one time led them, and therefore knew well 
whereof he spoke—chara>terized as an 
“organized hypocrisy.”

The Count of 
Mountebello immediately placed himself in

protests as to the lawlessness existing, and 
as to the outrage to which M. Raymond and 
his overseer hn heen subjected. As a result 
of these presentations, Rufier was furnished 
with the sum demanded by the brigands and 
started out to ransom his employerand him 
self, for M. Raymond's life was to be sac- 
rificed if his overseer failed to return, From 
that time nothing has been heard ot Rufier, 
and it is feared that both the Frenchmen 
have been killed, and that the brigands are 
enjoying « high carousal with the money ob 
tained through this their latest raid, 

The farm owned by Mr. Raymond is situ 
ated near the scene of the recent robbery, 
probably by the same band of brigands of 
the oriental express. Upon this occasion 
the brigands placed obstructions across the 
railroad tracks, derailed the express train 
and captured several German and English 
tourists. Among the captives were Herr Os- 
car Gregor, Herr Isracl, a banker of Berlin; 
Herr Maquel, a wealthy land owner of 
Siegelsdorf, Bavaria; Herr Oscar Kotysch, 
of Zorbig, Saxony, and others, 


THE KANSOM PAID. 


After reaching a place of safety the ban- 
dits sent Herr it to Constantinople, in- 
structing him to get the sum of $40,000 
within a specified time or else the captives 
would be ianghtered: Herr Isracl applied 
to the German Ambassador, Herr von Rad- 
owitz, who, after communicating with 
the Chancellor yon Caprivi, was authorized 
to advance the amount required. 

Anastasius is the name Of the chief of this 
band of brigands. Their depredations are 
likely to cost the Porte a good sum of money, 
as both the German and French Ambas- 
sador demand compensation for the Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen who have suffered at 
the brigands’ hands, and in addition the 
Porte will be required to refuse the ransoms 
extorted from the German and French Min- 
isters as the price of the lives of the citizens 
under their protection. 

The brigands who captured an Italian 
railroad inspector seventy miles from Saloni- 
can few days ago also captured the railroad 
foreman and some workmen. The managers 
of the railroad have received o letter from 
the inspector imploring them not to pursue 
the brigands but to pay a ransom of $10,000 
within two days.

Conductor Cassell signalled the engineer 
and got in the way car as soon as he could, 
the train started and the robbers climbed on 
top of it. They then climbed down and 
ran into a thicket. When Harlem was 
reached the engineer and forward brakeman 
wero informed of the robbery. When the 
train reached Kansas City the conductor 
made his repor’. yi 

The city authorities have been notified 
and efforts are being made to catch the 
desperadoes.

No; there is not much pleasure in crossing 
the ocean on the qreat steamships, with thoir 
miscellancous loads of emigrants and passen- 
gers, who are not always persons of marked 
refinement. The pleasant days are those 
passed along the coast, the trips from port to 
portin Brazil, the delightful halt in the Bay 
of Rio, whose wooded islands and tree-clad 
rocks suggest the Lender Japanese landscapes 
of Hiroshige, with a dozen Fuzi-yamas in the 
bac kground. The exuberant vegetation, the 
queer colored passengers tliat come on board 
on their way up or down the the 
multifarious incidents of landing in small 
boats, the countless monkeys and parrots 
that are stowed away in the bows of the 
ship—all this amuses for the moment, In 
deed, during the long ocean voyage from 
Pernambuco to Dakar, on the African coast, 
the chief distractions of the passengers and 
of the crew, when the charms of loto and 
piquet are exhausted, ure to behold the 
dreadful spectacle of the slaughtering of an 
ox on the foredde ck, to watch the operations 
of emptying and skinning the carcass, (q 
see the horrible red mass of meat dragged 
away and cut up, and then, for a change, 
to go and chat with the parrots and the 
) monkeys, 

The arrival at Dakar is a great event on 
the return journey, Although Dakar is in 
Africa, it seems to be the beginning of Rus 
rope, for the French flag is flying on the 
ctistom-house and the fort; the authoritias 
that come on board are French; the new 
passengers are mostly officers or government 
employes exhausted by Senegambiin fayers, 
but full of stirring stories of warlike adven- 
tures or paltry narratives of administrative 
intrigues. At Dakar, too, we take in coal 
and fresh vegetables and fruit. Lighters are 
moored alongside the great steamer, and ne- 

‘0 coal-heavers work furiously in the roast- 
ing sun. Meanwhile the King of Dakar ar- 
rives, clad in fine blue and white flowing 
robes, and wearing 4 voluminous turban. 
This monarch is a keen trader, and has con- 
tracts with the steamship companies for the 
supply of vegetables and froit, As we look 
over the buiwarks, we remark his cande 
rocking lazily on thé dazzling water, and 
laden with baskets of garden produce, which 
are being hoisted on to the lower deck, As 
we look down, we sec the heads of the conk’s 
boys protruding through the port-hole, and 
the gay Marseilles steward gesticulating 
with his Majesty the King, who looks up, 
The effocts of foreshortening’ in this vision 
were so curious that I conceived a desire to 
retain a photographic souvenir of them, and 
here it is in our ongraving. 

But at Dakar the royal vegetable dealer 
and eyery other official and celebrity pale 
in interest before. the negroes who swarm 
around the ship in countless canoes: These 
children of nature are naked, with the ox- 
ception of « linen cloth around their loins; 
they are magnificently formed, and so beau- 
tiful in line and fine muscularity that they 
suggest the admirable Florentine statuettes 
of the epoch of the Renaissance. In their dug 
put canoes they sit or stand with thoir facos 
upturned, gazing at the passengers, who lean 
over the bulwarks and gaze in return, Some 
of these negroes are born orators, and make 
alinirable mpeechos in Fronch, singling out 
some sympathetic faco on deck, and address 
ing ite owner as ‘Monsieur de bonne famille

HOLY COAT OF TREVES, 


iS IT THE ORIGINAL GARMENT WORN 
BY THE SAVIOUR? 


Proof Advanced That the Vesturo Is Gon- 


ulne —German Milftary Men Ulsap- 


pointed In Count von Moltke's History 
—Three Lives Lost ina London Fire. 


Berri, Aug. 24.—A textile mannfac- 
turer, who was summoned to examine the 
germent known as the holy coat, now on 
exhibition in the cathedral at Treves, says 
that whon the wrappera were remoyed the 
veature was found to be in such a tattered 
condition that it could not be placed on ex- 
hibition Bishop Korum, he adds, then 
consulted some experts and finally the coat 
Was given to an aged and experienc ed nin, 
who gummed the fragmenta of the garment 
together, as the material was too much 
worh to stand the strain of needle and 
thread. The holy coat is now partiall 
overlaid with Inyers of materials wit 
which it has been wrapped up, and these 
wrappers having becomedecayed, cannot be 
separated from the coat, 

Ir. Bock, of Aix-la-Chapelle, «leclares 
that he has examined the reverse side of the 
holy coat and that he found it was mounted 
on byssus silk, which was used in the first 
century, which was never manufactured af. 
ter the sixth century and which was always 
extremely costly. Catholic circles consider 
this to be proof that tho holy coat is a gen- 
uine garment worn by our Lord 

It in explained that byssus in a name giv- 
en from ancient Greek and Roman times to 
the bundle of silky filaments by which 
many bivalve shells attach themeelves to 
rocks or other fixed substances. In the 
pinna of the Mediterranean these filaments 
are remarkably long and delicate and strong, 
have a silky lueter and are capable of bei) 
woven into cloth upon which a very hight 
value was placed, But now the animal 
which produces valuable filaments is so rare 
that it is almost exclusively an article of 
curiosity. 

Military men are disappointed that Count 
von Moltke, in his history, makes no reyela- 
tions in regard to the alleged disagreement 
with Gen. yon Steinmetz. He confines him- 
self to intimating that the battle of Spiche- 
ren was not fou ie in accordance with in- 
structions from aarwertoes and only, ex- 
plains the recall of Steinmetz by a reference 
to the necessity of a new formation of. the 
army. His indulgence toward the mistakes 
of both German and French generals ox- 
cites much comment. It is also remarked 
that throughout the book there is not a sin- 
gle reference to Germany's domestic policy.

Incredible Stories of Destitution and Suf- 
fering Reported. 


Lonpox, Aug. 24.—The stories of misery 
received from Russia are almost incredible. 
In Bessarabia parents are actually offering 
their children for sale in order to buy food, 
and dealers at Constantinople hearing of this 
have purchased through agénts in the Rus- 
sian villages a considerable number of fe- 
male children. Many deaths have resulted 
from famine, and families may be found 
actually perishing from hunger and hud- 
dling together in their common misery. The 
stewards ot crown lands and forests have 
been instructed to allow the peasantry to en- 
joy free pasture and freely to gather mush- 
rooms, which are lnrgely consumed among 
the lower classes of Russians, and to gather 
wild fruits in the forests and woods of the 
state. This, however, does not answer the 
demand for substantial food. Among the 
Applicants at Marinpol were noblemen and 
tradesmen, the latter ruined in business 
through the loss of custom on account of the 
famine, and the former deprived of the 
margin between their debts and their in- 
come, on which they are dependent. 





A LONDON HOLOCAUST. 





Hommod in by Flames Many Occupants of 
a Tonement House Perish. 


Lonpow, Aug. 24.—Fire broke out earl 
Saturday in a tenement house at Shadwell, 
a suburb of this city. The house was occu- 
pied by 10 persons. The flames spread with 
startling rapidity and before all the people 
could make their escape the staircane was a 
mass of flames. A woman occupying apart- 
ments on one of the upper floors, finding all 
hope of escape by the usual exit eut off and 
hemmed in by fire, jumped to the stone 

yavement below. She was instantly killed. 
‘he other persons who jumped received 
serious injuries, After the fire was subdued 
the firemen found the bodies of two unfor- 
tunates who had been unable to reach the 
windows and were overcome by smoke. 


A Great Ball at Portsmouth. 

PortsMourn, Aug. 24.—A ball given 
last night by the English naval officers at 
the town hall here to the officers of the 
French fleet was the most brilliant ever wit- 
nessed at Portsmouth. When the officers 
separated and returned on board their ro 
apeourd ships the Frenchmen sang ‘God 
Save the Queen,” and the British officers 
anng the ‘‘Maracillaise.”

From some of 
the upper floors there were many narrow 
éscapes, thé occupants when they heard the 
explosion rushed to the fire escapes or ok 
ing into the corner building ond thence. to 
the street. Although the walls of Nos, 68 
to 74 collapsed, the building entire, known 
as the Taylor building, extended from 66 
to No. 76. No. 76 is on the corner of 
Greenwich Street, and some of the manu- 
facturing lofts opening from that portion 
of the building which collapsed into the 
corner building, afforded means of escape. 

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE, 

The first body was dug out of the wreck 
just two hours after the explosion. It was 
that of little Mary Haegner, who was alive, 
Her father, Frank Haegner, is the janitor 
of the building No, 61 Park Place, When 
he heard that his children were crushed 
under the heap of brick and debris he was 
crazed with grief. As the firemen lifted 
Mary out of the debris and held her up in 
their arms the little one saw her mother at 
one of the windows opposite and exclaimed: 
“There'smy mamma.” A cheer went up from 
the thousands of bystanders. ‘The child 
was found to be uninjured except for slight 
contusions, although her clothing was coated 
with dirt and-blackened with smoke. Her 
miraculous escape was due to the way in 
which some joists fell, forming 4 sort of arch 
which protected her from the falling brick

As the many streams of water drenched 
the burning pile of ruins the flames subsided

GREAT BATTLE IN CHILI. 
The Contending Faotious Struggling Be 
fore Valparaiso, 

New York, Aug. 25,—The Herald's de- 
spateh from Valparaiso says that a fierce 
battle is now it progress within a few miles 
of the city of Valpariiso, between the Bal- 
macedists and the insurgents. The battle 
has been raging practichlly for three days, 
and it is believed that the number of killed 
and wounded on both sides has already 
reached nearly 3,000. The first day's fight- 
ing (on Friday) resulted in a reverse to the 
Government forces. The insurgents are 
receiving great assistance from their six 
warships which are’ cruising about in the 
Aconagua River. The Government com- 
mander has selected a strong position on the 
beach of Vina Delmar, as hia secontl line of 
defence, and is confident that We will be 
able to repulse the rebels. The excitement 
in the city is intense, and thousands of peo- 
ple are watching the desperate struggle 
which is bemg fought ander their very 
Should the revolutionists succeed 
in defeating the Government troops, it 
is believed that Valparaise will be bom- 
barded by their warships. If, on the 
other hand, the Balmacedists gain the vic- 
tory, the flect will cover the retreat of the 
insurgentarmy, and, if necessary, re-em- 
bark the troops, ~All the Government 
Officials here are confident that Balmaceda 
will drive the insurgents back, and, if he 
docs not entirely deatroy them, compel the 
remuants to re-eembark in their transports 
and go back to the north, 

Admiral Brown, commanding the Ameri- 
can fleet here, and the commanding officers 
of the other foreign naval forces have com- 
bined to protect the lives and property of 
the foreign citizens, and in caso of an attack 
on the city marines and blue jackets from 
the foreign warships will probably be 
landed to see that order so far as the 
foreign clement is concerned is preserved. 
The fall of Valparaiso would mean the prac: 
tical collapse of Balmaceda’s power. Out- 
side of the forees now copra in the death 
struggle there are no troops to oppose the 
march of the insurgents to Santiago, and 
they would, with this city as a base of oper- 
ation soon overrun all the southern proxin- 
ces, The railroad to Santiago has npt been 
disturbed, and with the capture of Valpa- 
raiso the fall of the capital would be but a 
matter of a few hours,

WANTED WIFE AND MONEY, TOO. 


That Was Too ‘Much for Farmar Phelps 
and He Shot the Desperado Dead. 

BARBOURSTVILLE, W. Va., Aug. 25. 
John Phelps, a wealthy farmer near here, 
shot and killed William Hance, yesterday 
under remarkable circumstances. Hance 
was a notorious desperado, who took part in 
the Brumfield-Runyon feud, and had the re- 
putation of having killed five men, In some 
unaccountable manner he won Mrs. 
Phelp's affection, and on Aug. 1 the two 
eloped, They went to Ironton, O., and liy- 
ed there as man and wife. Finally Hance's 
money gave out, and then he ordered her to 
return to her husband and steal the moncy 
that‘she knew he possessed. The woman 
refused, and Hance returned to Barbours- 
ville with her. 

Yesterday the couple marched boldly up 
to Phelps’s house maak called him out, and 
Hance demanded moncy that he said belong- 
ed to Mra. Phelps, The farmer declined, 
and Hance mado a motion to draw his re- 
volver. Phelps was too quick for him, how- 
ever, and drew a bead on him and shot him 
through the abdomen. The desperado 
turned to run, but fell dead at a second shot 
from Phelps’s pistol. 

Mrs, Phelps, who had watched the affair, 
drove to the home of her father, a respect- 
able farmer, and two hours later made a 
futile attempt to commit suicide, 

Hance had terrorized the community for 
months and no one could be found to molest 
him. Phelps will not be arrested, as public 
opinion approves his act.

BLOODY DOINGS IN GRANADA. 


Revolutionary Uprising Promptly Quelled 
by Government Troops. 

GRANADA, Nicaragua, Aug. 25.—A des- 
perate fight occurred’ here today in which 
the Chief of !Police and six men were 
killed ond many others were wounded. 
There had been more or less friction in the 
country for some time and it was feared 
that a revolutionary{movement was on foot. 
The Government had made all the over- 
tures to the opyMsition which it thought 
consistent with its dignity and safety, But 
they had beeen declined; then it) was de- 
cided to take measures which would prevent 
any possible attempt at rebellion. In pur- 
suance of this policy orders were issued to 
arrest Gen. Daville Anselmo, Rivas and 
Enrique Guzman. This order was executed 
this morning. As soon as the men were ar- 
rested and before they were gotten to the 
prison, & number of their partisans got to- 
gether and made a desperate attempt to res- 
cue them. A volley was fired into the 
gence which wounded several of them and 

illed the chief of police. The guards re- 
turned the fire with fatal effect. The Gov- 
ernment was fully prepared for just such an 
emute, and reinforcements were immediate- 
ly sent to the beleaguered guards. With the 
reinforeements, short work was made of the 
friends of the men underarrest and thestreets 
were a uORLy cleared, not, however, until 
several interchanges of shots had taken 
place in which six men were killed outright 
and fully fifty were more or less seriously 
injured.

Ab 
the outalde ot many windows web clothing 
were hung on ropes to dry, though, if they 
did dry there, it would be more by the 
{nflaence of smoke than anything else. Not 
& few of the windows were open, and from 
them protruded the heads ond shoulders 
of slovenly women, and half-dreased mon, 
on whose faces the freshness of health was 
not to be discerned, but instead the sallow 
sickly hue of diseases,the paleness of con- 
finement, or worse still, the blotched 
stamps of debauchery. * Down in tho area 
of the courb groups of children were play- 
ing, for childhood must have Its play, even 
{n the most untoward circumstances. And 
oh, what pltiful specimens of youthful 
humanity did these children present, their 
bare limbs but partly covered, by the raga 
of their tattered garments, their bare feet 
defiled by the mire, thelr sharp eyes sot in 
dirty, unwashed, pinched, and hungry- 
looking faces, half concealed by masses of 
matted hair, which no comb had ever 
separated. 

How different the whole acene from the 
thousand rural pictures which that same 
golden Saturday afternoon presented {n the 
villages and hamlets, the atraths and?glons 
of the country. On these fell heaven's 
bright sunshine, and over them floated the 
pure free broeze of health and fragrance. 
The faces of the men and women were 
blooming with-health as they eat in thelr 
porches, or lay on mossy banks or gowany 
brase, listening to the murmur of the 
stream, or watching the gambols of the rosy 
children on the grassy and flowery banka, 
where shouts of glee and burst of merry 
laughter made brightor still the gladsome 
scene, and filled the thoughtful heart with 
& keen sense of happiness. 

Yot even in Collins’, Court, with allits 
gloom and filth, the children played, and 
that was the saddest and most pitiful sight 
there presented. It was childhood trying 
to assert itself, and, ob, in whata strange 
and mournful light. Instead of the artless 
Innocence which we see in the looks and 
words and actions of childish hearts, their 
young faces showed a sharpness little akin 
to childhood, and their words and gestures 
partook little of the guilelessness which 
should havo attached to tholr tender years.

1t is expected that the Senate Committee 
will finish thelr investigation of the Mercier 
Pacand frauds on the Dominion subsidy or 
railway fund to-day. Oould there be avy- 
thing more damaging to a local government 
than has transpired In the {nycstigation 
which has taken place, brought about by 
the Railway Committee on the bill from 
the Commons respecting the Bay Chaleur 
rallway? If ths senators had done no other 
act for the good of our country, tho un- 
earthing of the rascality brought to light 
amidat strong opposition from some of the 
so called Liborals, they surely, in this in- 
stance deserves the thanks of all woll- 
wishera of the Dominion. 

What fs the sum of $175,000.00 or $100,- 
000.00 to Mercier and his gang? No doubt 
could the whole truth come out, ib is bub a 
small portion of the pickings and stealings 
of the public funds, both of tho Dominion 
and the Province of Quebec. Well, in the 
end, good will comé out of this ; one thing,

Tho awfulscenes witnessed at the Morgue 
cannot be told. The wails of tribulation: 
the distraction of mind: the heartrending 
grief of agonized relatives inquiring for 
their missing husbands or fathers; the sight 
of the charred and stench-rendering dead 
beaten by the crucl but awift hand of death 
almost beyond recognition, is too horrible a 
picture to attempt to describe in detail, 

Even some of the reporters, accustomed as 
they are to forms of human suffering in its 
most ghastly shape, were aninanned 

One of the most difficult hindrances to 
successful identification consists in the fact 
that nearly all the missing operatives, both 
men and women, were attired at the time 
of the collapse in their working clothes, 
They usually removed the exterior gar- 
ments of their street dress as s00n as they 
arrived at their shops, and therefore an ac- 
curate description of their clothing is made 
the more difhcult, 

In nearly every case the features of tite 
bodies brought to the Morgue are bruised, 
blackened, undistinguishable masses of flesh 
from which all resemblance toa human face 
has been eliminated. 

ORONTO'S SCANDAL.

New York, Aug. 26.—The Herald 
tram from Valparaiso saya darkine 
the battle at Vina del Mar Beach, 
which raged all day yesterday, 
before any decisive result was reached, and 
like tired the ting urmics 
rested to-day and worked hard to get them- 
polvea in the best possible condition for the. 
final bout, which must soon decide the nad: 
tery of Chili. 

Balmaceda’s line of defense yesterday was 
strongly fortified and was was under the 
range of the guns from Fort Callao.) While 
many of his troops were raw recruits, 
there was 4 good leaven of voterans among 
them. 

Time after time the rebels dashed againat 
the lines of the government troops, only to 
be repulsed with great bloodshed The y 
were not the only sufferers, however, for 
their artillery played with telling effect on 
the enemy and their rifles were not tseless 
in their hands, 

Attack and ropulse were repeated time 
after time, with no decided advantage to 
either side, — The most desperate valor wis 
displayed by veteran and recruit, Balma- 
cedist and revolutionist. There was little 
regret.on cither side when darkness came 
down and stopped the bloody work. 

Under cover of # flay of truce the ambu- 
lance and hospital corps of the opposing 
armies were busy during the night search» 
ing the field for the wounded and caring for 
thom.) When morning broke it was oxpocted 
the fight would be resumed. Both armics 
had suffered severely, however, and neither 
appeared to be in a position to assume the 
offensive, and & pmatical truce to day, with 
no fighting, has, been the result, Neither 
side ha been idle, however, during the day. 
Scouting parties from the insurgent armics 
have been scouring the country for sup- 
plies, and one of them cut the railroad ts 
Santiago at Salto, 

The government. forces have been 
strengthening their lines and mancuvring 
to get into a position which will preclude 
any successful attempt on the part of the 
enemy to getinto the rear of the city of 
Valparaiso, 

It is generally believed that Gen. Canto, 
the general commanding the rebels, will 
attempt a flank movement when he resumes 
operations, and this the Balmacedists are 
doing everything in their power to frustrate, 

In the face of anarmy oqual in valor, as 
well armed and equipped, and atle: t equal, 
tach nuparina tein bererte force totheline 
of forts with their heavy guns, manned by 
expert and veteran gunners, defending 
Valparaiso from tht northeast, consisting 
of forts Callao, Podette, Andes and Val- 
paraiso, is 4 task to daunt the most confi- 
dent gonarel, and if by any means the Bal- 
macedan army can b flanked and the in- 
surgents can make good a position in the 
rear of the city, they will, in the opinion of 
the foreign naval officers here, do it. 

Insurgent General Canto is a veteran of 
the Peruvian war, where he did gallant and 
effective service. He knows the country, 
and realizes that if he can get his heavy 
guns on the hills back of the city he will 
not only have a position which is practis 
cally imprognable from the attacks of any 
force which can be brought against him, but 
which will enable him to batter down the 
city at his will. Having been unable by to- 
day’s fight to capture the village of Vina 
del Mar and isolate Fort Callao and thus 
capture it, he would naturally attempt this 
flank movenient, That he will be able to 
do so without harder fighting than even 
that of Friday and yesterday, if at all) is 
not to be thought of. 

Valparaiso is now quiet. All the busindss 
houses, offices and stores are now closed. 
mt fa who can do so has left the city 
and few people are seen on the - streets, 
While the government torpedo cruiser, 
Almarante Lynch, was assisting artillory- 
men in the forts in keeping the rebel cruisers 
at long range and thus preventing them from 
giving effective aid to the land forces, the 

yreech plug of one of her fourteen-pound 
Hotchkiss-gins blew out, instantly killing 
the lieutenant in charge.

FOUGHT TO THE DEATH. 
The Duel in Which Ed Short and Prisoner 
Were Killed. 

Catpwet, Kan., Aug. 26.—The killing 
of Deputy United States Marahal Ed Short 
yesterday was the result of a fight with a 
prisoner named Charles Bryant, one of the 
noted Dalton gang. Short taptured Bryant 
in the Cherokee strip, He took his prisoner 
yesterday on board the Rock Island train at 

Tennessey, Oklahoma, to carry him to 
Wichita. Leaving the handcuffed prisoner 
in the baggage car he went outside to guard 
against any attempt at rescuc. He fete a 
revolver with the baggageman for protec- 
tion, 

The baggage-man carelossly laid the re- 
volver on the safe in the car, and Bryant 
soon secured it. As the train was slowing 
up for Waukamis he opened the door of the 
car. Short was standing on the platform of 
the smoker with a rifle in his hands, 

Bryant quickly raised the revolver and 
fired, the ball gomg through Short’s body. 
Short returned the fire with his rifle. Both 
men received their death-wounds in the first 
two shots, but both kept on firlng. Bryant 
emptied the six chambers of his pistol, and 
Short fired eight shots from his rifle. 

The ends of both cars were riddled with 
bullets. John Dobson, a druggist from Il 
Reno, was sitting in the front end of the 
smoker, when one of the bullets crashed 
through the window, striking him in the 
arm, passing completely through it but 
luckily just missing the bones ani arteries. 

Bryant was the first man to drop. He 
fell head foremost down the steps. Short 
caught him by the leg and held him with 
\ his Tread almost touching the ground. Then 
the officer called to the conductor: 

iD | have got him, Jim, and he has got 
me, 

The prisoner was dead when picked up 
from the platform and carried into the car. 
Short died in ten minutes. 

Ed Short was a bad man in the sense that 
he was a dangerous man, There was little 
of the bravado about him. Small in stature, 
quict in manner, dudish in dress, he was not 
a man to inspire fear. Yet more than one 
man in Oklahoma will breathe easier now 
that he is dead. 

Of this class Judge Theodocius Botkin 
probably comes first. Several weeks ago 
Short added much to his already notorious 
name by openly avowing that he intended 
to kill Botkin if the Jatter persisted in sit- 
ting as Judge at the trial of James Brennan, 
accused of the murder of Col. Sam Wood.

The solemn moments following the elova- 
tion of the host were particularly quiet, 
when, in & voice that appeared faltering 
and feeble, the priest began to recite the 
balance of the mass, but suddenly stopped 
abruptly, cast his eyes upward, ond as his 
congregation, attracted by the uousnal 
action, raised their heads to look at him, 
he fell to tho floor groaning and writhin, 
in the most frightful convulsions, aaa 
despite the assistance of those present 
he died before he could bo removed from 
the chapel and inthe most horrible agony. 

The evidence of poison Wis oO apparent 
that an investigation was ordered imme- 
diately, and the fact was rovoaled that cor- 
rosive aublimate had been put into the wine 
used by the priest for the sacrament, and 
the prelate was actually murdered at the 
altar while in the discharge of his mous 
sacrod duty. 


A SHIP OF DEATH. 
Carrying the Terrible Cholora Pingue— 
Sixty Deaths on Board, 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 27.—Advices from 
Singapore state that the steamer Namchow 
started for that port with 800 Chinese coolies 
for the Penang market. The officers were 
Chinese with the exception of half-a-dozen 
Europeans, While at sea cholera broke 
out among the Chinese, and no fewer than 
sixty bodics were thrown into the sea, 
The captain, upon arrival at Singapore, re- 
ported only six deaths to the harbor- 
master, three from influenza and three 
from want of opium and general debility. 
Many passengers were fanded, and, no 
quarantine being declared, the vessel pro- 
ceeded to Penang with the remainder of 
tee afflicted cargo and crew. In four days 
nine cases of cholera developed in’ Singa- 
pore all traced to the steamer Namchow. 
On the steamer’s voyage back from Penang 
after landing 200 coolies there, the first 
European victim, the third enginecer, an 
Englishman, succumbed to the disease. 
When the Namchow arrived at Singapore 
the health officer was on the look-out, and 
sent. the vessel into quarantine, When tho 
vessel is releasod the captain and super- 
cargo will be arrested.

Taking tho average annual natural in- 
crease at two per cent. on the population of 
1881, the population in 189] ought to have 
been 5,283,644. According to the report of 
the Minister of Agriculture for last year, 
886, 177 immigrants were reported to the 
dopartment, by the agents during the 
decade, as having stated their inten- 
tion of settling in Canada. Adding 
the natural increase and the immigrant 
settlers and the population in 1891 ought to 
have been 6,169,821] instead of 4,823,344 as 
returned. Tho difference, 1,940,000, muat 
ropresent tho people who have left the 
country in the past 10 years. 

In Ontario the increase has beon 186,067. 
The population of Toronto in 188] was 86,- 
415; it has increased about 100,000, leaving 
about 86,000 for the increase for the rest of 
the province. This increase would be more 
than awallowed upby the other cities, The 
rural population must therefore have retro- 
graded. 

This is the first census which will not 
increase the number of representation in 
Parliament, By the British North America 
Act Quebec was given 65 members 
the other provinces representative 
in the proportion to population that Quebec 
representation bore to her population, This 
arrangement was made to apply to further 
censuses. Dividing her present population 
by 65 gives 22,901 as the average population 
for represéntation, 

Ontario at Brcwont has 92 members, Divi- 
ding her population by the common division 
fives 924, Her representation will there- 
ore remain the same. 

Dividing the population of Nova Scotia 
by this division gives a little over 194. As 
Nova Scotia now has 21 members she will 
lose one.

FOR KILLING HER HUSBAND, 


Mra. Carrothors Formally Committed for 
Trial at Rat Portage, 

Rat Ponracs, Aug. 27.—The examina 
tion of Mra. Nettio Corrothors, charged with 
the murder of her husband, John Blake Car 
rothers, in the Rainy River District was 
concluded yesterday, the prisoner being fal- 
ly committed for trial, Botective Murray 
succeeded in presenting very damaging evi- 
dence against the accused. It was shown 
that tho letter purporting to have been 
written by the dead man intimating that he 
had committed suicide was in Mrs, Car- 
rother’s handwriting. Dr, McDonnell, who 
made a thorough examination of decoased’s 
skull, which had been dug up for the pur 
pose, testified that he did not think the 
wounds could have been self-inflicted. The 
wound at the back of the head was the one 
first inflicted. The effect of the shot at the 
back of the head would in his opinion pro- 
luce completo paralysis of the whole system, 
He therefore thought that the wound 
on the back of the head was received 
first. It was a fatal wound, In his 
opinion it would have been impossible 
for Carrothers to haye made the wound at 
the back of his head and then have made 
the one at the front. He thought it would 
be impossible for Carrothers to have inflict- 
éd those two wounds upon himself, 

The production of the skull and the doc- 
tor’s evidence have had a great effect here 
with regard to Mrs. Carrothers, They 
created a profound sensation in the court 
room when these portions of the remains 
were laid on the table, The prisoner laid 
her head on her arms and did not raise it 
again for a considerable length of time. 

To be Brought Back. 

PorTAGE LA Prarriz, Aug. 27,—Govern- 
ment Detective Murray, who has been on- 
gaged at Rat Portage in the Rainy River 
murder paseriretead here to-day and will 
leave for Goderich with James Chambers of 
Guelph, alias Gilkinson, who is wanted for 
the attempted murder of Listowel’s chief of 
aie Clinton some months ago, Cham- 
vers and his companion committed a num- 
ber of robberies in Perth and Huron and 
when Chief Balmer attempted to arrest him 
at Clinton he fired a aple of bullets into 
the officer and escaped, He next turned up 
at Portage la Prairie, where he was arrest- 
ed for working the flim-flam game and sen- 
tenced to a short term, which expired to- 


day. 


August Werner's Death. 

PicKERING, Aug. 27.—The jury in the 
case of the River Rouge floater returned this 
verdict; 

That the deceaced is one August Werner 
late of the city of Toronto, and came to his 
death on or about the 24th July, 1891, at the 
township of Pickering, from a wound made 
by a bnutlet fired from a pistol held in the 
hands of some person to the jurors unknown. 

No evidence was elicited further than was 
brought out more than fortnight since, 
and all the circumstances point to a deliber- 
ate suicide.

Brick Tea. 


Brick tea is made at Hankow from com- 
mon tea, says Aconsular report, and adheres 
by pressure after belong steamed in a cotton 
cloth bag fora moment. The pressure is 
hand pressed—i. e., the quantity of tea 
dust required {is placed in a bag, and, after 
belngsteamod, is poured into a woodon mould 
and !s prersed to the required consistency 
by blows from a heavy malleb- wielded by 
one of the laborers. The coat of the com- 
mon tea dust is between 1 1 3d. and 1 1 2d, 
per pound, The csst of manufacture, ex- 
port duty, pricking, &c., about doubles the 
price, so that the coston board ship for 
export frum here amounts to say 2 3 4d. 
per pound. About three hundred to four 
hundred pounds of brick tea go to a basket 
made of light bamboo. Two baskets form 
acamel load, Brick tea is in bulk about 
one sixth of ordinary tea.

To Reform Criminals. 

OunistTsanra, Aug. 28.—The Internatioy. 
al Copgress now in session here, which is 
considering the question of tne treatment of 
criminals and the best means to be taken to 
improve the criminal classes, has passed a 
resolution in favor of the exclusion of the 
principle of fines. ‘The Congrsss holds that 
instead of sentencing criminals to terms of 
imprisonment that fines onght to be de- 
termined upon and inflicted in proportion 
to the position of the criminal, when such 
a course is deemed advisable. The reso- 
lution also says these fines should be pay- 
able in instalients and when a sentence of 
rel te eg is imposed the offenders ought 
to be granted the option of a fine asa means 
of reducing such term of imprisonment.

SUBSTANTIAL BENEFITS, 


| The Irish people, remarks a contempor- 
vary, have had evory reason to bless the new 
era of prosperity which has dawned upon 
their country under the administration of 
Irish Secretary Balfour. The people have 
’ been taught to realize tho fact shat there is 
an unswerving determination on the part 
of the authorities to have tho lawa of the 
Jand enforced, and they havo also learned 
to realize the full benefits attendant upon 
thatenforcoment. Stabllity and good faith 
have superseded terror and distrust, and 
the Emerald Iele is to-day on tho high road 
to happiness and prosperity. An English 
paper in dwelling upon these things says :— 
The fact is, tho substantial benefits of Union- 
ist administration are too valuable for the Irish 
voters to throw away. Agrarian crime has dis 
appeared, and commercial prosperity has retu’n- 
ed. Those are gencral benefits. Here are some 
special ones, Only this year 230 miles «{-rail- 
way have been built in the most necessary parts 
of the country, at a cost of at least £1,500,000, 
of which £1,100,000 will be a free gift, Ths sum 
of £40,000 has been collected by the Lord-Lieu 
tenant and Chief Secretary of the relief of the 
distress caused by the loss of the potato crop of 
1890. A bill voting 33 millions bas teen pazsed 
to enable the tenant farmers of Ireland to pur- 
chase the farms they occupy ata great reduction 
in price; and the sum of one million, five hun- 
dred thousand pounds has been voted for the 
purpose of permanently improving and develop-

OUMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 


Commenting upon the coming oponing 
of the schools, the Hamilton Times remarks 
that ignorance and crime, non-attendance 
at school and police statistics have had so 
closo a bearing upon each other, that Mr. 
Ross, tho Minister of Education, had the 
Education Act amended at last seaston to 
make the appointment of a truant officer 
or ollicers by Polico Commlastonors com- 
pulaory. The Act makes {t compulsory 
that all childsen between the age of 8 and 
14 years shall attend school for tho fall 
term esch yoar unless oxcused as clsowhoro 
provided. Parents or guardians who nog- 
loot to carry out this proviston of tho Act, 
aro liable to be fined. No parent or guard- 
fan, howevor, shall be lablo to any of tho 
ponalties of tho Act {n respect of any child

parent, guardian or other person to cause the 
chi'd to attend some tchool within five days 
from said notice. 

Truant oflicors shall loatibute legal pro 
cocdings agalnat parents and guardians who 
ieglect to comply with tho provisions of 
the Act. Ib shall bo the duty of the school 
trustees to report forthwith to the truant 
officers all cases of truancy or expulsion in 
thoir schools, Truant officers are liable to 
a fine of not less than $26 nor more than 
$50 for each and oyery noglect of duty 
proved against them. From the above it 
will be scen that whoover gots the position 

of truant officer will not have a alnecure jt 
he performs the work required of him, and 
if he neglects his work he Is Hable toa 
heavy fine. The Act came iuto force on 
the Ist of July.

$4000 worth of stuff. He fad given him at 
one time or another about $150, There was 
no understanding between them asto Senc- 
cal’s repaying the loan. The money was 
paid over in Croil’s office in Toronto, 
Senecal had come in at various times and 
had told Croil that he was hard up and 
wanted some money. 

**Now,” said Mr. Lister, ‘‘was this a clear 
gift?” 

‘Ves, I never expected to get it back.” 

Mr. Croil went on to tell how Mcliroy, 

the agent of the Potter Printing Press Com- 
uny of New York, had told him that the 
Jureau had bought 16 presses from his firm.

MANGLED BY A DOG: 


Fatal Struggle with a Vicious Brato at 
Montreal. 


Monrrear, Aug, 27.—The little son of 
Omer Frechette of No. 108 St. Hubert-street, 
this city, was bitten to death by a ferocious 
dog last night. Mr, Frechette, who is an 
amateur fancier, recently purchased three 
dogs, one of which was a cross between a 
houndand a bulldog. The latter was ‘con- 
sidered peaceable and gave no sign of being 
dangerous. Shortly after 7 o'clock last even- 
ing while Mra, Frechette was entertaining a 
visitor she heard her 4-year-old son, who was 
playing in the yard, seream. Rushing to a 
wintlow she was horrified to see the dog at 
tacking the child and tearing great pieces of 
flesh from its body. With all the heroism of 
a mother's daring, the Woman flew to the 
rescue, The sight she met was a horrible one. 
The yard was covered with blood, while 
picces of flesh were scattered around. 
Though fainting she attacked the infuriated 
brute and a térrific struggle ensued, A. J. 
Masse, who resided near by, came to her as- 
sistance. At this moment the woman faint- 
ed and the brute turned his attention to- 
ward the new intruder. Another desperate 
battle followed, but Masse was Aitiett with 
a knife, which he wielded to good purpose, 
but the dog having secured a grip on the 
man never let go until its head was nearly 
severed from its body and almost cut to 
pieces.

An exploit I would define to to an heroic 
act, a brave feat, a great achievement, 
“Well,” you say, “I admire such things, 
but there is no chance for me; mine is a 
sort of humdrum life, IfI had an Antio- 
chus Epiphanes to fight, I also could do 
exploits.” You are right, so far as great 
wars are concerned, There will probably 
be no opportunity to distinguish Sonnaelt 
in battle. The most of the Siieedlar gen- 
erals of this country would never have 
been heard of had it not been for the war. 

Neither will you probably become a great 
inventor. Nineteen hundred and ninety- 
nine out of every two thousand inventions 
found in the patent offico at Washington 
never yielded their authors cnough money 
to pay for the expenses of securing the 
matent. So you will probably never be a 

forse or an Edison or a Humphrey Davy 

or an Eli Whitney. There is not muc 
probability that you will be the one out of 
the hundred who achieves extraordinary 
success in commercial or legal or medical 
or literary spheres. What then? Can you 
have no opportunity to do exploits? I am 
going to show that there are three oppor- 
tunities open that are grand, thrilling, far 
reaching, stupendous and overwhelming: 
They are before you now. In one, if not 
all three of them, you may do exploits. 
The three greatest things on earth to do 
are to save 4 man, or save & Woman, or save 
a child. 

During the course of his life almost every 
man gets into an exigency, is caught be- 
tween two fires, is ground between two 
millstones, sits on the edge of some preci- 
pice, or in some other way comes near dem- 
olition. Itmay be a financial or a moral 
or a domestic or a social or a political exi- 
gency. Yousomotimes sce it in courtrooms. 
A young man has got into bad company and 
he has offended the law, and he is arraigned. 
All blushing and confused he is in the pres- 
ence of judge and jury and lawyers. He 
can be sent fight on in the wrong direction. 
He is fecling disgraced and he is almost 
desperate. 

Let the district attorney overhaul him as 
though he were an old offender; let the 
ablest attorneys at the bar refuse to say o 
word for him, because he cannot afford. a 
considerable fee; ict the judge give no op- 
portunity for presenting the mitigating 
circumstances, hurry up the case and hus- 
tle him up to Auburn or Sing Sing. If he 
live sev enty years, for seventy years he will 
be a criminal, and each decade of his life 
will be blacker than its predecessor. In 
the interregnums of prison life he can get 
no work, and he is glad to break a window 
glass or blow up a safe or play the high- 
Wayman so as to get back within the walls 
where he can get something to eat and hide 
himself from the gaze of the world.

The new line will alan tap 
the Lake Erie and Western, thus giving tho 
Canadian Pacific « friendly connection into 
the interior of Indiana, and opening up a 
competitive line from that section with the 
Vanderbilt system, which has already, 
through the influence of the Lake Shore, 
ae oS astrong opposition to the pro- 
posec roads. 

The new line will parallel the Lake Shore 
from Detroit to Chicago, the right of way in 
many places lying adjacent thereto. It will 
also form a competing line with the Michi- 
gan Central, thus attacking the Vanderbilt 
systems at various important commercial 
centres in Michigan, Ohio and Indiana. The 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago, while 
giving the new line terminal facilities in Chi- 
cago, will also be utilized as a friendly al- 
liance for traffic to and from the south, 
while the Lake Erie and Western with its 
western extension of Peoria, will furnish an 
outlet in that direction, again attacking the 
Vanderbilt interest in the Big Four in that 
section as well as at Indianapolis.

A NEW SWINDLE.- 
This Time it isa Patent Harrow Clip~Thoe 
Seller Arrested, 


Wixanam, Aug, 29.—A man giving his 
name as V, Taylor of Toronto was before 
Mayor Clegg charged by Mr. 8. Jackson of 
Brussels with fraud. From the evidence it 
appeared that Taylor had been solling a 
patent harrow clip and the right to make 
and sell them to different parties and agree 
ing to furnish them five dozen of the clips 
within ten day after sale. He sold the 
right to Mr. Jackson for Grey and Morris 
and also sold the right of Morris to Mr. 
VY. Vannorman of Belgrave. The pur- 
chasers of tho patent right becoming 
suspicious that things were not right, had 
inquiries made in Toronto where ‘Taylor 
said his establishment was located, but no 
such manufacturing concern could be found, 
and the purchaseses became convinced that 
they had been bitten, and had Taylor ar- 
rested at Teeswater.. The notes procured 
by Taylor in payment of the right sold in 
this section were disposed of in Brussels and 
Wingham. Under ‘a late act passed all 
notes given for a patent right must have 
»rinted or written across the face of them, 
Botox they are offered for sale, the words: 
‘For patent right,” Those disposed of by 
Taylor had not this on the face of them, 
hence he was committed to Goderich jail by 
Mayor Clegg.

RIOTINGIN RUSSIA. 
Peasantry Shot Down by Soldiers—Many 
Killed and Woundod. 

Sr. Perensnurc, Aug. 29,—Details ot the 
rioting at Vitokesk, ‘capital of the Govern- 
mont of that name, oceasioned bythe people's 
protest against the exportation of ryo, Sars 
that the agoebanes was serious. The gov- 
ernor reports that thore was evidence that 
a ronaal revolt of the peasantry had been 
planned. The peasants attacked the rail- 
road officials, demanding no more rye should 
leave Vitekesk, and severely beat the Jowish 
grain dealers, who are blamed for the whole 
trouble, The peasantry also plundered the 
residences of these grain dealers, and finally 
attacked the railroad station. ‘The military 
was then summoned, ‘The rioters resisted 
stubbornly and theirsupporters outside the 
railroad station made a fierce attack upon 
the soldiery, severely injuring many of 
them, Finally the officer in command after 
repeatedly threatening the crowd gave the 
oriies to fire upon the rioters. The soldiers 
then fired a volley, killing two peasants and 
wounding a number of others. The rioters 
soon afterward dispersed, 

Similar disturbances are reported from 
Dunsberg, Vint and other places, but no de- 
tails have been made public.

Russia and Corea, 

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—A letter from Shang: 
hai says that the Chinese Government is 
very much excited over the report that 
Corea has agreed to a Russian protectorate. 
Corea has always been claimed by China as 
a dependency and tribute is required and 
more or less regularly paid. The Coreans, 
however, dislike the Chinese yoke and have 
always been restive under it, Surprise is 
expressed amoug foreign residents at Shang- 
hai that Russia should take a step, if it has 
been taken, so likely to provoke a conflict 
with China. This Russia has endeavored 
heretofore to ayoid and has surrendered con- 
siderable territory in order to keep at peace 
with her Asiatic neighbor. It is said that 
Russia wants Corea as a depot for naval 
operations, as it is better situated than the 
barren northeastern shores of Russia in 
Asia, 


She Wants Money for War. 
Vienna, Aug. 29.—An inspired pamphlet 
which has appeared here sane ates an in- 
crease of the Imperial Wilitary credit from 
16,000,000 florins to 18,000,000 florins. The 
pamphlet dwells upon the contingency of 
an unexpected war in which only a few 
weoks would olapse between the mobiliza- 
tion of the troops and the first engagement. 
The Fremdenblatt supports the proposal.

Tho Beaver ssys: ‘*Mr, John Galbraith, 
of the township cf Camden, was in town on 
Saturday with somo samples of Carter's 
Prize Prolific barley. This spring he sowed 
18 bushels, and expects to realize about 250 
bushela when threshed. From one seed 
thoro are seven stalks, with hoads 64 Inchos 
long. The seed was sown on land that has 
beon cropped continuously for the past 15 
years. lt was about ten days later in ma- 
turing than the ordinary six-rowed barley. 
His neighbor, Mr B. Bueh, of Ernesttown, 
has threshed his two rowed barley, and has 
from 3 lbs, of seed 14 bushols. Tho barley 
reaches about 44 ft. in height, and will go 
over 55 Ibs. tothe bushel. 1tis stated that 
a reliable grain buyer of Kingston has offer- 
ed,to start it at 75c.for this burley iffarnish- 
ed in sufliclent quantity, but Mr. Galbraith 
will sell his for seed.

Literary Frauds, 


Some Spurious Manuscripts Which Wore 
Imposed Upon Savants, 


About thirty yoara slace o well-known 
publisher bought a collection of letters 
alleged to be in the handwriting of Shelley, 
one of whose oldest surviving friends testi- 
fied to a belief in theirauthenticlty. They 
were ushered into the world by a preface 
from the pen of Robert Browning, bat 
withdrawn a few days after publication 
upon tho discovory that they were made 
up from articlus by Sic Francis Pa'grave in 
the ‘'Quarterly Jeview,” A yoar or two 
later s volume of letters by Schiller was 
announccd as forthcoming, a preliminary 
certificate of their genuineness hay- 
ing boen obtained from his lagt surviving 
daughter. Bsforo they left tho press 
they were clearly shown to be spurivus. 

A notice of the impoatures of M. Simon- 
ides, whose career has but recently termic- 
ated, will bring these examples of fraudu- 
lent apocrypha down to our own timos. 
His chief successes are believed to have 
been gained in duping the authorities of 
great national Jibraries by the sale of sham 
antique manuscripts, but for obvious récs- 
ons the particulars of thease cases baye not 
boen generally disclozed, and the astate- 
menta on the subject which have appoared 
in the public journals must be accepted 
with some reserve. Tho emiacent scholar, 
Diedorf, Is said to have been one of his 
victims ju Germany. It has been stated 
that the trustees of the British moseum 
were deceived into buying from him a false 
memorandum addressed by Belisarius to 
Justinian, but this statement has been 
since dented. That ho sold to Ismail Pasha 
a forged manuscrlpt of Aristotle, and to a 
Wealthy English peor two spurious letters 
of Alcibiades to Pericloe, for which he ob- 
tained high prices, {s an atsertlon more 
credible, and as yet uncontradicted. His 
most remarkable failure seems to have 
been at Athens, whero he tried to persuade 
a committee of twelve scholars that a man- 
uscript of Homer, written on lotus leaves, 
was a genuine codex of very early dato, 
Eleven of the number are sald to have beon 
satiafied, ‘but the twelfth discovered that 
it wasa faithful copy of the text of Homer 
as published by the Gorman critic Wolff, 
and that the manuscript reproduced tho 
whole of the printor's errora in thab odi- 
tion.”--Nineteenth Century, 


Lieut.-Goy. Angers Takes a Bold 
Stand, 

News from Quebec fs of a most Intorest: 
Ing character, It is stated that extraordl- 
nary developments in tho near future may 
reasonably be anticipated in connectlou 
with the Mercier Government. Public 
sentimont is rapidly concentrating agalnst 
this peculiar combination of political gamo 
ators and demagogues, each day revealing 
the fact that weakness, Imbecllity and 
wrongdoing will soon meet with algoificant 
condemnation. Meauwhile the breach 
between Lieut.-Govornor Augers and his 
whilom advisers is widening to such an ex- 
tent that the former has positively refused 
to ratify the patent fesued calling 
Mr, Lemioux to the Legistative Council, 
and further declined to agree to the 
proclamation calling the Legislature for the 
despatch of business, His contention is 
that until Mr. Morcler explains away the 
terrible charges againet him no a>stion can 
be taken. Tho genoral opinion fs that 
Garneau, tho acting premlor of Pacaud's 
lotter of credit fame, will be asked to sur- 
render his portfolio, consequent upon his 
having pledged his word as a Minister to 
his honor that the order in council for 
$280,000 was to moot pressing ongagomontas 
of a legitimate character. Added to this, 
it is now said Mr. Fitzpatrick, M.P.P. for 
Quebec county, has resigned, while other 
members exprees an opinion openly that 
should Morcler object to the Lieutenant 
Governor appointing a royal commission 
they will sustain him tn calling 
upon now nen to adviso, a coali- 
tion Government being anticipated. 
Other serious charges are now 
brought againat tho Mercier Admiulstra- 
tion, and those who ought to kuow say that 
the Balo dos Ohaleurs robbory will be {nalg- 
nificant ln comparison with further startling 
disclosures. Some promiaent Natlonalists 
called upon Mr. Moerclor on Saturday last, 
but that dignitary positively refused to dis: 
cuss the subject of the Ottawa committee 
disclosures, They did not scruplo to express 
the firm bollef that the Quebec Premier's 
health fa in a very precarious condition, no 
serious in fact that ho {s really unfit for act- 
Ive public business. Ho will talk about ag: 
rloulture, poultry, cattlo, apything,in short, 
rather than the burning lesuos which hemust 
soon face, or succumb to. Meanwhile the 
provincial finances are in a rathor tangled 
state, and thinking men are not slow to 
charactorizo tho situation as vory alarming

The only 
thing I may say to-day is that I am very 
sorry that Mr. Pacand has left. He came to 
me at Tourouyre and asked what’he had to 
do under the circtnstances, if he received an 
order Lo appear before the Committee of the 
Senate. 1 adyised him to obey, and after 
having protested against the jurisdiction of 
the Senate to make a clean breast of the 
whole things He promised to follow my 
advice, and. the first news I had was that le 
had for Europe.”

Taterestiog Items From India. 


Mr. Osine announced ab the Memorial 
Hall, London, that above 10 000 ‘liquor 
shops had beo closed in India. 

The Rev. Thomas Evars, in a journey cf 
oyer 8,000 miles in India, hss organized 
upwards of fifty temperance socloties, and 
teken more than 50,000 pledges. 

A remarkable movement has taken place 
among the caste cf Ahira, aa influential 
brotherhood of Benares, India, As_a re- 
sult of the remarks of the Hon. W.’S, 
Csine in the British Hotse of Commons 
Jast winter on the liquor traffic, a meeting 
of the Ahire, numberlng 30,000, was eum- 
moned, and the queation.of abolishing the 
use of liquors from thelr caste was discussed 
without cessation, and with the greatest 
earnestneas, for six consecutive hours. The 
presiding officer was a distingulshed Brah- 
min, who had heard the speech of Mr. 
Ca'ne in the English Parliament and wes 
so aroused by the startling condition of af- 
fairs'as pictured by tho elcquent orator, 
that he determined on the spot to bring 
the question before his own people. His- 
powerful influence and the strong feeling 
of the brotherhood succeeded in bringing 
about the remarkable result of prohibiting 
all liquor drinking in their caste regulations, 
This is a method purely Hindu, and is 
thelr regular court of justice from which 
there isnoappeal. This astonishing moye- 
ment seems but to have begun in India, as 
already the village castes of tailors, black- 
smiths, potters and oil-sollers have promul- 
gated the new total abstinence law, until 
there are row between 40,000 and 50,000 
people subjected vo the inexorable regula- 
tions of their respective castes. The liquor 
sellers haye appealed for a reduction of 
their liconse fees on the ground that thelr 
bualoces is ruined. Can we not profit by 
the fervor and righteous conviction of these 
idolatere?

Ginseng In Commerce. 

The trade in cvinseng WA revival of one 
that formerly existed.

fence enclosing the quarantine, None of 
tho producta of tho slaughtered animals 
would be allowed to go outalde of the Inner 
fonco except in a manufactured state, 
entirely froo from any posslbility of convey- 
ing infection, The Governmont are now 
engagod In getting the opinions of cattlo- 
broodors, shippers, and othors who havo 
knowledge of the) requirenionts involved. 
Woe aro not in a hurry, we are not golhg to 
bring ina bill about ft. We are simply 
considering the mattor. We have lately 
had some important Information from cattle 
broodors and shippors, and the tendency of 
this Information is rather againat permitting 
this industry to be carried on in the Do 
minion. If it could be done with perfect 
safoty, without a shadow cf danger to our 
cattle trade, wo should gladly have alllowod 
an industry of such importance and magni- 
tude to be established in the eastern part 
of the Dominion, whore labor is plenty aud 
whore our laborers are golng over the line 
to seek subsistence. Bub no inducement 
of that description, and itis a strong one 
to this Government, because It ls our bual- 
ness to encourage the industries of our 
country, manufacturing as well as agricul- 
tural, though that isa strong inducement 
to us, [t would not weigh a feather’s welght 
in the question whether we would run any 
risk of impairing the advantages which wo 
derive from our cattle trade with England. 

The bill was given a third reading and 
passed. 

Mr. Abbot's statemont is entirely satis- 
factory. If the important Industry which 
it is proposed to Introduce can be establish- 
ed without danger to our preferenco In the: 
British market, well and good. If nob— 
and the utmost care will be exercised In 
coming to a determination—then the pro- 


posals wlll be rejected.

THE STATE OF TRADE, 


From all quarters come favorable reports 
as to the prospects of the fall trade, which 
Is now about to open. The Globe saye: 

There is a lull in wholesale trade now, This 

_ is just the season when the two ends are coming 
togetber, but they have not yet met, The pros- 
pects, however, from all accounts bave rcldom, 
if ever, teen brighter than at present. The head 
of a large wholesale dry gvods house raid a day 
or two ago that he would be much disappointed 
if this season was not the best one for trade ever 
experienced in Canada. Oustomers from Mani- 
toba and the Northwest had besn making pur- 
chases in this market during the past two weeks, 
and they wore all animated with the most cheer- 
ful prospects of trade in their respective locali- 
tier, They bought cautiously, saying they had 

been misled so often by prospects, they would 
wait and make cartain this season, repeating 
theie orders if the state of trade warr nted it. 
Travellers from this market in the Province? of 
Quebeo report the same cnoouraging feeling 
among merchants in that part of the country. 
Ontario merchants are expected in large num- 
bers next week, when business is likely to de- 
velop considerable activiiy and fairly open up 
for the season, 

The Montreal Trade Bulletin remarks : 

The outlook for the fall bu ines is certainly 
much better than it bas been for a number of 
years past at this season, owing to the assurance 
of good crops ia all sections of the country. This 
will enable many debtors to liquidate arrears 
which would otherwise have been carried over 
to another season, and consequently our whole- 
sale houses have solid grounds for anticipating 
good remittances and a healthy trade during the 
coming fall,

THE CATTLE TRADE, 
THE GOVERNMENT WILL FULLY 
THE COUNTRY’S INTEREST. 


Tho loudly-expressed fears of the Grit 
’ press for the continuance of the preference 
in our cattle trade with Great Britailn—a 
preference worth $2,000,000 per annum, 
but which the Laurierites were willing to 
sacrifice as one of the means of securing 
annexation to the United States—have 
proved, as we assured our readers would 
be the case, groundless, The determina- 
tlon of the Government was announced In 
the Senate on Friday by the Promier, the 
discussion on the question belng reported 
as follows : 


Hon. Mr. Abbott moved the third read- 
{og of the bill respecting the shipping of 
live stock, 

Hon. Mr. Read (Balleville) sald before 
the bill passed he would like to make a fow 
observations in regard to the propriety of 
allowing American cattle to be brought 
into this country to be slaughtered. He 
was one of those who believed that the ex- 
port cattle trade should be encouraged, 
and he hoped the Government would not 
do anything which might lead to the sched- 
uling of Oanadian cattle in England. 

Before the bill was passed Promier Ab 
bot sald that the Government was familiar 

with every detail of the cattle question 
and that {t was through the exertions and 
precautions of the Governmont ina largo 
Measure that the cattle trade Had been 
brought to its present state through many 
dangers. Ho thought the country might 
bo very well satisfied that the Government 
was not going to do, on any temptation, 
anything which would imporil that trado. 
“*T may stato It at once,” he declared ‘‘as a 
gary about which there ts no possi- 
illty of modification or abatement, that 
the Government have always been and are 
now determined to protect our cattle trade 
in every possible way, and that thoy are 
determined not to do anything that could 
{n any way imperil it or tend to Introduce 
Contagious diseases into this country, #0 as 
to deprive us of the very valuablo privilege 
Wo now epjoy of landing oar cattle alive in 
England. This affair, which has croated a 
great deal of excitement, I think acedlessly, 
amounts to nothing more or less than this— 
that a number of gontloman have proposed 
to put a capital of from half a million to a 
million dollars into an establishment for the 
manofacture of various articles that are pro- 
duced from cattle. These are very numer 
ous, much more numerous perhaps than 
hon. gentlemen know. Inthe butchering of 
cattle {n the ordinary way thero is an en- 
ormous waste In tho manufacture of moat 

products, As they aro manufactured {n 

Chicago and the great contres of the United 

States thero Is nojwaste at all. Evorything 

that the carcass of tho animal producos is 

turned to good account, and, if tho moat 
bo auld at cost or below ib, there Is profit 
enough mado from the hoofs, hide, blood 
offal, and various other portions of tho ant. 
mal to pay liberally for {ts manufacture, 
Lam told the products of the animal thus 
manufactured return moro than double the 
coat of the animal itself to the manufac 
turer. The gontlomen who desired an 
establishment of this kind in this country 
mhich will give four or five hundred people

Children Cry for Pitchor’s Castorla, 
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EX-PRESIDENT BALMAOEDA, 

A now government with possibly Judge 
Belisario Pratz head of the last parliament- 
ary cabinet of Balmaceda, or Manuel Jose 
Irarrazavel, head of the congress cabinet, at 
its hoa, will be founded and things will go 
along in about the same way in Chili as 
thoy did before January 7, when hostilities 
were begun, 

Gen. Cantoand his army won Friday's 
battle by superior generalship, good hard 
fighting, assisted by good fortune in the 

filing of Balmaceda’s generals, and the de- 
moralization of the army and the desertion 
of entire regiments, Up to that morning 
Balmaceda was not in a position to make an 
offensive movement and devoted his time 
and energies to making his defences as 
strong as possible, 

Then all was not harmony in tho military 
councils of the president. Both Genarale 
Barbora aud Alzerreccea wanted to have 
suprome command of the forces in the field. 
The friction and jealousy resulted in almost 
an open rupture, and the two officers 
worked at cross purposes. 

CANTO'S SUPERIOR TACTICS. 

General Canto was inno hurry to move 
on the enemy; because he was receiving con- 
stant accessions to his ranks from the peo- 
ple in the surrounding country, which is 
»opulated largely by those bound by ties of 
Pea or interest to the leaders of the revo- 
lution, many of whom are natives of the 
province, There he had a strongly in- 
trenched position and could well afford to 
wait, Karly in the morning the boom of 
cannon announced to the people of 
Valparaiso that & movement — be- 
yond the ordinary skirmishes had 
vegun, The oceasional loud reports of the 


leavy guns soon swell into one continuous 


roar, and then it was known that the final 
decisive struggle had commenced which, at 
the cost of thousands of lives, was to decide 
whether Balmaceda or the Junta was to be 
the ruling power in Chili. 

SCENES IN VALIARAISO, 

Excitement was intense in Valparaiso. 
The streets were crowded with people, 
Women predominating, anxiously waiting 
for news and talking of the momentous 
contest which was in full progress only a 
few miles away. Gen. Canto's position was 
on the hills above the race track at Vina 
del Mar outside of the city. His raiders 
had been getting bolder and bolder as time 
assed and had been making excursions 
further in ‘the country, He had absolute 
control of the railroad to Santiago and com- 
manded the ordinary roads. Hence Santi- 
ago was practically in a state of seige, 

BALMACEDA FORCED TO MOVE. 

Affairs had come to such a pass that it 
was necessary for Balmaceda to make some 
move and a@ little after daylight Friday 
morning the word was given to attack the 
»osition held by the revolutionists and led 
SS Generals Barbosa and Alzerecea, the 
government troops left their breastworks 
and advanced on the enomy under cover of 
a heavy fire from their batteries. The in- 
surgents were generally armed with Mann- 
chler rifles and used smokeless powder. 
The government troops were not so well 
aaa 

SHOT, SHELL, GRAPE AND CANISTER. 

As soon as the approaching’ column got 
within range of the cinerea a destructive 
fire from the intrenched revolutionists was 
poured into it. The Chilians advanced with 
much steadiness to the attack, They 
were soon near enough to do effec- 
tive work with their pieces, and the 
engagement became general. Shotand shell, 
grape and canister, and rifle bullets tore 
through the ranks of the advancing troops 
until it became too hot, and despite the 
efforts of the oflicers they broke aad retired 
almost ina panic, Officers worked like beavers 
to re-form their columns as soon as they got 
without the range of the deadly Matinchler’s 
and at last succeeded

AN INSURGENT VICTORY, 
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In addition to the two generale Barboss 
Alzerrecen, nearly all the staff officers had 
beon killed or wounded, and the fatalities 
among the line officers had also been great 

It was ovident the government had met 
with an over whelming defeat, and an at 
tack on the city was momentarily expected, 
To avoid the bloodshed, which would prob 
ably have resulted from the victorious army 
entering the city heated with the fire of 
battle, Admiral Viel, the intendante, sent 
a flag of truce to Gen, Ganto with the pro- 
position to surrender the city 

MARTINEZ AT THE MEAD 

Tt waa acct pled, and Don Carlos Walker 
Martinez, a congressional leader, who had 
refused a safe conduct from Balmaceda and 
remained in Santiago directing the conduct 
of affairs for the rebels in the south, waa re 
quested by Gen. Canto to take possession 
of the city and act as intendante until sich 
time as permanent arrangements could be 
This he did, 

In the moantime there had been a general 
flight of such of the government officials 
here as had reason to believe they had 
brought down on themselves the vengeance 
of the revolutionists. 

CANTO ENTERS TIL CITY, 

Shortly after noon the victorious army 
began to eater tho captured city from the 
hills to the southeast. Gen. Canto with his 
Chiefs of Staff Cols, Halley and Korner and 
Walker Martinez were at the head of the 
troops, The inhabitants of Valparaiso were 
apparently all revolutionists in, their sym- 
pathics, for as the insurgent troops, fushed 
with vietory, marched through the strects, 
they were greeted with the wildest enthusi- 
asin. The people wore simply wild with ex- 
citement and the streets resounded with 
their shouts of ‘Viva Chili!” “Viva Canto!” 

GREETED WITH FLOWERS, 

From the windows of the houses showers 
of flowers were flang by the enthusiastic 
women on the heads of the leaders, Shortly 
after the entry of the army of Gen. Canto 
Capt, Alberto Fuentez of the torpedo boat 
Almirante Lynch, which was lying at the 
Fiscal Mole, was summoned, to surrender, 
He attempted to steam out and opened fire 
with his machine guns on the insurgent 
troops, . There was ao sharp engagement, 
lasting fifteen minutes, and then. Capt. 
Fnentez hauled down his flag and there was 
not an cueiny to the revolution from Fort 
Valdvia to Vina del Mar, 

GOVERNMENT TROOPS PAROLED, 

During the afternoon such of the govern 
mont troops as were in the city or who came 
in gave up their arms and most of thom 
were acoled: Guards were stationed in the 
streets to xee that the crowds of disbanded 
soldiers and the dangerous classes did not 
make trouble. Thé city is as quiet as could 
be expected under the circumstances and no 
trouble is expected!

WHERE 15 DALMACEDA? 

Nobody here has any knowledge of the 
whereabouts of Balmaceda. The insurgent 
leaders are exceedingly anxious to find out 
where he is, and if they suceeed in finding 
him the chances areit would go hard with 
him. The general belief is he is making his 
way out of the country, perhaps overland to 
Buenos Ayres. 


THE LATEST NEWS. 


1,500 Balmacedists Killed and an 
Number Taken Prisoners, 
Wasnineton, Aug, 31,—Last night the 
Chilian Congressional envoys here received 
the following despatch from Iquique: 

‘According to an official despatch from 
Commander Montt’ of the Congressional 
naval forees in the battle of Concon the 
enemy lost 1500 men and an equal number 
of prisoners were captured. Two thousand 
rifles were taken and a number of field 
pieces. Our loss was 506 and among the 
killed were five officers. In the battle of 
Placilla the defeat of Balmaceda was com- 
plete. His two generals, Barbosa and Alcer- 
rica were killed and many other officers, 
Vicuna, the President-clect, has escaped on 
board a foreign war vessel. The whereabouts 
of Balmaceda are unknown. 

The battle of Concon, the enyoy say, was 
fought on the first day the insurgent army 
landed in the vicinity of Valparaiso, The 
battle of Placilla was fought Saturday, 
Numerous congratulatory telegrams from 
many places have been received by the Con- 
gressional envoys. 

Neither the State nor the Navy Depart- 
ments received any official news yesterday 
from Chili. The Chilian Minister denied 
himself to all reporters.. It is not believed, 
however, that he received any telegrams 
from Chili bearimg on the war,

Ib was to be oxpoctod that tho Canadlan 
Consus returos would show a diminution tn 
cortaln of tho country districts, for that is 
a state of affairs common to all countrivs, 
even the most ones, ab the 
prosent time, The Kogtish consus showed 
this tendonoy to exist thero in» marked 
degroe. Tho census just concluded in the 
Untted States furnishes proof of a moat re- 
markablo movenont of population from the 
agricultural districts to the clties and towns. 

For example, taking up the group of 
States dealt with onder the title of the 
North Central Diviston (census bulletin 40) 
and comprising such important States as 
Ohio, Indians, Uinojs, Minnesota and the 
Dakotas, wo find that In Ohio 28 countles 
show a decresso in population ranging from

The most winute detailsof proparation had 
been taken.
